A riotous crowd of hoodlums tore to pieces 
and turned over at Sheldon an@ West Madi- 
s0n streets this morning at 12:45 o’ clock the 
next to the last cable train on the West 
Madison street line. The act was done in the 
belief that the train wasthe last one. 

While the work of ruin was at its height 
the last train did come along, bound down- 
town. It was halted and the crowd it was 
carrying joined with the earlier throng in 
the work of vandalism. 

A squad of police was on the scene a few 
minutes after the cars were overturned, but 
was unable to make an impression upon ine 
crowd, which quickly grew until it exceeded 
1,000 men and boys. 


Riot Call Is Turned In. 

A riot call Wae turned in and patrol wagons 
of policemen were unloaded from the near- 
ést stations in the next ten minutes. Even 
with reinforcements, however, the police- 
men did not care to charge the crowd. 

- A force was thrown around the two cars 
of the downtown bound train, and the riotera 
were kept from tipping them over. 

The surprising feature of the outbreak 
was that none of the occupants of the over- 
turned cars was seriously injured. This 
wae accounted for, in all probability, by the 
fact that it was the persens on the cars who 
planned and started the work of destruction. 
They piled out of the cars when the signal 
for riot was given. 

The trouble was in preparation from the 
moment the train left the West Madison 
street and Fortieth avenue barns at 12:20 
o'clock. Every one on board thought it was 
the final trip of the ancient cable vehicles, 
and the grip and trailer were crowded until 
there was not an inch left for hanging room. 

The beginning was in good natured song. 
The réfraine of *‘ Gbod-by, My Lover, Good- 
by,”’ and “ So Long, Mary.’ were sung in the 
early part of the trip. Then the singing 
changed to whistling and finally to yells 
and oaths. 


Gripman Dragged from Car. 

A few blocks further and the train was 
blocked. Policemen detailed to accompany 
it cleared away the youthful mob in front, 
but the scene was repeated in the next blook. 
At each halt some part of the car wae torn 
away. At Sheldon street a big fellow mi «a 
red shirt shouted: 

‘** Let's wreck her.”’ 

‘‘ Grab the gripman,’’ some one else shouted. 

The gripman, James Brennan, was husky 
and defiant. He knocked down the first man 
that touched him. Two others, however, 
threw their arms around him and he was 
dragged from his lever. 

The conductor, James Finn, was seized and 
thrown to the sidewalk at the same instant. 
“ Heave ho!’ was the shout raised. “‘ Now 
altogether!”

Called Away by Children. 

While out shopping Mrs. Strauss picked up 
the umbrella handle to éxamine it. Just then 
one of the Foreman children called to every- 
body to come to a neighboring shop to look 
at some cards which were wanted by all. 
Mrs. Strauss went from the shop carrying 
the umbrella handle and her purse in the 
same hand. Then she crossed the street to 
her hotel, where gendarmes arrested her on 
complaint of the shopkeeper, who pointed to 
the small handle, which was about the size 
of a wainut. 

Mrs. Strauss became greatly frightene@and 
struggied with the officers, who were not in 
uniform. During the struggie her necklace, 
containing 150 pearls, broke and the jewels 
rolled into the gutter. 

Mr. Strauss and Mr. Foreman, who thought 
the attack on Mrs. Strauss was being made 
by highwaymen, rushed up and started to 
defend her and a hot fight resulted. The

DEAD BY THOUSANDS.

which have shaken the city since Thursday 
will number thousands. 

Hundreds of bodies are buried in the ruins 
and may never be found. 
Those who have lost friends and relatives 
are frantically searching for them. 
Earthquake shocks ocourred at intervals 
during the night. The damaged buildings 
are falling, rendering the streets dangerous, 
end traffic ie stopped. Reports from differ- 
ent sources indicate that hundreds have been 
killed by the falling walls. 


Fire Spreads, No Water. 
The fire is spreading, and through the lack 
of water the firemen can make little headway 
against it. Few buildings in the entire city 
have escaped damage of some sort. 
Whole streets caved in in places and then 
the ruins caught fire, making rescue of the 
imprisoned impossible. 
Thousands have fled from their homes and 
are camping in the open places, 
Vessels in the harbor are crowded with 
refugees, who have practically taken posses- 
sion of the ships in some cases. The panic is 
appalling. 
Railroads Are Paralyzed. 
Railways are cut oa, not a wheel is moving, 
there is no telegraphic communication to 
speak of, and the whole city is plunged in 
darkness, except for the light from burning 
ruins.

The shocks began at 8 o'clock on Thursday 
and have kept up at intervals since then, the 
worst shocks coming yesterday morning.

Confirmed at Liverpool.

“ A severe earthquake has. occurred. The 
town is much damaged. Large fires have 
broken out. © It is impossible to estimate the 
amount of damage.”’ 

A later dispatch to the same firm announced 
that its offices in Valparaiso had been saved. 


Says “Town Nearly Destroyed..’ 

New York firms received corroborating 
messages during the day. The first dispatch 
to get through from Valparaiso to a private 
firm in this city was sent by the Valparaiso 
representative of Wessel, Duval & Co., a 
trading company with headquarters here at 
2) Broad street. The dispatch bore the date, 

“ Valparaiso, 3: 59 p. m., Aug. 17.’’ . In addi- 
tion. to private matter, which Manager Alex- 
ander did not care to make public, it said: 

“ Town nearly destroyed. Particulars jater 
when shakes cease.” 

Manager Alexander said, 
upon the dispatch: 

“ The dispatch was sent in filain- English, 
instead of in our cipher,: which convinces 
us that our representative was unable to get 
into our office to get our code book. As the 
dispatch said nothing about the town being 
on fire, when that might just as well have 
been included, it leads us to believe that 
whatever fires were started were of an in- 
dividual nature, and not in the nature of a 
general conflagration.

From Other Firms.

Unable to Get Reply.

Messmore Kendall, representative here of 
the Braden Copper company, at Graneros, 
twenty miles from Santiago, also has failed 
to get a response to meseages he has sent to 
William Braden, head of the company, who 
lives at Graneros with his family. 


FULLY 5,000 DEAD. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 

New York, Aug. 18>—Fully 5,000 people, ac- 
cording to the latest dispatches from San- 
tiago de Chile, lost their lives in the Vaipa- 
raiso disaster. Santiago also suffered severe- 
ly. Thirty ‘people were’ killed there; and the 
property lcss is placed at $2,000,000. 

Except the foregoing no estimates of the 
damages and casualties caused by the earth- 
quake in Chile had been received at New York 
up to 11 o'clock tonight, and the above dis- 
patch lacks confirmation. Panic reigne in 
both cities. The people arein the grip of fear 


of further shocks and are fleeing. Refugees 
from Vaipareiso are getting into Santiago, 


forty-two miles away. 


- Quake Covers Large Area. 

The disturbances have covered a large 
area. Shocks were felt in Tacna, in the ex- 
treme north of Chile. A number of minor 
towns have been either destroyed or mate- 
rially damaged. Valparaiso has been de- 
scribed as “‘nearly destroyed,’’ while an- 
other message says half that city has be- 
come a prey to the earthquake and the flames. 
The loss of life and property undoubtedly 
was heavy. 

Telegraphic communication has been estab- 
lished with Chile, but no messages have yet 
been received from Valparaiso. 

People in Wild Panic. 

The first shock occurred Thursday evening 
about 8 o'clock, and was followed by others 
at intervals throughout the night. Panic 
prevailed, and the streets were filled with 
hysterical, wailing, and praying people. 

Half the inhabitants of Santiago staid on 
the streets or fled to the country Thursday 
night. Fires followed in Santiago, but were 
quickly extinguished by a providentia! heavy 
downpour. Valparaiso suffered much from 
the fire. Many people have left the two 
cities, and the stream of refugees continues. 


Shock Felt Around Globe. 

The disturbances are confined to the Pa- 
cific slope of the Andes, but Iquique, the 
center of the nitrate industry, has escaped 
injury. The disturbance was récorded by 
seismographs in Washington, 
Hamburg, and Goettingen. 

Various firms in Europe and America with 
business interests in Chile have received 
messages announcing the safety of em- 
ployés.

Pittsburg, Pa., Aug. 18.—Count Julian Se- 
gundo de Ovies, commissioner of commerce 
from the republic of Chile to Pittsburg, said 
today that if the disaster at Valparaiso is as 
serious as reported the most beautiful por- 
tion of the city was probably now in ruins 
and countless lives losty It was his opinion 
that a heavy earthquake would also cause 
great damage to the shipping along the coast. 
The business portion of the-city, he said, 
faced the mountainous cliffs,and he feared, 
in the event of a heavy shock, the mountain 
would disintegrate and huge rocks and build- 
ings fall upon the business houses beneath. 
Count de Ovies said he thought there could 
be little danger from fires’ as most of the 
buildings are constructed of adobe and@ Span- 
ish tile. Frame buildings are the exception 
and steel is used more than wood.

Ministers to Horses and Dogs on Streets 
of Berlin—Binds Up Wounds 
with Salve.

BERLIN, Aug. 18.—The newest feature on 
Berlin's streets is a woman bicycle patrol. 
She rides on the busiest thoreughfares, giving 
immediate relief to horses and other animals 
needing assistance. She applies salve to 
sores, binds injured limbs, and renders first 
aid when horses are overcome by the heat 
and fall. One day this week she treated nine- 
teen horses and two dogs.

TEST NEW CONSUMPTION CURE. 


Tulase, the Remedy Discovered by a 
French Physician, to Be Given 
Trial in Hospitals.

PARIS, Aug. 18.—Prof. Behring’s new rem- 
edy for tuberculosis, called tulase, the dis- 
covery of which was announced a few days 
ago from Hamburg, is about to be delivered 
in small quantities to clinical surgeons. 
Prof. Behring does not believe his remedy 
has been sufficiently tested for distribution 
among general practitioners, but hospitals 
will receive it free of charge. The new rem- 
edy is applied either by subcutaneous injec- 
tion or through the mouth.

Lawyers and Officials of Eastern and 
Southern Roads End Technical 
Study of Mea€ure. 


Atlantic City, N. J. Aug. 18.—The confer- 
ence of the lawyersand cfficials representing 
railroads east of the Mississippi andsouth of 
the New England states, which has been in 
session here five days studying the provisions 
of the railroad rate bill, which goes into 
effect Aug. 29, adjourned tonight.

The clever manner in which Stensland 
pisied Jones for years in hie inspections af 
the bank were described by the examiner 
himself. He admits he took Stensland's word 
for every condition of which he asked an ex- 
planation. The directors, Jones says, were 
to blame in not more closely watching the 
conduct of the business,

Implicates Bank Employes. 


“Jones has evidence showing that nearly 
every employé of the bank knew that Stens- 
land was stealing right and ieft,” said an 
oficial who assisted the examiner in the 
preparation ef the memorandum. “Jones 
sent the auditor ten foolscap pages of notes 
on thie phase of the question. It rematins to 
be seen how many of the employés can be 
prosecuted for their guilty knowledge.” 

The examiner refused te discuss this angle 
ofthe affair. All he said in his formal report 
eoncerning the complicity of others was: 
-“aAddberg, Kowalski, Gulliksen, and Es- 
dohr, and, without doubt, others of the em- 
ployése of the institution had guilty knowil- 
edge of things which were not divulged to the 
directors or to me.”’ 


Calls Report a “‘Whitewach.”’ 


.arius Kirkeby, one of the direetors of 
the defunct bank, last evening declared that 
the teport-of Bank Examiner C. C. Jones 
was “much in the nature of a whitewash.” 

“Tt appeare to me,” said Mr. Kirkeby,

to say the least, that Jonés is trying to evade 
responsibility by saying that he accepted 
everything as he found it and then blame 
the difectors for doing the same thing.

EXTENDED T0 BANKER DRAKE. 


Garfield Park Institutions’s Depositors 
Put Time Limit on Proprietor to 
Make Good Their Losses. 


Depositors in the defunct Garfield Park 
bank yesterday decided to give the propri- 
etor, Ellis E, Drake, three days of grace in 
which to make good their losses. Threatsof 
criminal prosecution accerdingly were 
dropped until temeorrow. 

Mr. Drake held a conference in the morn- 
ing with Receiver Henry Hiestand and tine 
of the larger creditors of the Institution. He 
proposed a settlement on the basis that he be 
given a year’s extension of time by half of 
the depositors, and agreed to pay the re- 
mainder of the creditors cash in full on 
Monday. The arrangement was accepted 
tentatively on. the condition that Mr, Drake 
should carry out his part of the agreement. 

The proprietor declared he had induced 
creditors representing $6,920 in deposits to 
accept his personal note fora year. He said 
he was confident $20,000 of the bank’s in- 
debtedness could be taken up in this way. 

Mr. Drake’s explanation of the irregular 
transactions was as follows: 

‘“] was ignorant of the fact that my clerks 
were receiving money deposits on Monday 
and Tuesday. If I had known 1 should have 
given orders to the contrary, It happened 
that I was downtown at the time trying to 
take up a number of checks which had been 
refused payment at some of the big banks, 
and the transactions, therefore, did not come 
under my personal observation. I am ready 
to return this money.” 

Rumors that the Oak Park Trust and Sav- 
ings bank had struck the financial shoals 
and was experiencing a run were found 
unfounded in the afternoon.

VICTIM A BOSTON SALESMAN? 


Notes on Body of Man Found in South 
Side Lagoon Indicate He Is A. M.

Mystery surrounds the death of a well 
dressed man, whose body was found yester- 
day morning in a shallow part of the Jack- 
son park lagoon, near Sixty-seventh place, 
The coroner’s jury returned a verdict of 
“Unknown man; death by drowning.”

Oil King Indulges, Contrary to Ad- 
vice of Doctor, and Has to Go to 
Bed—Disappoints Railroad Men. 


Cleveland, O., Aug. 18.—[Special.]—Over- 
indulgence in a luscious watermelon caused 
John D. Rockefeller to suffer an attack of 
stomach trouble yesterday. 

Rockefeller likes watermelon. Despite the 
advice of his physician he ate too freely of 
it on Thursday night. He suffered much 
pain throughout Thursday night and re- 
mained in bed yesterday. He even had to 
stay away from prayer meeting at the Euclid 
Avenue Baptist church. 

The news came out today as a result of 
his failure to keep an engagement with the 
passenger agents of the Erie railroad, who 
had been invited to visit Forest Hill yester- 
day. The agents arrived in automobiles and 
were met at the lodge entrance to Forest 
Hill by W. C. Rudd, the oil king's brother-in- 
law, who informed them that Rockefeller 
was indisposed and would be unable to meet 
them as he had planned to do. 

Then Rudd, in his famous brother-in-law’s 
automobile, headed the party in a trip over 
the estate. He was made guide and pointed 
cut places of interest. Meanwhile the Stand- 
ard Oj! head lay in bed in his room. 

Rockefeller had expected to meet the rail- 
road men, offer them the freedom of the 
grounds, and then turn them over to Rudd. 
He did not intend to make a speech, and the 
guests had been so informed.

Rockefeller was much improved today. 
Rudd said tonight he would likely be able to 
attend church tomorrow.

FIREMEN CRAVE DAINTY FARE; 
MUTINY WHEN IT IS DENIED. 


Passengers on Great Northern Steam- 
er Northwest Have Lively Experi- 
ence During Battle on Decks. 


Buffalo, N. Y., Aug. 18.—The story of a 
mutiny and riot on board the big passenger 
steamer Northwest was told before the 
United States commissioner today, when the 
Great Northern steamer reached port on its 
return trip from Duluth, 

Everything on board from revolvers to 
kitchen utensile figured in a fight between 
the ship's officers and the mutineers when 
the Northwest was four miles from Bayilt 
Ste. Marie. The fight began on the decks 
and spread into the cabins, endangering the 
lives of passengers. 

The testimony as to the cause of the riot 
was conflicting, but it appeared that the fire- 
men and ollers demanded the same fare that 
was served to the passengers, which is 
claimed in the folders of the company to be 
‘“‘as good as Delmonico's.”" Their demands 
were refused, and they went to the kitchen, 
intending, tt is said, to throw Chef Day and 
Storekeeper Huet overboard. 

The chef and storekeeper objected to going 
over the side of the ship, and defended them- 
selves first with pistole and then with the 
crockery of the kitchen. Cups and saucers, 
plates and tureens flew in all directions. 

From the kitchen the battle drifted into 
the dining room, and from there into the 
cabins. Everything moveable was flying 
through the air. In the énd the mutineers 
did not get the Delmonico fare, but instead 
warrants were issued for their arrest when 
the steamer reached Buffalo this morning. 
Four firemem. were arrested, and two escaped. 
Another is locked up in Duluth. The men 
were held in $500 bonds until Aug. 25. 

The Northwest left on time tonight, and 
the crew is not yet eating cabin fare.

TWO WIVES AND ONE HUSBAND 
KILLED, OTHER HUSBAND DYING 


Big Touring Machine Is Run Down

The effort of Jarvis and his assistants to 
get at the information desired in other cases 
has also caused sharp discussion between 
Jarvis and the court officials. It is expected 
that the officials of the census bureau will 
be consulted by Jarvis.

The inventive genius of Hilding Swanson, 
1880 North Robey street, led him to his 
death yesterday. For more than a month 
Swanson, with the aid of a companion, has 
been spending his spare time building a col- 
lapsible canvas canoe, in which the two 
were planning to make a trip up the north 
shore this afternoon. Ten minutes after 
launching the boat in the north branch 
of the river early im the evening Swanson 
was thrown into the water by the breaking 
of a wooden support and drowned before 
his companion could save him. 

In the little Swedish colony along Robey 
street Swanson, who was 19 years old, had 
beer known for years as an _ inventive 
genius.

CROWD 70 EVENING BATHS 


OPENING OF PUBLIC HOUSES 
NIGHT IS APPRECIATED. 


AT 


Each of the Ten Places Maintained by 
the City Is Filled by Men and Boys 
Whe Find Their First Opportunity 
to Take Advantage of Them Under 
the Change—New System Enables 
Workers After Their Day’s Toil to 
Wash at Leisure. 


Tired and hot from their day's works thou- 
sands of men and boys crowded to the public 
baths which were opened in the evening for 
the first time yesterday, testifying to the 
value of the institution to the toiler when 
open to him during his leisure hours. 

The opening of the baths during the even- 
ing had not been advertised to any great 
extent, but the first experiment met with 
greater success than the most enthusiastic 
advocates of the plan expected, if laughing, 
chattering crowds of good natured men and 
boys may be taken as a criterion. 

** Moonicipal ownership [splash]. 
only municipal ownership for mine,” saida 
dripping youth who peeped out of a booth in 
which several of his companions were being 
“ sprayed.” 

Ten Baths Crowded. 

All of Chicago's ten public baths were 
crowded with perspiring and grimy work- 
men. It was the Carter H. Harrison. bath. 
however, located but a few steps from Hull 
house, in the heart of a densely populated 
district, that the change was appreciated 
most. 

At 5:30 o'clock in the afternoon, when many 
of the big factories and shops in the vicinity 
closed for the day, the crowds of workmen 
began to pour into the bath. From that hour 
until the baths closed at 10 p. m. the little 
booths were filled to their capacity. 

‘The men and boys around here seem to 
appreciate the new order of things,’ it was 
suggested to one of the busy attendants. 

‘* Yes, I guess that the hot day has driven 
many people to the bath. It is the only cool 
piace on the west side,’’ was the reply. 


Enter Thirty in a Bunch. 

A policeman was letting the men and boys 
in in lots of thirty each, just fifteen minutes 
apart. The attendant opened the doors of 
the booths, permitted the first lot to run 
dripping from the booths, dressing as they 
ran, while, the next bathers entered. They 
were allowed five minutes in te small apart- 
ments to remove their clothing. Then a 
loud splashing .was heard, accompanied by 
shouts as the cold water fell upon the bath- 
ers. For ten minutes the workmen wert al- 
lowed to revel in the spray, then they dashed 
out and into their clothing to make way for 
fresh supplies of the unwashed. 

“We haven't got enough baths out here,” 
said one of the helpers, as he hurried a few 
boys away from the booths after their time 
for bathing had expired. “Why, do you 
know, that Rome, in all its glory, bad 856 
public baths, and, as far as I can learn, 
they didn’t rust for lack of business. Chi- 
cago has but ten, and I havent heard that 
people who live here are any cleaner than 
the Romans.”

In that dectsion he nev@ér wavered during 
the week which elapsed until the rescript fin- 
ally was issued. Though the decision itself 
was an irreparable mistake, it yet was one 
which any man of intelligence, probity, and 
character, with the traditions of training of 
the czar, might .ave made. . It was unfalter- 
ingly carried through. 


Duma Blames Vacillation. 


But during those intervening days, accord- 
ing to reports of certain interested members 
of the duma whose wish was father to the 
thought, Peterhof changed its mind many 
times every day. 

Thus are reputations made. Even kings are 
apt to be fashioned into the Image of them 
that rumor makes. 

By reason of this general exaggeration of 
his fundamental vice the czar is not held 
personally responsible by the revolution- 
aries for many acts obnoxious to them which 
actually have been Initiated by him. When- 
ever resolution and persistence are displayed 
some energetic minister is blamed. When 
these slacken the change is attributed to the 
changeful czar. Consequently, although one 
often hears contemptuous references to him, 
objurgations, shots, and bombs are reserved 
for those by whom he is served. 

There are indeed plots against most sover- 
eigns, and doubtless Nicholas runs more than 
ordinary risks. When he went in state to 
inaugurate the duma he had been warned 
that an attempt would be made on his life. 
Trepoff gave full instructions before leaving 
Peterhof regarding the disposal of the heir 
to the throne in case neither his majesty nor 
‘Trepoff himself returned, and even warned 
the: telephone operator at the palace not to 
translate any order that he might receive in 
Trepoff's name or even apparently in Tre- 
poff’s voice. To this day it is seriously be- 
lieved in official quarters that a scheme was 
afoot in Cronstadt and Petersburg to seize 
the emperor and demand as his ransom a 
grant of univérsal amnesty and large agrar- 
jan reforms.

It was ascertained that shortly 
before the attempts some young men entered 
the house, threatened its occupants with

Police Quit Jobs.in Terror. 

PETE URG, Aug.: 18.—Since the 
acute revival of terrorism the ministry of the 
interior has been flooded with complaints 
forwarded by chiefs of police in all parts. of 
the empire to the effect that the police are 
resigning by wholesale, and it is evident that 
If this state of affairs continues it may com- 
pel a practical replacement of the police by 
troops. 

The cabinet has given serious attention to 
the situation in Poland, and the question of 
dispatching considerable reinforcements of 
troops there and sending out punitive expedi- 
‘tions has been discussed, but no decision has 
been reached. 

Seventeen of the sailors of the criuiser Pam- 
yat Azova, who mutinied Aug. 2, and one agi- 
tator arrested in connection with the mutiny, 
who were condemned to death by a court 
martial, were executed at Reval today. 


Ten More Mutineers to Die. 
CRONSTADT, Aug. 18.—Ten of the muti- 
neers who have been on trial here have been 
condemned to death, fifteen were acquitted, 
and 122 sentenced to terms of imprisonment 
at hard labor. . 
Twelve other sallors were sentenced to 
hard labor for periods varying from six to 
ten years, thirteen were drafted to the disci- 
plinary battalions, fifteen were condemned 
to various disciplinary penalties, and thirty- 
were acquitted. Three civilians im- 
plicated in the mutiny were handed over to 
the civil authorities for trial.

Terrorists Not After Czar. 


But whatever an irrepressible individual 
may attempt, the fact that the czar lives is 
proof that the organized terrorists have not 
decreed that he shall die. 

If Plehve could not protect himself, no one 
can protect amy one against whom their fiat 
has gone forth. They have thought the 
emperor not worth while, and as such he has 
been ignored. 

But who thus saves his life loses his life, 
and fear of this ignoble fact rather than the 
ignoble fear of assassination usually attrib- 
uted to him is the keenest misery Nicholas 
knows. 

Sometimes it leads him to assert himself 
and break through the concentric rings of 
ministers, officials, and retainers by which 
he is surrounded. But although he is equal 
in intelligence and superior in integrity to 
many of those who form his entourge, yet 
from lack of the special knowledge or ex- 
perience which they have acquired, he is 
compelled to be guided or misguided by them. 
Again, mediocrity may be, but cowardice is 
not a common vice of kings. The czar, like 
others in an equa! as well as a lower station, 
is aMicted with the impossibility, not craven 
fear of being great. 


Nicholas Not a Mere Puppet. 

Sooner or later it will be discovered that 
the czar is not a mere puppet, whose strings 
he who will may pull. Gradually the con; 
viction is forcing itself upon his people that 
he counts for something and even for much 
in home and foreign affairs. In proportion 
as this is realized will his risks increase. 

Nicholas, knowing this, iscalm. Hesome- 
times mounts his automobile and escapes 
from those appointed to protect his august 
person. Did he not feel himself bound in 
honor to submit to the restrictions imposed 
by those who are responsible for his safety, 
his capital would see him more frequently 
than it does. He openly yet simply and sin- 
cerely prociaims his faith that he is in the 
hands of God. He believes also that the 
destinies of his empire are in divine care, and 
therefore even the wild revolution that seems 
to threaten the stability of his throne leaves 
him calm. : 

He is biamed for his insensibility by some, 
praised for his faith by others, and called a 
fatalist by most. But by one who knows 
him well he is called a Karataef—and perhaps 
that is nearest to the mark. Karataef isa 
character in Tolstoi’s ‘“‘ War and Peace.” 
Of him the Russian critic has said he accepts 
the inevitable, but Is not a fatalist. Hesim- 
ply knows that there are natural calamities 
which it is impossible to resist, and that the 
miseries which befall him are the unavoid- 
able consequences’ of a much greater event. 

The czar will summon another duma and he 
hopes it will prove more amenable than the 
last. Officialdom generally is of the same 
mind.

SULLIVAN THE BIG ISSUE. 


Majority Rule League to Try to 
Dethrone Him, as Requested 
by William J. Bryan. 


Peoria wil} be full of democrats by this 
evening. The state convention does not meet 
until Tuesday and the special railway rates 
will not go into effect until tomorrow, but 
the Chicagoans, at least. are so anxious to 
be in at the start of what promises to be a 
lively fight that they will begin pouring 
out of here this morning. Those from other 
parts of the state will do likewise. 

The issue has narrowed down toa contest 
between the present state committee and 
the Majority Rule league. The committee is 
in control of the party organization in the 
state and wants to keep control. The league 
is out and wants to get in. 

As the lines of battle are now formed, the 
Majority Rule league claims to represent 
Wiliam J. Bryan, the party’s next presiden- 

tial candidate, and anybody who is not with 
“SE ig declared to be against Bryan. 


Committee Is for Home Rule. 


The state committee insists it is. just at 
much in favor of Bryan’s nomination in 1908 
“as its opponents are, but it stands for home 
rule in party politics as well as other things, 
and announces Illinois democrats have the 
‘right to regulate their own private affairs. 
_ The test of strength will come over the 
“adoption or rejection of a resolution con- 
demning the actidns of the last state con- 
vention. which resulted in the election of 
Sullivan as natione! eommitteeman, and de- 
minding that he resigh his office. This wil! 
bé, presented by the Majority Rule league, 
and wil! follow the resolution indorsing Will- 
jam J. Bryan as the presidential candidate, 
which everybody has agreed to. 

The Sullivan faction expects to have con- 
trol of the committee on resolutions, but says 
it will not oppose the introduction of the 
anti-Sullivan resolution as a minority report. 
and its spokesmen say the only thing they 
are afraid of is that the league will back 
down at the last moment and not present the 
resolution. They claim they could defeat it 
on &@ roll call two to one. 

The league, however, through Theodore 
Nelson. its secretary, announced last evening 
the resolution would de sent in. Then the 
triuble will come. Not but that there will be 
plenty of other trouble, in a subsidiary way, 
bt this contest will be the grand climax. If 
the resolution is adopted then the majority 
rule league wins. If it is: rejected, then the 
league and Mr. Bryan can get whet satis- 
faction they can out of the unanimous in- 
dorsement of Bryan. Sullivan and the state 
committee still will be in control of the party 
in Illinois 

League Appeals to Delegates. 

Before departing for Peoria yesterday Sec- 
retary Nelson of. the league gave out a final 
appeal to the delegates in particular and 
democrats in general. He wrote:

It is g*nerally 
understood Mr. Piotrowski will be nominated. 
Caroline Grote of Pike county is the only 
Prominent candidate for superintendent of 
public instruction. If it is found a woman is 
@ligible she will get the nomination. If it is 
held otherwise, then a man will be found. 
Miss Grote is now superintendent of schools 
in her own county, and if she is named it will 
De the first case of a woman going on a state 
ticket in Llinois for a major position. For 
-@ome time women have been elected trustees 
@f the state university. 


Ex-Justice Boggs to Preside. 


Carroll C. Boggs, ex-justice of the Su- 
sPreme court, is to be the temporary and 
probably permanent chairman of the con- 
vention.

PRIMARY VOTHIS COUNTED 
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SMULSKI DEMANDS 
INTEREST PLANK. 


Asks That Republicans Declare 
for Return to Treasury of 
the Money Due. 


IS SURE OF NOMINATION. 


Gov. Deneen Almost Certain of 
Control of State Convention 
in His Favor. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, I11., Aug. 18.—{Special.}—John 
F. Smulski, state organisation candidate for 
the republican nomination for state treas- 
urer, has made it a condition of his taking 
the place on the ticket that the state plat- 
form declare for the réturn to the state treas- 
ury of all interest on public money. He has 
announced his intention to take nothing but 
his salary, and in accordance with his aiti- 
tude on this question the platform will pledge 
thé republican candidate to this policy. 

Smulski's nomination at the convention. 
which meets here on Tuesday, is as certain as 
anything in politics can be, although Andrew 
Russell of Jacksonville has more votes. Mr. 
Russell is practically the only one of the four 
candidates for the place who made any sort 
of a campaign before.the primaries, and he 
secured the aid of bankers all over the state, 
he having been president of the State Bank- 
ers’ association. 


Bankers to Support Russell. 


His most vigorous support among bankers 
came from the private bankers who have 
fought all attempts to bring this class of 
financial institutions under state control, 
although what they had to fear from state 
supervision has not been made manifest by 
any banking developments in Chicago or else- 
where in the state recently. 

Smulski’s chances rest with the power of 
Gov. Deneen to control the convention, and it 
seems almost certain that he will control. 
Mr. Russell's delegates will vote for him on 
the first ballot and: then a large number of 
them may be expected to vote for Smulski. 

Russell, according to his own figures, is 
within sixty votes of securing the nomination 
on the first roll call. Other figures do not 
rate his strength quite so high, but it is ap- 
parent that he is within 100 vote’ of the 
nomination. If his delegates could be de- 
pended on to stick for him there might be 
considerable contest in the convention for this 
place, but it is not likely that a sufficient 
number will stick. 


Will Save State $100,000. 


Smulski’'s announcement of his purpose to 
return interest to the state has helped him 
politically and should heip the state finan- 
cially. The state funds are estimated to run 
as high as $7,000,000 at times. Such of it as 
is out on call loans draws 2 per cent interest, 
ahd such as is on time draws 8 per cent. 

Just. what the state treasurers have been 
making on the state funds is not known to 
any one but themselves and their confidential 
friends, but it is apparent that the annual 
income from this source must run as high as 
$100,000. If Smulski be nominated and 
elected this money goes back to the state. 

The platform, in addition to declaring for 
the return of interest to the state, will re- 
iterate the plank of the national) platform re- 
garding tariff, will indorse the primary law 
and promise changes in it. will advocate 
further extension of civil ser to the state 
institutions, and will pledge the party to sup- 
port the governor in his demand for anti-pass 
legislation at the next session of the legis- 
lature. 


Shurtleff to Be Chairman. 

It is practically certain Speaker Edward 
Shurtleff of the, house of representatives 
will be chairman of the convention, either 
temporary or permanent, or both. The Hop- 
kins branch ofthe federal wing of,the party 
wants Col, Frank L. Smith of Dwight, [o Re 
secretaty of the state committee, but’ no 
agreement has been reached on ,his: point 
yet. The reélection of Roy O, West as state 
chairman is practically conce@ed. 

Leaders in the federal wi of the party 
are to meet here on Monday to decide what 
they will demand in the state organization 
and whom they will put up for places. 

The difference between this convention and 
the republican gathering here two years ago 
becomes more apparent every minute. It 
will take this body of delegates about as 
many minutes to complete its work as it 
required hours in the last convention, unless 
one of the most unexpected and unforeseen 
disturbances that ever happened crops out 
unexpectedly. None is in sight at present. 


Blair Will Have Little Trouble. 

The nomination of Francis Blair of 
Charleston for superintendent of public in- 
struction is expected to be made with even 
less difficulty than: that which seems to con- 
front Smulski. Blair has a strong backing 
of down state delegates in addition to his 
bunch instructed from Cook county. 


CANNON AND CULLOM ARE HERE. 


Speaker and Senator Hold Informal Con- 
ference with Other Republicans in 
the Great Northern Hotel. 


The republicans are not in so much of a 
hurry to get to their state convention as 
the democrats are to theirs. Peace and 
|} harmony is expected to be the motto at 
Springfield, and. nobody stays up nights or 
gets up early in the morning to attend a 
lovefeast. A fight can always be depended 
on to draw larger crowds. 

At the Great Northern hotel yesterday 
were “‘ Uncle Joe ’’ Cannon, fresh from the 
Danville convention, which started his pres- 
idential boom; Senator Cullom, John C. 
Ames, and former Congressman Reeves of 
Streator. Their conference, however, was 
of the most informal character. There was 
nothing special! to confer about. 

Congressman Cannon had nothing to say 
about the action of his congressional con- 
vention more than to remark good natured- 
ly that the boys at homie had been good to 
him and left it to be inferred by his manner 
he would not oppose similar resolutions by 
the state convention. 

The congressman's position is that he is 
not inciting this boom for the presidency, 
and is not yet actively in the race, buh if 
his friends in Illinois want to throw him 
bouquets he is not going to stop them. 

The Cullom people gave it out that they 
would make no fight on the organization of 
the state committee. It is understood to 
have been conceded by the Deneen people 
that they can have Col. Frank Smith of 
Dwight as secretary of that body, and it 
seems to have satisfied them. This means 
the reélection of Roy O. West as chairman 
without any trouble.

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HARRY R. EAGLE’S SUPPORT OF 
MAYOR DUNNE COSTLY. 
Pelities Is Declared to Have Wrecked 

Grocery Business, Over Which Ed- 
win C. Day Was Piaced in Charge 
by Referee After Creditors File 
Bankruptcy Proceedings — Candi- 
dacy for Council Fought by James 

A. Quinn and Foell Is BHiected. 


That it costs monéy to play politics was 
attested once more when it was announced 
yesterday that Harry R. Eagle, representa- 
tive of Mayor Dunne and I. M. O. in the | 
Twenty-first ward, was in financial difficul- 
ties. A receiver was appointed for the gro- 
cery firm of H. R. Eagie & Co., 19 and 21 
Randolph street. 

The receivership was granted by Bankrupt- 
cy Referee Sidney C. Eastman in the United 
States District court, who appointed Edwin 
Cc. Day to take charge of the assets. The 
bond of the receiver was fixed at $80,000. 

It wae stated before the referee that Harry 
R. Eagle is the sole proprietor of the busi- 
ness. Hie liabilities are estimated at $50,000 
and his assets at $256,000. The receiver took 

on of the premises at the close of 
business in the afternoon. 


Political Ambition the Cause. 

It is reported in political circles that Bagle 
was in no financial difficulties up to the time 
that he was struck by the ambition to boss 
the democrats of the Twenty-first ward. 

Eagle,first came into the limelight as a po- 
litical candidate himself soon after the forci- 
bie retirement of J. A. Quinn from the office 
of city sealer. Hagle then rose as an aspirant 
for Quinn's position as boss of the Twenty- 
first ward democrats and incidentally as a 
candidate for alderman to succeed R. R. Mo- 
Cormick. 


Grocer Aspires to Office. 


In pursuing the former ambition he an- 
nounced himself as a candidate for president 
of the Twenty-first Ward Democratic club. 

There was a bitter factional fight, in which 
a lot of money. was spent on both sides, and 
ultimately Eagle was beaten by the Quinn 
forces. 

Then Eagle threw himself into the alder- 
manic fight. After another contest, in which 
he is said to have spent considerable money, 
he carried off the nomination for alderman 
from the Twenty-first ward democratic con- 
vention. The campaign was a hot one and 
Eagle had for his opponents not only the 
republican candidate. Foell, but the Quinn 
faction as well, which was openly suporting 
Foell. 

Spends Cash to Win Office. 

To overcome his handicap, Eagle poured 
all the cash he could lay hands on into the 
ward. He hired an army of workers for his 
canvass and évery vote he could scrape up on 
election day was polled. But he lost, Foell 
having a large plurality. Since the election 
Eagie has not been heard from, politically 
speaking. 

‘‘It is true that I am the sole proprietor 
of the business,’’ said Eagle last night, “‘ but 
I don’t care to diecuss the matter until I find 
where I stand. I don’t know what my assets 
are, accurately speaking, or the HNabilities, 
either.” 

Silent Regarding Politics. 

Asked if his failure was due to too much 
politics, Eagle said: 

“TIT have nothing #@ say whatever.”

MURRAY’S MEN HAVE A MIXUP. 


Adherents of “Fish’’ Name Convention 
Delegates, but Opponents Call It 
“Rump” Affair.

Delegates to the democratic convention 
for the Third congressional district had an 
old fashioned stockyards time of it last even- 
ing. The nomination of Willis EB. Stone 
for congress was merely a passing incident. 

The fight was over the selection of two 
congressional committeemen who will be 
members of the county committee. A demo- 
cratic congreseional nomination in thig dis- 
trict is an empty honor, but acommitteeship 
means something. 

The district is composed of the Thirty- 
second and Thirty-first and parts of the 
Thirtieth and Twenty-ninth wards. The con- 
vention was held at Sixty-first and Morgan 
streets. M. R. Keating presided. He waved 
a limb of a tree as a badge of authority and 
it looked at times as if he would need it. 

** Fish "' Murray led one faction and John 
E. Traeger the other. Members of the two 
Neyer sat on opposite sides of the hall 

so it would be easier to get at each other 
when the riot started. It started when Chair- 
man Keating announced that Frank J. Ryan 
and Frank Corr, the Murray candidates for 
committeemen, had been elected. The 
Traeger adherents, who were backing 
Traeger and George E. Brennan, at once 
started for the chair. The Murray men ral- 
lied around him. 

Matters got serious and somebody sent in 
a riot call for the police. The police, how- 
ever, had had enough of mixing up in demo- 
eratic conventions of late and paid no atten- 
tion. Just as it looked as if heads were to 
be broken Chairman Keating declared the 
convention adjourned and the Murray peo- 
ple left the hall. The Traeger delegates re- 
mained and declared their candidates elected.

Kavanagh Delays Decision in 


O’Brien’s Mandamus Suit 
to See Bank Books. 


CLAIM RUSE BY GAMBLER. 


| New “Owner” Tells Court He Paid 
$5,000 Cash for Halsted 
Street Place. 


Forcibly expressing hie belief that «4 
“ fraud upon the court ’’ had been attempted 
in connection with the efforts of Jo..n J. 
O’Brien to secure a license to operate 
James O’Leary’s saloon in South Halsted 
street, Judge Kavanagh announced yéster- 
dy that he proposed to sift the matter to the 
bottom. The question of fraud raised by the 
court hinges around the testimony given by 
O’Brien regarding a check for $5,000 with 
which he alleges he paid O'Leary for the 
Halsted street saloon. 

Judge Kavanagh announced that the offi- 
cers of the Drovers’ National bank will be 
asked to produce in court their books for the 
purpose of showing whether or not the check 
displayed in court by O’Brien ever passed 
through their bank. The proceedings came 
before Judge Kavanagh on a petition fora 
writ of mandamus by which O'Brien sought 
to compel the city to issue him license to 
the saloon formerly conducted by O'Leary. 
The city contended that O’Brien had not 
actually purchased the saloon, but that the 
gale had been nominally made for the pur- 
pose of obtaining the license to operate the 
place. It was charged that O'Leary, the 
gambler, and O’Brien were working in collu- 
sion to obtain the desired permit. 


Tells of Getting $5,000 Cash. 

O’Brien told the court that prior to his ap- 
plication for a license he — purchased the 
saloon outright from O' 

‘How did you pay for the saloon?” de- 
manded the court. 

“I paid cash,"’ replied O’ Brien. 

‘* Where did you get the cash?” 

“1 drew a check for the amount.” 

‘*For what amount?” 

* For $5,000.” 

“Did you pay for the saloon with this 
check?’ 

‘No. I cashed the check myself and paid 
O'Leary the money.” 

“Why didn’t you simply - give him the 
check ?"’ 


‘‘ Well, I had the money in the bank, and I 


thought Fd do it that way to save trouble,” 
replied O’Brien. 

"2 want to see that check. Bring it into 
court,”” demanded Judge Kavanagh. 

The day following O’Brien forwarded the 
check to the court: He said it had been re- 
turned him from the Drovers’ National bank, 
but Judge Kavanagh upon investigation be- 
came suspicious that the check never went 
through the bank. The court was to have de- 
cided the case in the morning, but he con- 
tinued the hearing until Sept. 4, to allow him 
to make further investigations. 


Bank Books to Be Produced. 


‘Upon the face of it,” said Judge Kav- 
anagh, ‘‘ it looks as though a fraud has been 
attempted on this court, for the purpose of 
securing the license. This is a serious matter 
and I shall continue the proceedings for fur- 
ther investigation. The officers of the Drov- 
ers’ National bank have promised to show me 
their booke so that I may learn positively 
whether or not O’Brien is telling the truth.”’ 

Should it be found that O’Brien did not pay 
O’Leary in the manner he alleged it is de- 
clared the court may bind him over to the 
grand jury on a charge of perjury. O'Brien 
it is said, now explains that he misundenrstoo 
the court and meant to say that he was to pay 
O’ Leary with the check and that for this pur- 
pose it had been made out in advance. 


WARD CLUB ELECTIONS QUIET. 


Democratic Organizations Name Offi- 
cers, Both Carey and Martin Retain- 
ing Their Leadership. 


Democrats held their club elections in the 
thirty-five wards of Chicago last evening. 
They were the quietest affairs of the kind 
even known in the party’s local history. In 
only two wards, the Fifth and Twenty-ninth, 
were there contests.

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TNION 18 HOR? BY STRIFE 


TEAMSTERS’ ORGANIZATION NOW 
DIVIDED IN TWAIN. 


Result of International Convention 
Just Closed Mere Is to Weaken the 
Body in Case ef a Strike—Musicians 
Have Trouble Over Question of 
Leaders in Theaters—City Has «a 
Slight Difficulty with Electricians 
from Chicago Telephone Company. 


When thousands of union teamsters paused 
yesterday to catch their breath after the ex- 
citement of last week's eventful convention 
they discovered that they all were in a re- 
markably embarrassing position. The big 
body of “ union " men has been divided into 
two fractional parts cf nearly equal strength, 
and each division is positive that the other 
division is an outlaw body. 

The men began to realize for the first time 
that they had themselves done what they 
charged the Employers’ association with 
vainly endeavoring to do during the big team- 
sters’ strike—divide them into factions. 


Could Not Win a Strike. 

As Organizer J. D. Pierce of the American 
Federation of Labor argued during the con- 
vention, in ease of a strike in the present 
situation the workers.could be crushed with 
ease. The members of the International 

eamsters’ union, Shea's bedy, would not lift 
@ finger to assist the members of the Team- 
sters’ Union of America, the “lily white” 
organization. 

The bolting organization claims to have 
argued twenty-three of the forty-two teams- 
ters’ locals in Chicago over to their way of 
thinking, giving them a slight numerical 
advantage over Shea's union. The rebels 
already have begun the printing of charters 
and the following unions are named as being 
ready to accept them as soon as they can be 
prepared:

Musicians Have Troubles. 


The musicians’ union has another puzzle 
to solve before it can take up the question 
of securing increased wages for its mem- 
bers. The new tangle has arisen from the 
fact that new attractions coming to the city 
with the opening of the theatrical season 
bring union or nonunion orchestra leaders. 

One of the first resulting complaints must 
be settled before a new attraction goes on 
at the Alhambra theater this evening. The 
show has a union orchestra leader. The 
theater has a nonunion orchestra. 

The city narrowly escaped a clash with 
union labor during the day. The trouble 
arose over the nonunion employés of the Chi- 
cago Telephone company, who were fixing 
the telephone service of the city building de- 
partment. The city employs only union la- 
bor. The difficulty was settled by the com- 
pany sending over some union electricians. 

Judge Kavanagh issued a temporary in- 
junction against the Iron Molders’ Union of 
North America, restraining it from inter- 
fering with employés of William P. Perrin 
& Co. 


NEAR STRIKE IN U. S. PRINTERY. 


Suspension of Union Binder Stirs Up 
Fellow Workmen—Plan a Pro- 
test to Stillings. : 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 18—Union book- 
binders in the government printing office 
threatened a strike today om account of the 
action of Harry Ashiom, acting foreman of 
bindifig, in suspending A. J. Conner, a union 
binder, because he d@id not perform an extra 
amount of work prescribed by Ashion, 
which union men declare to be in excess of 
the maximum amount permitted under the 
regulations of the unton. President J. L. 
Feeney of the bookbinders’ union gave no- 
tice that he would ask Public Printer S8till- 
ings to set aside Ashion’s order, and in the 
event of failure declared the union will 
make the suspension of Conmer a grievance. 


UNION CAN’T EXPEL MEMBERS. 


Kansas Judge Permanently Enjoins 
Carpenters from Disciplining 
Recalcitrants. 


Leavenworth, Kas., Aug. 18.—Judge_ J. 
H. Gillpatrick, In the District court, today 
continued in force an injunction restraining 
the officers of Local Carpenters and Joiners’ 
union No. 494 from imposing a fine or ex- 
pelling certain members of the union who 
continued to work, against the unicn’s or- 
ders, for a Leavermworth contractor because 
the latter had purchased lumber from a boy- 
cotted firm. The court held in effect that the 
fining of these members was coercion andy 
therefore unlawful.

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GAMES ELSEWHERE. 
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I Chances for Happenings i in n Baseball. | 


BY HUGH S. FULLERTON. 


Pvery time you go to a ball game you 
hear some one say: “ There’s still a 
chance.” Maybe he tella you how much 
of a chance, But does he know? You 
can figure that a certain man at bat has 
hit .842 for the season, and immediately 
you think he has better than one chance 
in three to make a hit. 

But what the chances are of & certain 
play being pulled off suceesefully few 
know. I wanted to find out—so I took 
four old score books of four different 
years. They contained scores of four 
different Chicago National league teams 
and four other teams, oné Cincinnati and 
three Chicago White Stockings, as the 
home teams against all the other ‘clubs 
in their leagues. Practically, therefore, 
they represented the work of practically 
sixty-four different ball clubs, covering 
a period of eight years, embracing ail 
kinds of teams and players, and, of course, . 
the pennant winners and the tail enders. 
By studying the 156 games recorded in 

_ these books I got some clews as to the 
chances of certain plays being pulled off. 
The resulta were rather startling. 


_ 

As to the ehances of making a base hit. 
In the 158 games 12,805 batters were 
credited with times at bat, and of these 
2,592 made base hits. The batting aver- 
age of the teams, therefore, was .200, 
which shows that even the despised .240 
hitter is going some compared with the 
grand average. 

In these 158 games 929 men drew passes 
to first base, or one Mah was permitted 
to walk out of every 14 1-8 (approximate- 
ly) who faced the pitcher. The figures 
showed that 5 4-185 men walked to first 
on bases on balls in every game, or that 
the odds against a batter getting a base 
on balis should be approxiniately 13 2-5 
to 1. 

There were 62 men hit by pitched balls, 
which seems exceedingly low, although, 
come to think of it, there are many games 
in which no one is hit, so the average of 
one every 8 games (the figures show 
slightly under this or one every 2 61-62) 
does not seem so far wrong after all. 

oe 

The chances of a man being placed in 
@ position to sacrifice are pretty large, 
for approximately one in every 24 men 
who went to bat, or, rather, faced the 
pitcher, tried to sacrifice. There were 
582 sacrifice hits made in the games © 
counted, which is an average of 31-7 
per game, This average approximately 
is right, I should judge, as it includes 
the games of the old Chicago National 
league team under Anson, that seldom 
used the sacrifice, and many White Stock- 
ing games in which the Chicago team un- 
der Gomiskey carries the sacrifice hit 
game to its Nth power. 

I discovered some figures that rather 
tend to discourage the art of. sacrifice 
hitting. In those games 911 men were 
sent to bat to sacrifice, according to my 
scores. How many aisobeyed orders and 
hit it out I only dan guess, and likewise 
there is a chance that a lot of them de- 
cided to hit after they had two strikes 
called. But, at any rate, 911 of them 
went through with the attempt to sac- 
rifice, and 582 of them succeeded in their 
efforts, showing that neanly 64 per cent 
of them succeed, or that the odds ought 
to be 6 to 5 on a man sacrificing success- 
fully. Of these 582 there were 117 who 
beat out their bunte and got base hits 
instead of sacrifices, In 87 cases the fieid- 
ere made wild throws that let the runner 
go on to second, and the notes indicats 

that sacrifices were the direct causes o* 
winning 81 games of bali; that is, one 
sacrifice or attempted sacrifice turned the 
tide and won the game. Fifty-eight bat- 
ters struck out trying to sacrifice, and 109 
popped up flies. 

The figures indicating how many at- 
tempted bunts resulted in forcing runners 
at second are incomplete or not plainly in- 

leated, but I find in the scores 92 such 
cases. 


Perhape the want striking and startling 
figures resulting from the investigation 
are those on stolen bases and attempts to 
tteal. In the 185 games 1,067 men tried: 
to steal bases, an average of about 6 — 
to the game or a little under that. Of 
those 822 tried to steal second base and 
278 tried to steal third, while 12 tried to 
steal home. The figures indicate that 
the nearer home a runner gets the easier 
it is to steal, as 8 of the 12 who tried 
to steal home succeeded. These figures 
hewever, are fallacious, as the steal of 
home usually is by some brilliant, dar- 
ing runner and achieved by a sudden dash 
when the pitcher is asleep.

However, the figures plainiy reveal the 
fact that it is easier to steal third base 
than it is to steal second. Of the 822 
men who tried to steal second 455 were 
successful, while 867 were caught, or 
565 1-8 per cent reached the base in safety. 
Of the 278 who tried to steal third 168 
reached the base, or over 62 per cent. 
Yet nearly four times as many tried to 
atea) second as attempted to stea) third. 

The figures further show that of the 
278 who tried to steal third 06 scored, 
ahd of these $7 scored on wild throws 
from the catcher resulting from their 
steals. Of the 455 who stole second 43 
went on to third om wilé throws from 
the catcher, showing that the catcher 
is far more likely to make a wild throw 
to cateh a runner at third thap he is to 
throw wild to second.

In 4 of these 6 failures the batter 
missed the ball, and in the other the bunt 
went straight to the pitcher, who threw 
out the runner at the plate, and the ap- 
pended note gays that the piteher’s feat 
was a marvelous one.

Among other things, I looked up the 
chances of a man scoring when he reaches 
different bases. In these games 6.913 
men réached first base by hits, errors, 
being hit, or bases on balls, or fielders’ 
choices, of an average of about 21% to 
the game. Of these 2,106 reached sec- 
ond, 1,811 reached third, and 974 scored, 
Tt always had seemed to me until then 
that about half the base runners got left 
at third. but when there afte fewer than 
400 left there in 185 games it seems that the 
idea is a fallacious one. 
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Th theee games there were 164-runners 
who reached third with two out, and of 
these only 87 scored, or about1lin5. Of 
those who reached third with one out— 
there were 98 of them—52 reached the 
plate, and of the 438 who reached third, 
with none out 81 scored, the others be- 
ing cut off at the plate. 

Of the 188 who tried to score from seco- 
ond on base hits, only 25 were caught at 
the plate, or about 1 in 7. 

~~ . 

The chances of advancing a runner 
from first to second base on the hit to 
right fleld game is far less, according to 
these figurea, than by the sacrifice hit 
game, and in the long run the attempt to 
hit the ball through the infield does not 
pay. Out of fifty-eight cases of attempts 
to edvance a runner by slashing into the 
bell, thirty-four were successful, which 
on the face of it, would make it seem that 
the play was a good one. The play only 
is counted when made with none out. 
But, on the other hend, it resulted in all 
Gouble plays and im the other cases the 
runner was forced at second base. 

The double playe destroyed the advan- 
tage gained by the fourteen clean base 
hits that were made. 

When a fiy ball goes to the outfield the 
chances are 320 to 1 that it will be caught, 
so don’t worry when the fielder is stand- 
ing urider the ball. The odds are all in 
his favor.

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CHESS ASSOCIATION MEETING. 


Western Organization Will Have Busi- 
ness Sescsion Tomorrow, After 
Which Tourney Starts. 


[BY L. VDEDEMANN.] 

The business meeting of the Western Chess 
association takes place tomorrow morning 
at 10 o’clock in the rooms of the Chicago 
Chess and Checker club in the Schiller build 
ing. Entries will then close and all arrange- 
ments be made to begin the first round at 
1 o'clock. Two rounds daily will be played 
at 1-5 and 7-11 p.m. Adjourned games must 
be finished the next morning at 10. The time 
limit is twenty moves per hour. 

Should the number of entrants exceed four- 
teen, the tournament will have to be con- 
ducted on the elimination plan and a new 
system, suggested by the writer, may be 
adopted. This is that the entries be divided 
in two sections, the players of known reputa- 
tion being numbered odd, the others even.

In fact, it was an open secfet that 
in 1904 Ames drove the mare a mile at 
Wheaton in 2:05%, and horsemen knew she 
had a 2:05 or better mile in her if only « 
favorable day and track coulé be had when 
the ni@re was in the mood for fast work. 
This year she was prepared for her cam- 
paign on the plan of not giving her many 
fest miles previous to her first race, and 
mone at all right to the Hmit of her epeed. 
Consequently when she came to Cleveland 
a few days in advance of her race there her 
best werkout had been 2:10, but she had

Gulvallis Directum was certainly @ 
surprise, He ts a green trotter, one of the 
sort ‘Geers calls .“‘ greem as,@ gourd,” and 
his first start wae at the Decatur meeting, 
a week before Pékin.

NEW AND UNIQUE TEST FOR 
- AUTOS IN HILL CLIMBING. 


Local Commiittee Decides on Two Differ- 
ent Ascents and Announces Novel 
Method of Handicapping the Cars. 


In deciding to have a double hill climb and 
also to handicap the'cars by a new formula, 
the committee appoirited by the Chicago Au- 
tomobile Trade assogiation and the Chicago 
Automobile club has hit upon something that 
is entirely new and. unique in this country. 

The announcement was made during the 
week that the original plans had been al- 
tered and two climbs carded Instead of one, 
but it was not until yesterday that the com- 
mittee announced its proposed method of 
handicapping the cars, which is an adapta- 
tion of the formula used by the Automobile 
Club of Great Britain and Ireland, but which 
has never been used in this country, where 
the vogue has been to make it a scramble, 
with the. car making the fastest time up the 
hill the winner, a contest in which all are not 
on @n even: footing. 

At the meeting of this committee the card 
for the day was decided gn. In the first place 
it was held that Perry hill, originally settled 


‘on for the. hill climb, was too dangerous for 


flying start trials on account of the first 
turn,, whieh is unbanked and has.a deep ditch 
on each side. ‘This.led the ‘committee. to 
change its plans and decide on a double hill 
climb, one: with.a flying start andthe other 
from a standstill. Of course, this needed two 
hills, but luckily for the cOmmittee there is 
another hill north of Algonquin, beading di- 
rectly out.oftown. It isjustas steep as Perry 
hill, and it has the advantage of being per- 
fectly straight. This was found to be just 
the thing for a fiying start trial, so the com- 
mittee decided to double up, having a stand- 
ing start-trial‘on Perry hill end a flying start 
contest on Algonquin hill, then adding the 
times and dividing by two, the cars with the 
best averages according to the formula 
adopted being declared the winners, 
. Standing Trials in Morning. 

The standing start trials will be heldin the 
morning, starting at 10 o'clock and at 2 
o'clock in the afternoon ‘the ecene will shift 
to the other hill. and the contestants given 
an opportunity to see what they can do,with 
& flying start. 

There will be five clasecs in the competi- 
tion, one more than fm the recent reliability 
run, a class having been provided for steam 
cars. The:other four’are for gasoline ma- 
chines, divided as follows: Class 1, for cars 
not exceeding $1,000 list’ price; class B, cars 
listing over $1,000 and. not exceeding $1,750; 
class C, care listing over, $2,750 and not ex- 
ceeding $2,500; class D, cars listing over 
$2,500. No price limit will be placed on the 
stéamers. 

In deciding on adopting the English sys- 
tem of handicapping a hiil elimb,: the com- 
mittee thinks it Khas picked something that 
will produce results and,.which will be of 
rénefit to motoring as showing just what the 
various cars can do. . At first,it may appear 
a trifle ‘involved to those not of a technical 
frame of mind, but the results obtained in 
England led the committee to:decide that 
the ‘trade association should be a pioneer in 
introducing it into this country. 

David Beecroft, who drafted the rules for 
the committee, explains the process of handi- 
capping as follows: ‘‘The winner and drder 
of merit in each class will be decided by a 
handicap based on the following formula: 
The cylinder capacity of e’car. will be mul- 
tiplied by the time fn seconds it. takes to 
cHimb each hill, and then divided by the 
weight ofthe car without driver or passen- 
gers. In determining the cylinder capacity, 
the bore or cylinder diameter and the length 
of the piston stroke, both in inches, must be 
known. Knowing these, the cylinder ca- 
pacity {is obtained by squaring the half of 
the diameter, multiplying by the stroke and 
then multiplying by 3.1416. This is the regu- 
lar formula for finding the. cubigal contents 
of.any cylindrical vessel. This gives the ca- 
pacity of one .cylinder, which is multiplied 
by the number of cylinders In the motor. 

“As an explanation of this principle, take 
a four-cylinder motor with a bore of four 
inches and a five-inch stroke. Half the di- 
ameter of the bore is two inches. .Two 
aquared is four inches, and this multiplied 
by five, the stroke, becomes twenty. Mul- 
tiplying by_3.1416 gives 62:8 cubic inches, 
the cubical capacity of one cylinder. To ob- 
tain the capacity of the four cylinders, mul- 
tiply by four. The total capacity is 251.2 
inches. The capacity known, to determine 
the contestants’ marks, multiply this by 
the number of seconds required in climb- 
ing the agcernt and divide the result by the 
weight of the car in pounds. The car having 
the lowest merit mark in each case is ad- 
judged the winner.” 

Only Stock Cars Eligible. 

Most of the rules adopted are the same as 
used in the rellabijlity run; it being held that 
only stock cars can take part in’ the contests 
and that these must carry people of an aver- 
age weight of 125 pounds—four in a touring 
car and two in a runabout. ree cars must 
start in each class to make ita contest. Of 
course, under the formula it will be neces. 
sary to weigh each car before it starts in the 
climbs. This‘has been provided for at Al- 
gonquin and the machines mgy be weighed 
in the: night béfore-or an’ hour before the 
morning climb starts. A’ stamped ticket wil! 
be given eech contestant giving the weight 
of hie -car,.-which. -must-be handed to the 
starter. ‘Only one trial will be allowed in 
each climb, .altZough provision is made for 
a fresh car in. case-of a mishap Inside ten 
yards of the start. The timing will be done 
by means of electrical signais. Entries close 
with Charles P. = Se 309 Michigan avenue, 
at 6-p..m,., Bept. 1

He knew the sport- 
ing world demanded the fight, and, being a 
resident of Texas at the time, he thought his 
poltical pull strong eno to have them 
decide the world’s cha nship battie in 
hie state.

It meant a great deal for Dan and the city 
of Dallas to have the quéstion of superiority 
between the men settled practically at his 
Goorstep, but, after having the men tied 
up and all arrangements made to have the 
battle take place at Dallas, Gov. Culbertson 
stopped short the progresa of it. Hot 
Springs then begged for the contest, and 
assured Stuart all the protection necessary. 
Jim and Bob were then notified to condition 
themselves to scrap in the city of vapors. 
Corbett and his retinue of trainers hiked 
to Arkaneas and established training quar- 
ters, where Jim put in several weeks at hard 
work. Fitzsimmons trained for the battle 
in Texas, but was arrested en route to the 
battle ground. It was said at the time thet 
Bob courted arrest. At any rate, he arrived 
inthe state in the power of the authorities, 
and then Gov. Clark ordered him and Jim 
to report in court ‘at Little. Rock, to give 
bonds= they would not exchange wallops in 
the state of Arkansae. 


> 

This was in October, 1805, and in the follow- 
ing month Corbett's sparring partner was 
knocked out by Peter Maher, who, by. the 
way, were to have fought in the same ring as 
Corbett and Fitzsimmons at Mot Springs. 
The fight tock place at Maspeth, L. L., with 
Maher winning a knockout within two niin- 
utes. Corbett. who was at the. ringside, 
vaulted into the ring when Peter scored the 
hurried and unexpected knockout and turned 
the championship over to the Irishman, de- 
claring he had quit the game. 

Then Stuart, still determined to pull off a 
championship battle, matched Maher and 
Fitzsimmons and after considerable trouble 
with the authorities brought them together 
in Mexico, opposite Langtry. Tex.. Bob prov- 
ing the better man by knocking out Peter in 
the first round. The fight was a losing ven- 
ture for Dan. and as Corbett again declared 
himself in the pugilistic running, and still 
claimed the heavyweight _champlonship, 
Stuart laid plans.to have Jim and Bob fight 
it out for the honors.

Shortly after the Maher-Fitzsimmons fight. 
which took place Feb. 21, 1806. Stuart went 
to Carson City and by the hardest work pos- 
sible induced the legislature to pass a. bill 
permitting glove fights to a finish. It was 
not ‘until the bill was passed that Dan laid. his 
wires to again: match Jim and Fitz, and. then 
gent them into the ring at’ Carson City on 
March 17. 1897. Fitz won that fight with what 
is now known as the solar plexis blow in 
the fourteenth round. Stuart, by pulling off 
that fight, paved the way for other fights in 
the state, and naturally the coming light- 


Nelson and Joe Gans.

The fight between Nelson and Gane is the 
most important that has been on tap in a 
long while. The purse, $30.000, is the largest 
that ever has been offered for a battle be- 
tween men in their division and it will be the 
first finish fight between lightweights since 
Sept. 5, 1892, when Jack McAuliffe and Billy 
Myers fought for the title at New Orleans, 
which Jack won in the fifteenth round. 

Another tmportant thing about the match 
and one which has caused promoters, man- 
agers, and fighters to sit up and notice is the 
financial and weight conditions of the affair. 
We have had fights wherein the supposedly 
best fighter demanded the long end of the 
purse and a bonus for signing the articles, 
but the public were kept in ignorance of it. 

In this case, however, Billy Nolan, Nel- 
son's Manager, made no bones about his de- 
mands, and being aware Goldfield desired the 
match and that Gans was dying, as it were, 
to fight his protégé, he held out for two- 
thirds of the $30,000 purse and got it. And 
not only. that, but he forced Gans to sign 
articles agreeing to train down to 183 pounds 
and to remain at that weight for three hours 
before entering the ring. This ts something 
unheard. of in pugilistic matchmaking, but 
Nolan knew he held the trump hand and that 
Gans had to play or throw his hand inthe 
discard. The conditions imposed by Nolan, 
the size of the purse, the unlimited distance 
eet for the battle, andthe reputation of the 
men make !t the most important contest of 
the century.

The match still: is too young to make pre- 
dictions as to its outcome, but the general im- 
pression is Gans cannot make the weight 
three hours before entering the ring and re- 
main at it until he strips for action, and do 
himself justice against so tough a fighting 
rroposition as Nelson. 

Those who have been at Gans’ training 
quarters within .the. last year claim he 
can make the required weight as easily as 
can “Bat” and that it will not affect his 
stamina, speed, nor hitting powers. Those 
who have had their doubts as to his living 
up to the weight conditions without its affect- 
ing his strength now contend he would not 
have entered into the match unless he knew 
exactly what weight he could train down to. 
Of course “ Bat " and Nolan labor under the 
impression they have made a match which 
they cannot lose, but that, as yet, cannot be 
foretold. One thing they have cinched, and 
that is the long end of the purse.

Usual Breezes Fail Canadians; 
Chicago Pastor Lauds 
Marshall Field. 


Ottawa, Ont., Aug. 16.—[{Special Corre- 
spondence.]—The rapacity of Canadian sugar 
refinery interests, it is predicted, is likely to 
end in their cutting their own throats. 

+They have so manipulated matters fn re- 
gard to the preference for British West In- 
dian sugars that the producers and shippers— 
whom the preference was intended to benefit 
are getting next to no advantage, and near- 


} ty the whole of the difference in price is going 


into the pockets of the refiners.. As a result 
“lanters and:shippers are subscribing cap- 
ital among themselves to do their own re- 
fining, and shortly will establish plants in 
Canada. 

The wholesale trade is inclined to look on 
the movement with favor. Some of the lead- 
ing men in that branch of business. will join 
hands with the West Indians, and furnish 
a portion of the capital required. 

The effect of this -will be a. reduction, of 
prices and the cutting down of the profits of 
the monopoly... The,.dMest Indian, too, will 
receive at least a share of the preference. 

The refinéries to be established will be 
of sufficient capacity le the. whole 
of the product shipped ) the British West 
Indian islands to Canada, and will; consge- 
quently,.to a great extent control the market. 


Hottest Season on Record. 
Reports from the government meteorologi- 
cal stations throughout Can@de show that 
the present-summer has: been.omeof the hot- 
test on record, The highest paint reached 
was 03 on July 15. 

The unusual heat was severely felt in many 
parts of Canada, where it is a raresthing to 
be many hours at a stretch without refresh- 
ing breezes, especially after sundown. Most 
days in July the thermometer registeredover 
80 in the shade in and around the capital. 
The grass has been scanty for grazing cat- 
tle over extensive stretchtis of farming coun- 
try in this part of the dominion, “With a ré- 
sulting shortege in the supply of milk. Heayy 
rainfalls have been few ard far between, 
Occasionally cases of prostration have ot- 
curred. in some instances resulting fatally:

United States supplied 60 per.cent and Great 
Britain only 14 per cent.

Canada’s aggregate trade with all countries 
for the last fiscal yearcompared with the pre-

Canada’s imports from.Great Britain in 
1806, the.year the preference tariff of Great

over $69,000,000. Canada's total trade last 
year aggregated $311 000,000 more than that 
of 15886.

President to Have Precedence? 

. Certain problems of . precedence. would 
necessarily arise if the emperor visited Amer- 
ica, and.in this connection I may recall the 
fact that at all the entertainments given in 
honor of the emperor of Brazil at which Presi- 
dent Grant was present; the chief magistrate 
of. the United States alwayg took the." pas "’ 
with the host of the evening, the emperor fol- 
lowing -immedately in his wake with the 
next most important personage present. This 
arrangement, which met with the cordial ap- 
proval of Dom Pedro, was only arrived at 
after much deliberation at the state depart- 
ment at Washington, where it appeared at 
first sight incongruous that a president 
should precede an emperor, and it maybe 
added that the late Sir Edward Thornton, 
then British envoy at Washington, and who 
had previously been stationed at Rio, acted 
as the friendly adviser of Secretary of State 
Hamilton Fish in the matter. 

Another subject of concern would be the 
arrangements for the personal safety of the 
kaiser, and for his protection from any an- 
archist outrage. This would be a matter of 
difficulty, owing to the obstacles in the way 
of concert of action between the federal] se- 
cret service, the state authorities, the munici- 
pal police, the imported German police offi- 
cials, and the Pinkertons; who would doubt- 
less be employed by the German embassy. 
Between all of them the emperor might be 
left, like his brother, Prince Henry, on the 
occasion of his visit to America, without any 
acequate protection at all. Perhaps that, 
after all, would be the best, for the kaiser 
would be most safe if he were to place him- 
self unreservedly in the hands of his hosts— 
not the American government—but the 
American people. 


Purpose of Visit by Kaiser. 

Of course the question will be asked as to 
what object the kaiser would have incoming ' 
to America. The anewer is not a difficult 
one. The personal element goes for much in 
American politics, and were the people here 
to become acquainted with the kaiser all the 
prejudice against him and mcst of the popu- 
lar distrust with regard to the policy of Ger- 
many in thé western hemisphere would dis- 
appear. If the emperor was accorded the 
opportunity of himeelf proclaiming on Amer- 
ican soil, to the Ameftean people, his earnest 
desire that those of his lieges who emigrated 
the fatherland should become loyal 
Citizens of the United States, retaining the 
affection for the land of their birth only for 
the purpose of fostering American good will 
towards Germany, the politigal interests of 
the Teuton empire would be usefully served 
thereby... The great and prosperous German 
population of this country, is of little avail to 
him as Germans. But as American citizens, 
supremely loyal to Uncle Sam, yet imbued 
with a love for the vaterland, and anxious for 
a close union between the country of their 
adoption and the country of their birth, they 
would be a most important factor in the 
future of the two nations. The kaiser sent 
Prince Henry to convey. these views to Ger- 
mans here. They would obtain a better hear- 
ing were he to come himself.

MILLIONS MADE AND LOST. 

Mr. E. H. Harriman and those who 
were in thé secret with him have made 
several millions out of the sudden rise in 

nion and Southern Pacific stocks. A 

umber of other persons who were not 

well informed as Mr. Harriman was 
" Jost several millions. Naturally they feel 
eore! jThey call the ingenious coup which 
cost them so much a piece of “down- 
right stock jobbery.” It does bave that 
appearance to an outsider, but if they had 
b@en in Mr. Harriman’s place and had 
his ability many of them would have done 
what they say he did and have congratu- 
Jated themselves when they pocketed the 
profits. 

The unlucky operators say they had 
been led to believe that unusually large 
dividends on the stocks of the Union and 
‘Southern Pacific would not be declared. 
Therefore, they sold stock short liberally, 
and when heavy dividends were unexpect- 
ediy declared they found themselves in 
deep water. They think they have been 
shabbily treated. 

The public does not sympathize with 
the losers, nor does it approve of the al- 
leged methods of the winners, Popular 
sentiment condemns the insiders who 
trade on their superior knowledge. The 
remark of conservative New York bankers 
that it should be made impossible in the 
future that directors should profit by in- 
formation about dividend action which 

had been withheld from stockholders is a 
sound one. It is asserted that many sold 
their holdings who would have held on to 


them if they had known what action was to 


be taken in regard to dividends, and that the 
stock they parted with was snapped up by 
those who did know. Whether those stock- 
holders can get relief in the courts is ques- 
ab y they ought to be able to find 

tt there. 
The ane day, when minority stdck. 
holders of an. express company were try-

ing to extort some information as to its. 


condition from Mr. Harriman, Mr. Will- 
jam Nelson Cromwell, his counsel, said 
they had no right to it. He said of Mr. 
Harriman, “ He moves in a higher world 


into which we cannot hope to enter. 4 


Stockholders could know about their prop- 
erty only what he in his infinite wisdom 
chose to tell them. Many of the stock- 
holders of the Union and Southern Pacific 
have learned the force of Mr. Cromwell's 
statement. 

There should be no “higher world” 
where directors can luxuriate. but which 
stockholders may not enter. ‘Too much 
privacy is not good for directors. It may 
afford them opportunities for successful 
speculations, but it is bad for ~ their 
morals, 


THE CHILEAN EARTHQUAKE. 

Full details of the earthquake in Chile 
are not at hand, but enough is known to 
make it sure that the destruction is rela- 
tively ae great as at San Francisco. Actu- 
ally the loss may be less because there was 
less to lose, but in comparison to the re- 
sources of the people it may be even harder 
to recover from the effects of the shock. 
It appears that the destruction from fire 
will be large, and, judging from the action 
of the insurance companies in the San Fran- 


cisco matter, many of them will disclaim any . 


responsibility for losses by fire following 
an earthquake. 

Valparaiso and the other cities which 
probably have shared in the disaster are 
more unfortunate than San Francisco in 
two respects: they are less accessible to re- 
lief and they need help at a time when San 
Francisco has used up the spare cash of the 
charitably disposed. Chile is remote from 
North America and not easily reached by 
water, while not reached at all by rail. The 
shipment of supplies from the United 
States is out of the question, aid must be 
given in money. While a thousand ties 
bound San Francisco to the United States 
the bond between the United States and 
Valparaiso is only that of a common human- 
ity. There are some American houses having 
business connections with Chile, but the 
trade with the principal European countries 
was in 1908 nearly seven times as great as 
the trade with the United States. At the 
date of the last census a couple of hundred 
North Americans wergliving in Chile as 
against 42,105 Europeans. Chile will have 
to look largely to Europe for help. 

It is an advantage to be the first on the 
ground with an appeal for help. Not only is 
money given more freely because there is 
more to give but also because the inevitable 
complaints as to the distribution of the 
money makes the world for a time slow to 
intrust more money to relief committees. 
Yet there is no doubt that the larger part of 
the money contributed for the relief of the 
San Francisco sufferers has been spent wise- 
ly, and the same will be true probably in the 
case of Chile. One reason why the Chileans 
ean count on larger sympathy from Europe 
than some of the other South American 
states is that the Indian element is small, 
most of the population being of European 
cescent. 

When the full extent of the damage is 
known the American people will join in 
helping the sufferers, in spite of the handi- 
caps which have been indicated. Secretary 
Root is on a mission of peace to the South 
American republics to convince them of the 
friendly aims of the United States. The 
best form of proof of friendliness would be 
timely and generous aid. 


A QUARTER CENTURY OF PROGRESS. 

The British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science has just met at York 
for the first time, after an interval of 
twenty-five years. The president, Prof. BE. 
Ray Lankester, chose for the theme of his 
address a review of the progress of the 
sciences during the last quarter of a cen- 
tury. The dominant note of the address 
is a cheerful optimism, a feeling of grati- 
tude that we are living in an age when 
such astounding discoveries are being 
made. He finds nothing in the discoveries 
to indicate that the methods of science 
are wrong or that scientists are an the 
wrong track, and yet admits that the re- 
cent discoveries have had the effect of 
shaking many of the working theories of 
science. Hence his delight. Just when 
men not scientists were beginning to 
taunt science with having nothing left to 
work on but details, it was revealed that 
there was a great, almost or entirely un- 
suspected, mass of material lying within 
reach, whose study would profoundly mod- 
ify previous conceptions of the universe, 
Prof. Lankester’s joy is that of a man 
who finds that there is something yet to 
live for. 

The most “exciting and entrancing” 
discovery, as he calls it, is that of the five 
non-active gaseous elements and of radium. 
Yet even hére the conception of matter, 
mot as an association of dead atoms but 
as a whirl of living energy, had been 
reached before its yisible proof startled 
the world. In truth this discovery is not 
revolutionary but evolutionary. In astron- 
omy the discovery, made at the Lick ob- 
servatory, that one of the new satellites 
of Saturn goes around that planet the 
wrong way calls for a fundamental re- 
vision of our ideas of the origin of our 
solar system. In morphology, «the line 
of derivation of certain forms is much 
more clearly known than before and some 
errors have been corrected. In physiology 
it has been proved that life is, chemically 
speaking, a series of ferments, and the 
simplest form of life at present existing is 
a highly complicated structure—a nuecle- 
ated cell. The discovery of the secretion 
of glands such as the suprarenal capsules, 
the thyroid, and the pituitary organ, has 
an “almost infinite importance.” 

The discoveries for which Prof. Metsch- 
nikoff is largely responsible as to the 
source of immunity from disease are more 
important than any other medical discoy- 
eries of the quarter century. We know 
now that safety must come largely from 
within, from the presence and from “ the 
trained, stimulated, and carefully guarded 
activity, of those wonderful, colorless. 
ameeba-like corpuscles” cailed phago- 
eytes. But all science is working to- 
gether to increase our knowledge so that 
it is unsafe to neglect any small corner. 
A laborious museum observer of the spots 
on the wings of midges becomes an an- 
thority on prophylactic measures against 
tropical diseases. In countless ways our 
knowledge of disease is being increased 
and the progress of the last generation is 
an encouragement for the future. 

In view of all this Prof. Lankester he- 
speaks for science generous treatnient by 
the government. The cost of a single bat- 
tleship would pay for the time of all the 
men who have so enlarged the boundaries 
of human knowledge. Millions could be 
used, thousands are given. In this coun- 
try, fortunately, the lament of scientists 


that they are hindered by lack of funds 


does not apply. What is needed beyond 
what the national and state governments 


supply le made up by the large gifts of 


individuals. What England needs is a 
Stanford, a Rockefeller, or a Carnegie to 
endow her chairs of science. _ 


POSTAL SAVINGS BANKS. 

The failure of the Milwaukee Avenue 
State bank attracted the attention of three 
congressional conventions. They urged the 
establishment of a government posta] sav- 
ings bank system. This is something 
which has been pressed updn congress 
from time to time, but has never been 
favorably received. 

The action of the conventions illustrates 
the popular disposition to turn to the na- 
tional government for relief when ahything 
goes wrong. This may be due, as Speaker 
Cannon said the other day, to “the de- 
sire of the citizena of the respective states 
to cast upon the federal government the 
responsibility and duty that they should 
perform,” or it may be because they in- 
stinctively turn to the more powerful gov- 
ernment for assistance. The delegates to 
the three conventions did not stop to in- 
quire whether Ilijnois could not do some- 
thing caleulated to give greater security 
to the depositors in the savings banks it 
has chartered, but turned their eyes at 
once to Washington. Even if there should 
be a postal savings bank, more effective 
state supervision would still be necessary, 
for the federal government would not be- 
come the exclusive custodian of the sav- 
ings of the people. 

The question of interest will play an 
important part. Some of the New York 
banks pay 3% per cent and others 4 per 
cent. In Chicago the rate is 8 per cent. 
If the government went into the business 
it could not be expected to pay even 8 per 
eent. The British government pays only 
214 per cent. If the federal government 
were to attempt to pay as high a rate as 
state banks do it would have to copy 
their metheds of investment. It would 
have to loan money on real estate. It 
would have to buy the bonds which sav- 
ings banks are allowed to buy. If it were 
to do the business done now by over 1,200 
banks, the postal savings bank bureau 
would assume enormous dimensions, and 
its chief would become a great financial 
power, 

The simple, easy course for the govern- 
ment to pursue would be to invest the de- 
positors’ funds in its own securities. It 
could invest part of them in the bonds it 
must issue from time to time for the con- 
struction of the Panama canal. Those 
bonds pay Only 2 per cent. The question 
is how many would accept that low rate 
of interest and thus get absolute security 


for their savings. 


When some sharper offers to pay a rate 
of interest that common sense people 
know is out of the question he finds a 
host of dupes. If the average man had 
to make a choice between 2 per cent 
offered by the government and 3 per cent 
offered by some bank whose solvency was 
unquestioned he would be likely to choose 
the extra dollar a year on the $100. If 
the national government were to establish 
a postal savings bank system the three 
and a third billions of dollars now de- 
posited in savings banks would not be 
transferred to its custody. 

A government savings bank would have 
many depositors, notably in regions which 
are without savings bank facilities. But 
unless it paid about as much interest as 
other banks those banks would still have 
depositors. Even if congress were to es- 
tablish a postal savings,bank system next 
winter the supervision‘ of state savings 
banks would continue to be one of the im- 
portant duties of the states in which they 
do business. Whatever the federal gov- 
ernment may do Illinois should make bet- 
ter provision for. the protection of savings 
bank depositors. 


BETTER FOOD CONDITIONS. 

A slight seratching of the surface has 
discovered unspeakable conditions in the 
food supply and in the kitchens of the 
city. The men who are engaged in the 
work of investigation are not experts. 
They have discovered only what would 
have been evident to any one who looked. 
What would the result be if experts were 
to go through the warehouses, groceries, 
and kitchens of the city? Fifty thousand 
pounds of decaying matter being prepared 
for food in one place, 20,000 cans of rotten 
or fermented fruit being reprocessed in 
another place, a carload of juiceless lem- 
ons ready to put on the market in another, 
these are the things which a casual! inves- 
tigation brings to light in a day or two. 
If instead of one amateur a hundred ex- 
perts were put to work the discoveries 
might be appalling. 

If nothing is to be done to punish dea)- 
ers in unsound or unclean food in a man- 
ner adequate to the offense, the commn- 
nity will not be adequately protected. It 
does not appear that any deaths are to 
be attributed directly to the canned fruit 
already disposed of, the free lunches al- 
ready eaten, the ice cream reeking with 
filth and flavored with drugs which has 
cooled the palate of the multitude. These 
things were not healthful, but they lacked 
half the power to eause sickness which 
they have now that their unfitness for 
food is known. It is likely that unless 
some exemplary punishment is imposed 
upon the guilty other dealers will con- 
tinue to take the chance of being found 
out. A dealer would be willing to have 
his stuff confiscated now and then if in 
the meantime he makes a handsome profit 
out of what is intrinsically worthless. 
But if he runs the same risk of imprison- 
ment that other criminals do he will be 
wary. 

The results already obtained have justi- 
fied the appointment of the food inspector. 
If there could be a few more like him, 
and, in addition, some men of greater ex- 
perience who know just where to look and 
just what to see, in places where a be- 
ginner, no matter how zealous. would de- 
tect nothing, the peaple would relish their 
food more. Bad food may not kill di- 
rectly, but it must render the system more 
capable of disease. And, at any rate, 
people are entitled to what they pay for, 
and all food is sold with an implied guar- 
antee that it is sound, clean, unadulter- 
ated, and free from exposure to conditions 
harmful to health. Let the good work go 
on. Enough has been disclosed to make 
it desirable that the selling of bad food 
is so widespread that the best way to 
check it is to make it a felony instead of 
a misdemeanor, and to push the inquiry 
deeper. 


A BERLIN EXPERIMENT. 

In Chicago some apprehension has been 
caused by the large number of boys who 
leave school as soon as they reach the age 
of 14. In some cases they become street 
loafers and the next legislature may be 
asked to take measures to insure that boys 
who have left school are employed in some 
useful way or are compelled. to return to 
school. In the majority of cases, however, 
the boys who leave school goto work. They 
are making their way in the world, helping

. The city of Berlin has published the sta- 
tistics of the first year of the operation of 
a law which compels boys who go te work 
to carry on their schooling until they reach 
the age of 17. Since April 1, 1905, all boys 
who have left the schools are obliged to pur- 
ste eourses of particular value to them 
until the end of the term of six months, 
during which they have reached the age of 
17. These courses are of two kinds, those 
organized by trade E emegys boards of trade, 
or special associations of workmen, and 
those conducted by the state. The boys 
for whom there is no provision made by the 
trade with which they are connected are 
compelled to enter the state schools and the 
whole instruction is under the direction of 
the local government. The duration of the 
instruction does not exceed six hours a week, 
and wherever practicable may be given in 
the workshop where the boys are employed. 
A system of fines and imprisonment is rigid- 
ly enforced for noncompliance with the law, 
A boy who does not attend class, or an em- 
ployer who prevents an employé from at- 
tending, is fined from one to twenty marks 
and imprisoned from one to three days for 
each offense. 

During the last year 32,259 boys in the 
city of Berlin attended such classes, includ- 
ing both the workmen’s association's and 
the city’s schools. Of this number 22,813 
were apprentices and the others employed by 
commercial houses. The nature of the m- 
struction varied, having regard for the spe- 
cial needs of the different trades. The 
ability to read, to write, and to perform sim- 
ple arithmetical operations is presupposed, 
as the laws in regard to elementary educa- 
tion are not dead letters in Germany. The 
courses are therefore called professional, 
and are so practically, although that seems 
rather an ambitious word for such classes. 

Without compulsion of law there is no 
doubt that manufacturing or commercial 
houses in Chieago which employed a suffi- 
cient number of young men would find it to 
their advantage to organize classes in which 
the brighter boys who have been obliged to 
leave school early may get a general insight 
into the nature of their calling and special 
technical knowledge to fit them better for 
their work. The subdivision of work where 
machinery plays a large part limits the fori- 
zon of workers. <A greater interest in the 
work, increased efficiency, and possible fm- 
provements in methods or machines would 
naturally result from such an opportunity 
to learn. The boy between 14 and 17 is form- 
ing habits, It is to the interest of the em- 
ployer as much as of the boy that he should 
form habits of study and should realize the 
possibilities of the trade into which he has 
entered often by chance and without special 
interest. The experiment which is success- 
ful in Berlin may be sO in Chicago. 
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THE | HARVEST OF DEATH. 

A great battle or an unexpected calam- 
ity startles every one when the number 
of dead and dying is proclaimed. Little 
notice is taken of daily accidents in which 
only one or two persons lose their lives, 
although the year’s aggregate is large. It 
has been said that more people die in a 
year from accidents caused by runaway 
horses than from disasters at sea. but the 
loss of a steamship thrills the world, while 
the daily toll on land goes unnoted. 

Every reader of the daily paper is 
forced to notice the number of drownings 
occurring during a summer season. A loss 
here and a loss there seem of compara- 
tively small moment, but when a tabula- 
tion shows 400 deaths from this one cause 
alone during the last four months, the 
figures are appalling. A recent report of 
the coroner of Cook county indicated that 
the number of casualties from street car 
accidents during his term of office would 
total the number of people who were lost 
in a dreadful theater holocaust. 

What is more depressing about it all is 
that in many instances death was utterly 
needless. The carelessaess of transpor- 
tation companies or their employés, the 
recklessness or foolhardiness of individ- 
uals, the inattention to simple rules for 
insuring safety, the attempting of feats 
beyond one’s real strength, the getting 
into dangerous places on the water with- 
out any knowledge of swimming, all of 
these causes and others like them have 
had their part in a summer harvest of 
human life, brought to the attention even 
of the casual reader every living day. 

The crossing accidents still oceur: the 
automobiles continue their slaughter: the 
foolish individuals still rock the boats: 
the ambitious youth still try their strength 
too much, until people’ generally settle 
back into their easy positions with the 
conviction that each season must bring 
its harvest of slain and that all the pre- 
cautions possible will not greatly affect 
the total when the losses afte tabulated. 
And yet the possibilities which are wrapt 
up in am individual are so great that no 
one can rightly estimate the net with- 
drawal of force from humanity when a 
life goes out. 


TAXING THE AUTOMOBILES. 

A few years ago, when the bicyele craze 
was at its height, it-was said in many a 
community that many persons were riding 
wheels owned by them who, at the same 
time, owed the dealers of the town for 
clothes, furniture, and even food. To se- 
cure their own pleasure they seemed will- 
ing to let others suffer who needed the 
money which had been spent for a persona] 
luxury. In such cases it was not at all 
uncommon to hear the declaration that the 
bicycle was of no value, when it came to 
the listing of personal property. 

The evidence before the board of re- 
view in connection with the taxation of 
automobiles seems to indicate a‘ similar 
state of things attendant upon the new 
craze in the field of pleasure. The attrac- 
tions of the swiftly; moving vehicles are 
resulting in the use 0f money for the pur- 
chase of snch luxuries when there are prior 
claims upon expenditure. Several in- 
stances are reported where people who 
earn less than $1,000 a year for the sup- 
port of themselves and their families 
have purchased automobiles. Others who 
have mortgages upon their homes have 
done the same thing. 

One man saki that his wife received an 
inheritance of $800, and, although there 
Was a mortgage upon their home for twice 
that amount, the money was spent for a 
machine. The case is strongly reminiscent 
of a certain Ohio man whose wife had 
worked hard keeping a club of boarders. 
who told a friend: “My wife has saved 
$65 out of her profits on the club. I don't 
know what to do with it, whether to buy 
an organ, get me a new buggy, or take a 
trip. I guess, on the whole, that I'll take 
a trip.” 

There ought to be no hesitation on the 
part of the board in increasing the assess- 
ment of every owner of an automobile. 
The possession of such a luxury might be 
considered prima facie evidence of ability 
to keep it, with its needed outlays for 
supplies and repairs. It is manifestly un- 
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two neighbors, of approximately the sess | 
possession except that one owns an auto- 
mobile worth, $3,000 or more, The taking 
ont of a license affords a sure clew to the 
owners, and the payment of taxes should 
follow as a matter of course. 

The license fee is by no means an ade- 
quate compensation to the city for the 
privilege of running a machine upon the 
streets. New problems are being made; 
new legislation must be framed; new rules 
must be effective; added labor and re- 
sponsibility is placed upon police authori- 
ties, and for all of these changes and 
additions it is no more than. right that 
those who cause them should help to pay 
for them. The board will have the ap- 
proval of the great majority of citizens for 
its attention to this possible source of 
much additional revenue, 

It is not surprising, in view of the 
previous experience with the bicycles, or, 
in fact, when the ordinary attitude of the 
citizen toward the assessor is recalled, to 
find that, for taxation purposes, few of 
the machines are worth anything, even if 
they are advertised as selling for several 
thousands of dollars each.

are’ few more romantic storles 
than that of the yo pon Pavyynirs who, 
after coming to England as prince of 
a sovereign house and heir to a throne, 
found himself suddenly reduced, by 
means of one of those typical oriental in- 
trigues, to the status of an untitled gentle- 
man, with small resources and divested of all 
royal prerogatives, but is now, through the 
sudden death without heirs of the ruler of 
Navanagar, about to be placed in i eoaite 
of the throne for which he was origi 
destined. It is a romance which will ap- 
peal to most lovers of sports. For during 
his many years of sojourn in England Ranjit- 
sinhji has managed to win the position of 
the recognized amateur champion of the 
British and American game of cricket. He 
has even beaten the record of Dr. William 
Grace, and throughout the English speaking 
worki, wherever the game of cricket is 
played or studied, the name of this dusky 
scion of King Edward’s Indian empire is 
now a household word. 

Tt is not an easy name to pronounce, espe- 
cially when prefixed or followed by the 
words “Kumar Shri,"" which stand for 
“ prinece,”” and at the University of Cam- 
bridge, where he graduated, and where he 
was initiated into the mysteries of the game, 
he used to be familiarly known as “ Run- 
Gin-and-Whisky,” a corruption of his ap- 
pellation, which somehow or another seems 
to be in keeping with the title with which 
he is now about to be invested as ruler of 
Navanagar, whose sovereign is styled the 
“jam.” A® jam he will reign over one of 
the wealthiest and most important of the 
vaseal states of India, with revenues of sev- 
eral million dollars a year, out of which he 
will be compelled to pay an annual tribute 
of $60,000 a year to the British government.

Ranjit belongs to one of the oldest fighting 
races of India—the Rajputs—who form the 
Hindoo aristocracy. His father was the 
nephew of the then reigning sovereign of 
Navanagar who, having no legitimate sons, 
selected Ranjit—that is to say, the son of his 
nephew and most intimate friend—as his 
adopted heir and rightful successor to the 
throne. Some time afterwards Ranjit, then 
16 years of age, was, by the advice of the 
British government, sent to England, and 
after spending.a year with a private tutor 
entered the University of Cambridge as an 
undergraduate, eventually taking his de- 
gree. He had just completed his course at 
the university when his father incurred the 
displeasure of the old ruler of Navanagar, 
the two quarreling so bitterly that the jam 
proceeded to disinherit Ranjit and to deprive 
him of his status as heir apparent, proclaim- 
ing as his successor one of his own illegiti- 
mate sons—Jaswantsinb]i. 

A few weeks afterwards the jam died, his 
demise, by a strange coincidence, taking 
place on the same day as that of Ranjit. 
Ranjit had been disinheritéd in a fit of anger 
by a dying monarch, who, had he lived, 
would probably have repented of his ill tem- 
per. But the dead sovereign could not be 
recalled, and, as Ranjit’'s father was like- 
wise in his grave, there was no one to pro- 
tect his interests. Taking advantage of 
Ranjit's absence in England, thousands of 
miles away, the adherents of Jaswant, the 
illegitimate son of the old jam, managed to 
obtain the ear of the foolish English polit- 
feal resident in Navanagar, and on the 
strength of his urgent recommendation Jas- 
want was recognized by the Anglo-Pndian 
auiuorities as the lawful ruler of Navana- 
gar. 

Many influential people both in England 
and in Intiia interested themselves in the 
case of Ranjit, protestmg against his treat- 
ment. But the British government, after 
due consideration and in view of the fact 
that Jaswant was in actual possession of the 
throne, and had been lawfully. proclaimed 
as successor by the late jam, decided to ab- 
stain from any intervention in the matter, 
and Ranjit has been ever since left to get 
along as best he could, without fank or 
money, earning, however, a modest compe- 
tence by writing on sport, especially about 
cricket, and by giving lessone of Indian, his- 
tory, of Hindoo, and of Sanscrit at Cam- 
bridge, where he has beeh ocoupying unpre- 
tentious, not to say humble, lodgings. Now 
he will have palaces at his disposal, with 
power of life and death over vast hordes of 
his fellow creatures. For the sudden death 
bf Jam Jaswant has determined the govern- 
ment to lend an ear to the Rajput aristocra- 
ey, to which Ranjit belongs, and to recognize 
him ae@ the only lawful successor to the 
throne of Navanagar. 

I may add that Ranjit has played cricket 
not only In England but also in Australta. 
His experiences of the antipodes were, how- 
ever, not altogether agreeable. For in some 
of the towns and cities where he was called 
upon to play as the star member of the Eng- 
lish representative eleven the people took 
exception to his color and hooted him as a 
* nigger.’’ 


a 

The real Lord Barrington, whose name and 
titles have obtained considerable notoriety 
of late through their adoption by criminals 
here, has just arrived in this country from 
England. He was formerly in the Cold- 
stream guards and succeeded to his father’s 
viscounty about five years ago. The origin 
of his family, as related by Dean Swift of 
**Gulliver’s Travels” celebrity, was ro- 
mantic. It seems that in the early part of 
the eighteenth century John Shute, a young 
Presbyterian, attracted the attention of John 
Wildman, a rich Berkshire landowner, and 
on his death the latter willed him his entire 
property as being ‘‘ the worthiest person ” 
that he had ever encountered. There was 
no relation between the two men, and their 
personal acquaintance was of the slightest. 
Not long afterwards a Mr. Francis Barring- 
ton, who had married his cousin, Elizabeth 
Shute, died without’ issue, and when his will 
Was opened it was found that he, too, had 
left his entire property to his dead wife's 
kinsman, John Shute, who had thus become 
a rich man indeed. Under the circumstances 
it was only natural that the government of 
the day should procure for him a peerage, 
and he was created in 1720 Viscount Bar- 
rington in the kingdom of Ireland. 

Owing to this dignity being an Irish one, he 
was able to retain his seat in the house of 
commons, from which he was unjustly ex- 
peHed three years later. 

By command of King George he had re- 
luctantly assumed the office of deputy gov- 
ernor of a bubble concern known as the Har- 
burg lottery, of which the then prince of 
Wales, afterwards George II., was governor. 
When the concern came to grief, ruining a 
number of people, Lord Barrington was 
made a scapegoat for royakty and was in- 
duced to take the blame upon himself in 
order to save the reputation of the heir to 
the throne, who had been seriously compro- 
mised by the affair. Having accepted the 
responsibility, Lord Barrington was expelled 
from the house of commons on the ground 
that ‘he had used his position as a member 
thereof to promote a fraudulent undertaking. 

It is only fair to add that history has en- 
tirely relieved his reputation of all blame in 
the matter and has nothing but praise for 
his devotion to the reigning house, to which 
he owed his elevation to the peerage. Asa 
rule, people are not so grateful for benefits 
conferred, and in order to show that Lord 
Barrington was prompted in the matter 
solely by a sense of kindness already re- 
ceived, and not by possible advantages to 
be derived from the sacrifice of his name for 
the then prince of Wales, he declined the 
promotion in the peerage offered to him sub- 
sequently by both George I. and George IT. 

It was the seyenth Viscount Barrington 
who was the intimate friend and crony of 
Lord Beaconsfield, and during the latter’s 
administration he used to draft for the pre- 
mier the nightly reports of the proceedings 
in parliament, which the late Queen Victoria 
always insisted on having in the handw riting 
of her prime minister. Thege nightly ré- 
sumés of the proceedings in parliament in 
the handwriting of old Lord Melbourne,.the 
great Sir Robert Peel, Lord John Rusgell. 
Lord Palmerston, Gitadstone, Beaconsfield, 
and Salisbury have been carefully bound 
and are preserved in the royal library at 
Windsor castle among the most treasured 
archives of the reigning house.

Observe that the notion which 
insists that government shall confine itself to protecting the individual 
against the wrongdoifg individual, and the nation against the wronz- 
doing nation, is a great advance over the old repressive theory of gov-

In either of these posi- 
tions under many circumstances it would be 
hard for the best judge of human nature to 
5 make intelligent guess whether the disciple of 

the squareaical were honest or dishonest. In thousands of individual 

Greumstances an active aggressiveness in the operation of the square 


‘deal is imperative if the disciple of the measure is not to demonstrate 


bis cowardice and hypocrisy. 

Not long ago I had a letter from an old friend with whom Ihave 
grappled often in argument. Apropos of a subject on which we had 
correspondence, he was inclined to charge me with too much interest 
in the affairs of my fellow men in crowded city streets and public 
Places. As an example of my wrong attitude, as he saw it, he recount- 
ed an experience in a street car. He put the situation forcefully.

HERE are women and women, even as there 
are men and men; for this reason the question, 
How to keep a woman’s love? is not an easy 
one to auswer. Love is like the grip in that 
it affects different people differently; therefore 
there is no specific which will reach all its 
phases, still less eontrol them. 

Even the obvious formula, “ Love her, and 
live for her,” although it fits many Cases, 
sometimes fails. Some women, indeed, a-e 
“ weathercocks,” some are mercurial, and some 
emotional, with moods and tenses of the most 
irregular description. ae 

Long ago a cynical French writer divided 

women broadly into two classes—cats and 
doge—the cats to be held only by self-interest and indulgence, the dogs 
faithful unto death, through good and evil, for better, for worse. But 
te this, as to all sweeping generalizations, there are exceptions. More- 
over, even granting the classification, there are cats and cats, dogs 
and dogs, differing greatly in disposition and in quality. 

However, as a rule, when a man once has succeeded in winning

largely is a matter of magnetism, which in turn depends much upon 
temperament. It is difficult, almost impossible, for any outsider to 
determine clearly why any one, whether woman or man, loves or does 
pot love any one else.

ernment, which left it in the hands of the few. to manage the affairs 
of all. But there is something still better. It is the notion of a gov- 
ernment which is an organism, which has a reason, a conscience, a 
judgment, and a will; it is the notion that to this will, judgment, con- 
science, and reason all members of the organism shall contribute. 

Yet there still are in’ America belated men who belong to the 
middle ages and believe that democracy is a failuré and want to 79 
back to autocracy, and there are other men who are doing what they 
can to make democracy a failure by trying to substitute another 
kind of oligarchy for the oligarchy which has been abolished. There 
are yet other men who are afraid of any extension of the powers of 
government—afraid of having government do more things in the 
present than it has done in the past. 

But over against all that 1 want to put before you this notion 
of fraternity—the idea that society is not a mere aggregation of in- 
dividuals; that government is not a mere protective shell within which 
industry and life can be carried on; that the church is not a mere 
voluntary body of men who want to do their own thinking and live 
in their own way, but that society is an organism, a person—a unit: 
that government is also a distinct organism, with its intelligence, 
conscience, and will that you, through public opinion and pubiic 
spirit, are going, out into the world to help to make. The age of 
competition all around you is giving place to the age of cotperation 
and combination. It is vain for men to try to prevent people from 
organizing—the whole trend, sweep, and current of our time is toward

The rich, the people who might best afford to neglect it, are dis- 
tracted as to making the best of their cash. The people with “ noth- 
ing,” because they have no cash, come to the conclusion that they 
have no capital to concern themselves about. : 


“If a man has got no money, his capital is what he is himself,” 
said an acute French commercial man. 


I have been told that is a sordid view of a man. 
a speech the other day in which he remarked: 


“For a man or a woman to regard themselves from the mere 
point of view of money making is for them to lose sight of the real 
purpose of life. People are much more than money makers.” 

So they are, but they must be money makers unless some one 
else is to do the job for them. I quite agree with the bishop—who, 
by the way, makes thousands a year, and works for it, too—that 
there is more than money making to be done. It is not all of life. 
But ohe must have one’s breakfast before one can work, and the 
breakfast has to be bought unless one is in the lucky position to be 
able to eat it at some one else’s expense.’ You may be noble and 
good and everything else, but you have to eat first and pay for what 
you eat. It is a sane thing for men or women to look upon themselves 
now and again—a good dea! more often than most men and women 
do—and ask themselves: What am I worth as a thing to make 
money? What is my personal capital, and how can I invest it and 
increase it to the utmost? 

In this way no one starts the world with nothing—he starts with

is necessary to have special schools of arts and trades, as they have 
abroad, and then we may take a clever boy from our elementary 
schools and put him at once into a special school. A study of the 
best cohtinental experience will show them that the special school is 
the crown of a long co-ordered series, designed and graduated by the 
best heads in the country. A clever boy in a Prussian elementary 
school passes first into a mittelschule, or higher elementary school, 
then into a moderp or réal school of the second class, and finally, after 
all these, into the special school.

“These foreign goverpments which we think so offensively ar- 
bitrary do at least take, when-they administer education, the best 
educational opinion ef the country into their counsels, and we do not. 
This comes partly from our own disbelief in government, partly from 
our belief in machinery. Our disbelief in government makes it slow 
to organize government perfectly for any matter. Our belief in ma- 
chinery makes us think that when we have organized a department, 
however imperfectly, it must prove efficacious and self-acting. A 
number of grave matters affecting public instruction in this country— 
our system of competitive examinations, our regulation of studies, 
our whole schoo! legislation—are at the present moment settled one 
hardly knows how, certainly without any care for the best counsel 
attainable being first taken on them. 

The other obstacle is our high opinion of our own energy and 
prosperity. This opinion is just; but it is possible to rely on it too 
long, and to strain our energy and our prosperity too hard. At any

“A man whom I know was in a street car yesterday and saw a 
fellow trying to pick another man’s pocketbook. Did he interfere? 
Not on your life! It might have meant a stay in jail as a necessary wit- 
ness in case of arrest; while at the best it would have meant the loss of 
a day or two in.court to the neglect of his business!” 

Yet my friend writing this is an apostle of the square deal. How 
he maintains his position in his own mind while coinciding with his 
other friend’s point of view in this ¢ase is more than I can see. 

Provided this attempt of the pickpocket was successful some 
person lost his pocketbook by theft. If my friend’s friend: had inter- 
rupted the proceeding the crime would not have been committed and 
perhaps a criminal would have been put out of the temptation to other 
offenses. The object lesson of the arrest indeed would have served its 
purpose against like crimes in others. 

But as another disciple of the square deal he sat passive, looking 
on and without a word. He had decided that it was none .of his busi- 
ness. The men were both strangers and to interfere he might be 
running several risks which he did not want to take. 

But this was one of the least square deals possible in like 
circumstances. As a given situation in a public conveyatice it must 
be assumed that there is a considerable number among men who 
would not have looked on at the act in silence. There are grounds 
for supposing that this victim of the theft readily might have risen 
to the rescue of the other had their places in the situation been 
reversed. Could even the chance of this being so acquit my friend's 
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speech which, however wise to them who understand it, is to the 
uninitiated (by far the larger class) naught but “ vain babbling.’ <A 
popular modern English novelist says that “it is not only as rare 
and as difficult for a man to be an ideal lover as to be a great poet, 
musician. artist, financier, what you will, but far more exceptional and 
less easily managed,” a declaration which is borne out by the fact that 
the great lovers of history, indeed almost those of fiction, may be 
counted upon one’s fingers. It is easy to confound the facility for 
falling in love with the ability to win love, and to retain it. To 
attract. absorb, and center upon yourself the interest, the affection, 
the soul of another human being, so that this transcendant gift shall 
be your own inalienable possession; to do thie surpasses the sum of 
all other human accomplishments; indeed, it is more than an accom- 
plishment, it is a gift, the gift of God. 

Notwithstanding all the trite talk of feminine inconstancy, the 
fact remains that many women are loyal, and that true loyalty in 
women equals if it does not exceed the loyalty of men. Women who 
really love usually “ love on till they die,” always provided that their 
love is reciprocated. Unrequited love is enduring only in novels; 
without hope it eventually must cease to exist. An air plant cannot 
live without air. 

Women love to be loved by those whom they love. A man should 
not only love his wife, he should tell her so, earnestly and often. 
Neither is it enough for a man to tell a woman that he loves her; he 
must prove his assertion, and show her that he loves her. The com- 
pliment which a woman values above all others is the devotion of 
her lover. Tender thought, gentle consideration, these are what she 
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organization. It is a movement ever forward, upward, and toward & 
larger, better, and nobler life. So it is in religion, for religion is not 
a mere lation between the individual soul and its God—it also is a 
relation of man to his fellow-man—and we are moving not toward 
a church united by a common creed but toward a church animated by 
a common dominating purpose. 

In the future all these denominations which came together through 
their representatives at the Mohonk peace conference will be united 
by no common set of formulated ‘beliefs, but by a common spirit and a 
common aim. For the spirit of the twentieth century is the recognition 
of the brotherhood in religion, brotherhood in industry, and brother- 
hood in politics. | 

This nineteenth century has been an age of energy and enterprise 
surpassing in these respects all other ages; but it has had its vices, 
and some of these still are among us. The first vice of our American 
life is our ambition to accumulate, to struggle each man only for him- 
self and his own, and then to measure his place in the world by his 
success in accumulating. Our second vice is the lawlessness of self- 
will—the putting of self-will above the law, which is the will of the 
community; and the third is the false standard. I am not condemning 
men, remember, because they have amassed fortunes. I, am not at- 
tacking multi-millionaires. It is better to be a multi-millionaire than 
to wish you were one and not have the ability to get there. The evil 
of the multi-millionaire is the concentration of wealth with a sordid

himself, and with a certain position which may be good or bad—the 
introduction to the world given one by parents, school, friends. The 
value of these things may vary immensely. Some are fortunate in 
them and others unfortunate. 

Yapital frequently is badly used—utterly squandered. Thonsands 
seemed possessed with a species of demon of extravagance with re- 
gard to it. ; 

Health, ability, principles, character are the capital of the man 
or girl who has to start life on “nothing.” If you think they are 
“a poor lot,” remember that the lack of any one of them will ruin 
a man, though he starts with $10,000 in his pocket. They are power 
to be coined into money. 

“A good character is as money in the bank, and a bad one is 
a creditor that certainly will demand payment ef one,” said Samuel 
Smiles, “and will make one pay, too.” 

Reliability, industry, trustworthiness are things which the world 
is ready to pay for as qualities valuable to it, and every bit of repu- 
tation acquired with regard to them is personal capital, and is to be 
sought for by the poor man with nothing just as the rich man seeks 
a good mortgage or some other good investment. I do not say that 
they are to be sought for only for the cash attached to them, but 
their cash value is to be regarded by the possessor if he wants to 
make his way in the world. He will not th@w away his opportunity 
of obtaining the best recognition of them, and the best reward for 
them. Why should he? 

The cash value of health, of ability, and of principles is a good 
deal more widely recognized now than it used to be. Any one who 
neglects one of them quickly gets the cash, but I wish some young 
fellows who start with “nothing”’ would be a little wider awake to 
the value of associations. One can suffer from bad or useless asso- 
cilates for years without suspecting it, 
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rate, our energy and prosperity will be more fruitful and safe the 
more we add intelligence to them. Here, if anywhere, is an occasion 
for applying the words of the wise man: “If the iron be blunt, and 
a man do not whet the edge, then must he put forth more strength; 
but wisdom is profitable to direct.”’ , 

We are up te European conditions. There is no longer the un- 
occupied west to which the neweomers, the discontented, or the one 
who has failed can flee, as of old. The wedging in process has 
begun. We grow wise and improve our civilization by giving every 
person the training which will enable him to make a living, a better 
citizen, a more intelligent citizen than his competitor, in the manu- 
facturing industries of foreign countries. 

We have been “ pitehforked,” as it were, into an industrial era 
of great activity and of absolutely new conditions. The world has 
grown more in its industrial relations during the last fifty years than 
it grew during the 2,000 years preceding. These industrial enter- 
prises, everywhere, in every detail, are directed by scientific methods 
and controlled by the highest legal and administrative abilities. 

But how is it with the administration of our public school system? 

The word system as used here is a misnomer. There is no sys- 
tem in the administration of public instruction, except in the mode of 
levying the taxes to raise the funds with which to pay the leaders 
and in the method of distributing this fund among the several school 
districts. There system ends. Thus far we are blessed with a most 
liberal and wise provision for producing money for public instruction. 

Ninety per cent of the funds expended on the seventh, eighth, 


friend of not carrying out the square deal? 

For the consistent observance of the square deal a thousand given 
situations must present a thousand possibilities of interpretation and 
action—or inaction. For example it isn’t a wise thing always for one to 
let his sympathies go out in flood toward a man who is being thrashed 
by another man where the cause for the trouble is, unknown to the 
spectator. In the first place it is rather hard for one man to whip the 
man who is in the right of the controversy; and, as the second propo- 
sition, the mere square deal whipping administered to the average man 
isn’t such an evil to him or to society as to prompt your unreasoning, 
emotional interference. 

Rut what shall it avail if, in your conception of high social ideals 
and in your adherence to good citizenship and the sacredness of the 
ballot, you attempt a square deal government and yet deny your own 
square deal allegiance to it in the capacity of citizen ? 

There are times when the good citizen may be indignant at cer- 
tain community burdens that are put upon him. lL would not be a 
willing juror in a case where in some business arrangement and con- 
tract wholly selfish between two persons or corporations one or the 
other has defaulted and suit has been brought to decide the question 
of fact. If Jones wishes to take a big business risk in a selfish business 
deal with Smith without first taking me into his confidence and paying 
me for my possible advice, I have found it hard to see why I should 
be summoned and confined in jury service with eleven other men in 
order to settle this selfish business between two selfish men when one 
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It has been said, again and again, that women will forgive the 
men whom they love any crime which they believe to have been com- 
mitted solely for love of themselves. This is true only in part, since it 
depends upon the manner of woman, and also much upon the manner 
of crime. There are some women who never pardon the man who 
destroys the ideal which they have formed of him, who resent bitterly 
the fact that their love has been. won, as it were, upon false pre- 
tenses. who are enraged rather than grieved by the collapse of a broken 
idol, and who seldom, if ever, forgive either themselves or the man 
in whom they liave been mistaken. Fortunately for their own peace 
of mind. such women are slow to perceive the mistake, and cling to 
the shreds and tatters of their delusion with pitiful tenacity. 

For this eause it is essential that the man who wishes to keep 
his hold upon a woman’s heart shall do his utmost to live up to her 
ideal of him. Nor is this so hard as it may seem to be. Many a man 
who otherwise would have sat down content with a little success has 
gone far because he could not endure the thought of disappointment 
for the woman who believed in him. And when, as well may happen, 
her expectations are past his power to fulfill, her ideal too high for 
him to attain, he at least may let her down gently, so to speak, and so 
live that the ideal gradually alters to fit the man, while the: man, by 
striving. goes nearer the ideal, and thus, though there is disillusion- 
ment, there is no painful shock. Psychologists tell us that in each 
human being there are four personalities—viz.: First, John as he is 
known to himself; second, John as he is known to his friends; third, 
John as he is known to his enemies; and fourth, the real John, who is

New Lots Sell Fast. 

A case in point is the experience of W. D. 
Kerfoot & Co. with their new subdivision 
mear Morton Park. It was only placed on 
the market last week, but om the secogd day 
afterwards eleven lots«were-sold to Polés and 
Bohemians, who made no secret of the fact 
that they had withdrawn money from the 
savings bank to buy the lots. Other brokers 
report the same experience, and it is told of 
one women who, instead of making a small 
cash payment, as is the general rule on a 
$450- purchase. insisted on paying all 
cash, saying that she felt the money was 
safer in land than anyrwhere else. 

It is said also that nearly all of those who 
recently sold their properties along Austin 
avenue to the Northwestern road, and fora 
long price in most cases, deposited themoney 
in the-Stensland bank, and that the object 
lesson of having converted land into money 
only to lose practically ali of it has inffuenced 
mafiy others to seek realty inveetmenis for 
their money. 

At the same time it is clear that there 
are other causes operating to bring about 
this withdrawal of savings deposits for pur- 
poses of investment in land, The movement 
in New York has attained such proportions 
as to attract much attention, and is provok- 
ing much complaint from the-savings banks 
fim that city. 

Land Buying in New York. 

A recent number of the New York Herald 
has this to say on the subject: 

“Money was easier, but mortgage loans 

were hard to obtain, and builders and oper- 
ators were unable to discern any material 
change in the situation. 
’' *“*"Phoughtful consideration, of the money 
problem, as presented in persistent com- 
plaints from savings banks that too much 
money is being withdrawn for investment 
in réalty, has led to a widespread discus- 
sion of this eubject by persons interested in 
real estate transactions. - 

*In refutation of assertions made by offi- 
clal# of savings banks, the old argument is 
advanced that the greatest security of a 
nation or a community Hes in the numerical 
strength of its property holders. The greater 
the distribution of land among members of 
a ‘community the greater becomes the com- 
mon interest in the welfare of all. 

“It is pointed out that among the inhab- 
itants of European monarchical countries, 

practically all land is held under pri- 
mogeniture or other forms of entailment, the 
passion to possess land is an inherited desire, 
although almost hopeless of realization. Ip 
this country, it is contended, the desire should 

be stimulated and encouraged as a civic im- 

provement. 

Landowners Good Citizens. 

“An artisan. who owns his own home finds 
en inspiration to duty and good citizen- 
ship in devoting his life to the task of clear- 
ing his home of debt. The sense of pro- 
prietorship and responsibility leads him from 
prodigality to conservatism, and gives hima 
broader, more serious view of the responsi- 
bilities of life. 

“Many, if not most of those who buy lots 
and pay for them will ultimately build homes 
for themselves and their families. To ac- 
complish this many will have to fall back 
on the savings banks for assistance. This 
demand, it is argued, will afford the savings 
banks an outlet for their surplus funds 
cf the best possible character, and likewise 
make them as a house “founded upon a 
rock,’’ with the honor and the stability of a 
goodiy portion of the community seifishly 
refponsibie for their well being. 

“Por these reasons it is set forth the sav- 
ings banks should not deprecate the present 
general inclination to wiihdraw savings for 
investment in lands.”’ 

It probably is true that the general move- 
ment on the part of savings bank depositors 

toward land investments has not attained the 
proportions in Chicago that it has in New 
York, but such a movement has been in 
}rogress for some time, and as the result of 
recent events and the steadily improving 
character of the market it promises to re- 
ceive a decided impetus. 


District Which Was Active. 

While the trade in cheap lots and homes 
Was probably the main fustaining feature of 
the week's business, operations in Wabash 
ayenue and, to a less extent, Michigan ave- 

_ Rue made vp the spectacular feature of the 
week. Some Interesting deals along Wabash

Trade Gossip on ’Change. 


“With 50 per cent of the acreage of grain 
in the shock now and favorable weather pre- 
vailing, the farmers in the northwestern 
part of the state have reason to constitute 
the happiest bunch of people to be found 
anywhere,’’”. wired C. E. Lewis from Fargo, 
N. D. “ Deputy Marshal Stout returned yes- 
terday morning from that section, having 
visited Minot and other places. He reports 
at least half the’ grain cut. There is every 
indication that the yield will be far above the 
average. At the present time the farmers 
are too busy cutting the last half to stop to 
chuckle much, and it will not be till every 
sheaf has been cared for that they will stop 
for a short breathing spell, shake hands with 
themselves, and then start thrashing out the 
grain. Although the yield in many places 
in the valley will be satisfactory, the aver- 
age will be less than in the western and 
northern parts of the state.” 

Country acceptances of wheat were hight, 
due in part to lower bids being sent out. 
Offerings of corn from the country were 
slightly larger. Oats acceptances were 
larger. One house bidding to the country said 
it was selling more wheat than it is buying.

Bartlett-Frazier had the following from 
Kansas City: 

‘‘Corn through Kansas in a general way is 
in much better condition than last year. 
There has been plenty of rain and only the 
last few days, probably a week, that the state 
has been’ without rains. The corn crop 
throughout the state is practicaNy made. 
There are, of course, a few sections where 
there are some bad reports. Three or four 
counties in northern tier have been a little 
dry, and we wired you day or so ago that 
farmers there were holding back old corn on 
account of poor prospects. There are, per- 
haps, some high lands in the western part 
where corn does not show up the. way it does 
in the central part, but the whole state is 
ahead of last year.

The Aurora Road. has been the greatest 
money-maker of any electric project ever 
floated, making rich men out of some who 
had but nominal] fortunes at the outset. 

So great is the earning power of this road 
today thet it pays interest on securities 
amounting to more than ten millions dollars 
and is ome of the greatest railroad successes 
the world has ever known.

HOW PASSENGER TRAFFIC PAYS 
BETTER THAN FREIGHT. 


There is an absurd popular notion that no 
steam railroad makes any considerable pro- 
fit on its passenger traffic, but the new Chi- 
cago-New York Blectric Road will quickly 
prove that such is not the case, and that by 
special equipping for pasgsenger traffic it ean 
be made to pay far more than freight does. 
The reason passenger treffic on the great 
trunk-line steam roads yields no, profit to 
speak of is not because there is no money in 
the carrying of passengers but because the 
roads, having been conceived and built with 
no consideration for passenger requirements 
and with freight the beginning and end of 
the road’s commercial desires, the two classes 
of tonnage don't work well together. When 
a “‘fiyer’’ makes a sensational run under 
present railroad conditions, it often means 
that all freight trains for a distance of one 
hundred miles have to be run on to sidings or 
otherwise shifted out of the danger zone until 
the passenger train gets by. This means an 
almost incalculable loss, a loss that certainly 
does kill all the profit that would otherwise 
accrue. | 

Then again, the steam routes being freight 
routes first, last and all the time, have to go 
where the freight is, no matter how many 
serpemtine twists and turnedivert them from 
the pathway of directness. Passengers not 
only have to be hauled far and unnecessarily 
out of the way, but are shifted around curves. 
gullies and mountains that forever render an 
extremely high speed out of the question. 
The simple fact, therefore, is that passenger 
traffic will pay and pay well, even if never a 
pound of freight were carried, if the route 
were only a direct one and no delay of fifty- 
car freight trains, some of them with perish- 
able goods, was causéd by the high-speed 
trains. 

When a manufacturer ships freight under 
present conditions, a strange process ensues. 
Freight may go over half a dozen roads and 
many miles out of its way before it reaches 
ites destination. Most of the roads are mem- 
bers of great freight pools or trusis, which 
operate within certain ‘‘spheres of influence.” 
Business is divided up, the profits being pro- 
portioned out in accordance with a “factor” 
schedule and the freight going over which- 
ever ‘pool’ route the situation demands. 
W hen a load of freight starts from New 
York for Chicago, by way of, let us say, the 
“Erie,”’ no man can predict how many other 
routes than the Erie it will run over before it 
reaches the end of its journey, and'it matters 
not so long as it gets there—somehow—some 
time. But it DOES matter to passengers 
whether or not they have to tolerate such 
beating around the bush. When a passenger 
starts for a givem point he wants to get there 
DIRECTLY and, therefore, the passenger 
trains of existing roads pick their way 
through a sea of freight trains, cattlecars 
on a siding bere, fruit-cars on a “spur’’ 
there, all being delayed to the extent of 
hundreds of thousands of dollars. 

What a blessing, then, it will be when the 
new Chicago-New York Electric Air Line 
flaghes its cleam, luxurtous trains between 
Chicago and New York City, at the marvel- 
ous speed of seventy-five miles an hour. 
some of them meking no stops. If freight is 
ever carried it will be over exclusive freigbt 
tracks, ample space for which has been 
provided. The territory traversed by the 
new electric line is the most densely pop- 
ulated in the country, and the bulk of all 
the traffic, both freight and passenger, 
from Cleveland, Toledo, Detreit, Philadel- 
phia and other large cities, will ultimately 
be carried by this route. It has beem shown 
by the work of the “20th Century Fiver” 
of the New York Central that there are 
plenty of people willing to pay the fifty 
per cent extra charges required on this train: 
what, then, will be the patronage of a road 
that carries one from Chicago to New York 
City for $10. a figure that is about one-half 
the regular fare now charged? There can be 
no question that the Chicago-New York 
Electric Railroad will become the richest and 
most powerful business factor in this country. 
its workings being the basie of a new order 
of things industrial, and the foundation 
stone upon Which our economic well-being 
will rest. When thie great electric road gets 
into full working order the small shipper 
ean send his freight on a, basis of absolute 
equality with the big shipper. 


WONDERFULLY LEVEL ROUTE. 


It is almost beyond belief that so perfect a 
natural route for a railroad as that surveyed 
by the new Chicago-New York Electric Air 
Line coul? have stood al! these years and 
not hada railroad built upon it. Fora 
stretch of 150 milee in Ohlo there is a fall of 
only two feet to the mile. From Chicago to 
the Pennsylvaiia State line the grade does 
not exceed 16 feet per mile, and in the entire 
distance of 750 miles between Chicago and 
New York no grade on the route surveyed 
exceeds one per cent. No doubt the reader. 
who looks on the map and observes the 
snake-like windings of the existing trunk 
lines marvels as to why they ever were 
builé so crooked, but the reason becomes 
plain enough when it is realized that many 
of the cities from which these roads draw 
their industria! life~bloo@ were located on the 
great rivers which then constituted the only 


highways of transportation. 


None of the great roads of today were 
bullt with any idea of catering to through, 
direct-route passenger traffic from East to 
West, but were merely gatherers-in of local 
traffic from these river-bank Cities, with their 
alluring freight tonnage the main object 
sought. Thus it came about that the routes 
of all existing roads were crooked and ram- 
bling, taking the passenger to his destina- 
tion by routes that went round many a 
“Robin Hood's Barn.” It must be remem- 
bered, too, that it, is only within the last 
twenty-five years that the passenger traffic 
has reached gigantic proportions. When the 
steam roads were built the passenger was a 
matter of small consideration compared with 
freight, but today, with the increase of na- 
tional wealth and consequent increased ca- 
pacity for luxurious travel, the passenger 
traffic holds forth alluring prospects of profits 
to any new road that will equip itself for it 
and carry the traveler to the end of his 
journey by a direct line, high-speed route 
that takes no account of and doesn’t bother 
with freight on the same tracks. 

Passenger traffic, with its constant demand 
for higher speed has made the Chicago-New 
York Electric Air Line Railroad a reality; 
nevertheless, it is not intended that freight 
shall be overlooked. Freight will ultimately 
be handled on exclusive freight tracks and 
kept as distinct from the passenger traffic 
as if. two separate roads ran side by side. 
It stands to reason that it won't be so very 
long before the freight shippers will begin 
to think that such a direct. high-speed line 
is as good a thing for freight as for pas- 
sengers, an@ this, of course, will ultimately 
lead to spur tracks being run to the main 
line from more than twenty cities of over 
one hundred thousand inhabitants, and a 
practical absorption of the freight business 
from a territory with a population of about 
nine million. 

The main line runs so close to several large 
cities, such as Cleveland, Toledo, etc., and 
others are so near, that spur tracks of lees 
than 50 miles in length will connect them 
with the main line and even then get their 
freight to New York or Chicago several hours 
quicker than is now possible. That is what 
confronts the existing steam lines today. 
The plans for the new electric line con- 
template ample track space for freight as 
well as passenger traffic when the time 
conres to handle it. 

Such is the railroad situation; here is a 
direct route between Chicago and New York. 
the greatest traffic terminals the world has 
ever known. It is almost as level as a billiard 
table for more than half its length, and 
through its entire distance of 750 miles there 
is not a single mile in which there is a rise 
of more than 58 feet. How strange it seems 
that Seale te railroad has appropriated this 
amazingly valuable piece of property. The

that no matter of expe- 
diency shall cause them 

to build with only today 
inwiew and to forget to- 
morrow. Many a minor 
curve or grade might be 
left untouched and hun- 
dreds of thousands of 
dollars saved in original 
cost, but they must and 
will be straightened out 
and leveled down. Every 
curve and grade that is 
left in a roadway to save 
construction cost consti- 
tutes a permenent drag 
on the operating cost of 
all time, an expense that 
exceeds what it would , 
have cost to do the 
thing right in the first ag 
place by a thousand 
fold. The construction- 
ists of the new electric road are pursuing no 
makeshift policy. If a curve or grade exists 
and ought to be removed it will be removed. 
Wherever the new electric line crosses a 
steam road, it will go over or under It. 

The roadbed will be the most solidly built 
of any in the world, the high speed of the 
trains necessitating new calculations on this 
score. It will be “‘ballasted’’ with crushed 
granite throughout; its entire length, and 100 
lb. steel rails will be used, 

Power houses will be fifty miles apart and 
will keep a “third rail’ constantly charged 
with 5.006 electrical horse power. Every part 
of the machinery will be in duplicate, so that 
no breakdown can possible affect the run- 
ning of the high-epeed trains. 

Some of these power houses are located 
near coal mines, the screenings of which can 
be had at such a low price that the total cost 
for power will be greatly reduced thereby. 
It is even contemplated to use some of the 
sulphur-laden coal of Michigan, a coal that 
selis at a very low figure because its sulphur 
destroys ordinary boilers. This coal can 
readily be burned under bollers of special 
construction and produces power at a cosi 
way below that of power derived from the 
ordinary steam locomotive. Power derived 
from coal through correct burning under a 
locomotive boiler compares with power pro- 
duced from a central station and through 
electric motors as 3 is to 8, and in favor of 
electricity. 

When it comes to safety, electric power is 
s0 superior to steam that there is hardly any 
comparison at all. The danger from fire is 
insignificant, the danger from explosion elim- 
inated, and the danger from breakdowns due 
to crystallization practically done away with. 
It is well known that a constant thumping on 
any kind of metal tends to make it crystal- 


As we have said, nothing can stop the 
building of this road. Of course, if its pro- 
jectors were compelled to build it unaided 
by a popular stock subscription, it would 
take much longer than otherwise, and as the 
road will earn thousands upon thousands of 
dollars more every day its completion is 
hastened, it hag been planned to meke it a 
people's road in every sense. 

The road will undoubtedly commence earn- 
ing money within one year from date, and 
will do it by opening up and operating the 
first section, a stretch of track about one 
hundred miles long, and ending at Goshen, 
Ind. This section rune through a region 
culiarly rich in traffic possibilities. unning 
through the towns of Whiting, Hammond, 
Tolleston, Hobart, Chesterton, Gary, New 
Carlisle, Laporte, South Bend, Elkhart, 
Goshen and many others, it serves a popu- 
lation of 190,000. 

It has been shown that electric service 
through a region of this character yields a 
gross treffic income of from §10 to §17,50 per 
capita of the population. Bven at the lower 
estimate of $10 per capita, the gross profits 
figure up to one million nine hundred thou- 
sand dollars. Our operating expenses will 
not exceed 50 per cent of the gross receipts, 
and this would leave net earnings of nine 
hundred and fifty thousand dollars (950,000) 
on a section of road only one hundred miles 
long. This would enable the road to pay 
dividends of about 13 per cent.on the money 
invested. These figures are startling, of 
course, but are based on facts and what has 
been done by other electric roads. 

It is a matter of statistics that the operat- 
ing expenses of the Aurora road were only 
56 per cent of the gross receipts.

Orange Wood Sticks and Emery Boards Needed. 


; A bunch of orange wood sticks, cut in different 
shapes, pointed, curved, flat, wedge shaped and blunt, 
should Be of the shelf and there should be a set of 
emery boards, fine and coarse. These are narrow and 
are not more than three inches long. They are to be 
used for the daily filing of the nails. 

She will need a cleaner of silver or steel, blunt 
with dull edges, and a pair of pincers and another pair 
of coarser clippers. 

These instruments should be Kept perfectly clean 
and they should lie, nicely polished, upon the lower 
glass shelf, and with them there should be a chamois 
polisher lying in its trough and another polisher, 
which is for pumice stone. It also is a good thing to 
have a big nail polisher to give the last touch ‘to the 
nails. 

The fashionable nail just now is the brilliantly 
polished nail, so glossy that you can see your face in 
it. It is long and is cut td fit the shape of the finger. 
If the finger is long and pointed, the nail is cut long and 
pointed, but if the finger is round and heavy at the end 
the nail is round, so 
as to foLow the shape 
of the finger. 

“We match the

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every day of your life, year after year, or the flesh cer- 
tainly will creep up and cover the moons again. 

When you push down the flesh, be sure that it has 
been softened by holding it in a softening bath. Seak 
the fingers for two or three minutes in a basin of 
water, in which there is a little borax and a pinch of 
bran and a tiny bit of soap. Never use a sharp instru- 
ment for pushing down the flesh at the base of the 
nails. It will injure the nail and make white spots. 
White spots, by the way, simply are scars, and if you 
make these scars on the nail, 
hands are disfigured—at least until the spots go off, 
which takes a long time. It takes about a month for 
the nail to renew itself.

Business Woman Wears a Short, Blunt Nail. 


When you shape your nails, be sure to follow the 
Take your emery board, while the 
nails are soft, and run it around the end of the finger. 
This will give you a good idea of the shape your nails 
ought to be. You can then modify the shape a little 
so that it is pretty. Perhaps you want the finger to 
look a little more tapering, and, in that case, you will 
make the nail just a trifie longer and more pointed. 
The business woman wears a short, blunt nail. This is 
required by her work. And she would do well to keep 
her nails all the same length or they will look ragged. 

The society woman wears a long, sharp, pointed 
nail, which she should keep exact. The domestic wom- 
an wears her nails rounding and, as a rule, is too care- 
less as to their shape and regularity. 

Then there is the esthetic nail, which is the nail 
worn by actresses. It is long, brilliant, and pointed. 
It is impracticable for home use, as it extends so far 
beyond th@top_of the finger that it would Break were 
one_to wor is nall is the most beautiful nail there 
is. It is the picture nail. 
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Nails that break can be treated so that they will 
keep their texture. Each night they should have a 
little glycerin and rose water rubbed into them: the 
proportion is about half and half. If glycerin does 
not agree with the skin, the nail can be treated with 
vaseline and almond oil, half and half, which can be 
massaged into the cuticle. This surely will strengthen 
the nail and keep it from cracking.

Nails Can Be Tinted by Massage. 


If the nails are too pale they can be tinted by 
massage. If they are massaged eyery night from the 
tip to the base, they will, in a short time, begin to be 
rosy. If one wants to color the nails, wne can uge 
benzoim and alcohol, colored by a drop of red colering 
substance, which the druggist will add. This makes 
the nail pink and glossy at the same time. But it is 
better in the long run to do the work by massage. 
Natls that are thick and rough can be smoothed by 
using the finest of pumice. 

A plentiful supply of unguents and jotions§ is re- 
quired by.the woman who is going to be her own mani- 
cure. Here are a few of the things suggested by a 
French manicure: 

A bottle of white vaseline and almond oil, half und 
half; a bottle of glycerin and rose water, In the same 
proportion. 

A vial of polish in which there is a tiny brush 
by which the polish is applied to the nails. 

A jar of lanoline and settee for bleaching the 
hands and arms. 

A bottle of alcohol for taking stains off the fingers. 

A cut lemon or, if this is inconvenient, a bottle 
of clear lemon juice, also to be used for stams. And 
it is a good thing to have a pumice stone’ and two 
or three acids for taking off the spots which come upon 
the hands in mysterious ways.

All the classical authors and philosophers who have 
treated the subject declare, with Hermes Trismegistus, 
that the seven “rectors,’’ the.planets, including the sun, 
were the associates or the coworkers of the unknown 
all commissioned to contain the cosmos, our planet 
world, within seven circles. Plutarch shows them repre- 
senting -the “circle of the seven worlds.” And Denys 
of Tracia and the learned Clemens of Alexandria both 
tlescribe the rectors as being shown in the BDgyptian 
temples in the shape of mysterious wheels or spheres 
always in motion, which made the initiates affirm that 
the problems of perpetual motion had been solved by the 
celestial wheels in the Initiation Adyta. This doctrine 
of Hermes was that of Pythagoras‘and of Orpheus before 
him. It is called by Proclus the “ god given doctrine.” 
In explaining Egyptian cosmology Hermes writes: “ Lis- 
ten, O my son, the power has also formed. seven agents 
who contain within their circles the material world and 
whose action is called destiny. The heaven was visible 
in seven circles, amd the planets appeared with all their 
signs in star form, and the stars were divided and num- 
bered with the rulers that were in them, and their re- 
volving course, through the agency of the divine spirit.” 
Here spirit denotes the collective deity manifested 
through the seven spirits of the presence, as the church 
has it, of whom Thomas Aquinas says that “God never 
works but through: them.’ 
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Kabiri Are the Highest Planetary Spirits. 

These seven rulers were the Kabiri gods of 
ancients. The Kabiri were worshiped at Hebron, 
city of the Anakim, or anakas, princes, kings. They are 
the highest planetary spirits, the greatest gods and the 
most powerful. The teraphim, through which the He- 
brews consulted the oracles of the Urim and Thummim, 
were the symbolical hieroglyphics of the Kabiri. The 
mysteries of the Katbiri at Hebron, Jewish and pagan, 
were presided over by the seven planetary gods, among 
the rest by Jupiter and Saturn, whose father was the 
sun, referred to as their elder brother. They danced 
around him the sacred circular dance, the symbol of 
rotation of the planets around the sun. 

The Shakers de:.ce the circle dance to this day when 
turning round for the Holy Ghost to move them. In 
India it is Nara-yana, who is the mover on the waters, 
and Nara-yana is Vishnu in his secondary form, in whose 
honor the circle dance still is enacted by the natch 
girls, he being the sun god and they the planets. 
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The seven branched candlestick, or chandelier, men- 
tioned in Revelation is thus interpreted by Clemens 
of Alexandria: “By these various symbols connected 
with sidereal phenomena the totality of all the creatures 
which bind heaVen with earth are figured.” The chande- 
lier represented the motion of the seven luminaries, de- 
scribing their astral revolution. To the right and the 
left of the candelabrum projected the six branches, each 
of which had its lamp, because the sun placed as a can- 
delabrum in the middle of the other planets distributes 
light to them. As to the cherubs having twelve wings 
between the two they represent to us the sensuous 
world in the twelve zodiacal signs. 


Familiar is the Orphic verse: “It is Zeus, it is Adas, 
it is the «Sun, it .is Bacchus,” these names having all 
been synonymous for classic poets and writers Thus 


for Democritus Deity is but a soul in an orbicular fire, 
ani that fire is the sun. For lamblichus the sun was 
the “image of divine intelligence "’; for Plato, “an im- 
mortal living being.” Hence the oracle of Claros when 
asked to say who was the Jehovah of the Jews answered, 
“It is the sun.” Psalm xix., 4, says: “In the sun hath 
he placed a tabernacle for himself; this going forth is 
from the end of the heaven, and his circutt ‘unto the 
ends of it, and there is nothing hid from the heat there- 
of.”” The Vulgate and the Septuagint translations of 
the bible both give the correct text of the original, say- 
ing, “In the sun he has established his abode,’’ while 
the Vulgate regards the heat as coming direct from God 
and not from the sun alone, since it is God who issues 
forth from and dwells in the sun and performs the 
circuit. St. Justin said that “God has permitted us to 
worship the sun.”

Many Nations Have Worshiped Spirit of the Sun. 


‘Every one who has any idea of*the ancient Egyp- 
esoteric faith,’’ said Mme. Blavatsky, “is quite 
aware that for the multitudes Osiris was the sun in 
heaven, the heavenly king, that by the Greeks the sun 
wes called’the eye of Jupiter, as for the modern ortho- 
dox Parsi he is the eye of Ormuzd, that the sun more- 
over was addressed as the All-seeing God, as the God- 
savior, and the saving God.” In am ancient papyrus it 
is written, “Glory to thee, O Sun, divine child! Thy 
rays carry life to the pure and to those ready.” Plato 
says, “Know then, Glaucus, that when I speak of the 
production of good, it is the Sun I mean. The Son has a 
perfect analogy with his Father.” Eusebius, repeating 
the words of Philo, calls the sun the chief angel, the 
most ancient, adding that the archangel is Christ. Since 
the word sol, sun, is derived from solus, the one or he 
alone, and its Greek name Helios means the most high, 
this emblem is understood. 

The Teraphim of Abram’'s father Terah, the maker 
of images, and the Kabiri gods are connected directly 
with Sabean worship. One of the names of the Jewish 
Jehovah, Sabaoth, or the Lord of Hosts, ‘belongs to the 
Chaliean Sabeans, and has for its root the word Tsab, 
meaning a car, a ship, and an army; sabaoth thus means

literally the army of the ship, the crew, or a naval host, 
the sky being metaphorically referred to as the upper 
ocean in the secret doctrine. Facour explains that such 
words as the celestial armies or hosts of heaven signify 
not only the totality of the heavenly constellations, but 
also the souls of the constellations, the potencies that 
maintain and guide the planets in their order and pro- 
cession.

Minor Gods Reside in Sun and Planets. 

This did not mean worshiping the stars and the sun, 
but revering the Great Beings that inhabit them. It 
was not the planets in their material bodies that were 
meant, but their regents or souls. It is argued that if 
the prayer, “Our Father in heaven,” is not an idolatrous 
invocation, then our Father in Mercury or Our Lady in 
Venus, Queen of Heaven, étc., is no more so. For it is 
the same thing precisely, the name making no difference 
in the act. The wonds, “in heaven,” used in the prayers 
cannot mean anything abstract. A dwelling, whether 
of gods, angels, or saints, necessarily must mean a lo- 
cality, some defined spot in that heaven: hence it is im- 
material for purposes of worship whether that spot be 
considered as heaven in general, meaning nowhere ip 
particular, or in the sun, moon, or Jupiter. The ancients 
never have mistaken stars for gods or angels and the 
sun for the highest gods and God, but have worshiped 
only the Spirit of all, and have reverenced the minor 
gods supposed to reside in the sun and planets. 

The hosts of angels, cherubs, and planetary arch- 
angels are identical with the minor gods of the pagans. 
“As to their great gods, ‘Mars has been shown to have 
been regarded by the latter simply as the personified 
strength of the one highest impersonal Deity, Mercury 
being personified as its omniscience. Jnniter as its om- 
nipotency, and so on.”

Pagan Superstitions Survive Under Changed Forms. 

The superstition of the pagans indeed has become 
the religion of the masses of civilized nations. For 
with the latter Jehovah is the synthesis of the seven 
Elohim, the eternal center of all those attributes and 
forces. And jf with them Mars now is called St. Michael, 
the strength of God; Mercury, Gabriel, the omniscience 
and fortitude of the Lord, and Raphael,*the blessing or 
healing power of the Lord, this simply’ is a change of 
names, the characters behind the masks remaining the 
same, : 

In the Jewish Kabbalah it is written that 
Baoth, or Jehovah, produces from himself seven 
gods, stellar spirits. .They are all in his own image, 
the spirits of the face, and the reflections one of the 
other, who become darker and more material as they 
successively recede from their originator. They also 
inhabit seven regions disposed like a stair. for its steps 
mount and descend the scale of spirit and matter. With 
pagans and Christians, with Hindoos and Chaldéans, with 
sreeks, with Roman Catholics, the texts varying slight- 
ly In their interpretation, they all were the genii of the 
seven planets, and of the seven planetary spheres of our 
septenary chain of which our earth is the lowest. This 
connects the stellar spirits with the planetary angels 
and the Saptarshis, the Seven Rishis of the stars, of 
the Hindoo, as subordinate angels, or messengers, to 
thes» Rishis, their emanations. on the descending scale.

The Seven Appear in All the Mysteries. 

The seven are described in an ancient writing as “ hav- 
ing efficacious eyes, great, helpful, imperishable, and 
pure, which are all seven of like mind, like speech, all 
seven doing alike.”’ 

Bohme, the prince of medieval seers, says “the 
Creator hath in the body of this world generated 
himself, as it were, creaturely in his qualifying or foun- 
tain spirits, and all the stars are God’s powers, and the 
whole body of the world consisteth in the seven qualify- 
ing or fountain spirits.” 

All this helps to show the origin of certain rites 
in the church inexplicable hitherto to the simple minded, 
and will give reason why such words as “our Lerd the 
Sun,”’ were used in prayer by Christians up to the fifth 
and even sixth century of our era, and embodied in the 
Liturgy until altered into Our Lord the God. Let us 
remember that the early Christians painted Christ on the 
walls of thelr subterranean necropolis as a shepherd 
In the guise of and invested with all the attributes of 
Apollo driving away the wolf Hermes, who seeks to de- 
vour the sun and his satellites.

{Hardest Work Is Required 


lof Mechanical Draftsman. 
By F. D. 


It is to him that every moment of 


HE mechanical draftsman is the hard- 
est working man that bends above & 


drawing board, and his knowledge 
must be encyclopedic in scope and 
thoroughness. He must be a mathe 
maticlan, a chemist, a civil engineer, an 
electrical expert, a metallurgist, and a ma- 
hinigt as well as a draftsman. His work is 
technical and particular as to be brain 
acking. It takes years to learn the pro- 
on. 
In a well appointed drafting room the work 
ually is handled by three classes of men— 
esighers, detailers, and tracers—and there 
re many varieties of each class.

While ft woukd be madness to say that the 
young men who constantly keeps his 
weather eye open for something better was a 
fool, this epithet is to be applied, and em- 
phatically, to the man who neglects his 
work because he has prospects of something 
better somewhere else. He is doomed to 
failure in 90 cases out of 100. It is the pres- 
ent that counts in the business world. It is 
the man who counts, not the house he is 
with or the work he does. The big oppor- 
tunities run about equal in all houses; the 
difference hardly is enough to make it worth 
@ man’s time to change. A good man willat- 
tract attention and win his way anywhere; 
@ poor man nowhere. And one of the first 
and longest steps towards becoming a poor 
man is to begin to “ wait for a better chance.” 

“Do it now ” and wherever you happen te 
be. The chances are that the other place 
isn’t enough better than your present one to 
make any material difference to you.

of making it consistent with the requirements 
of the machine. 

Simplicity must not be lost sight of and 
the number of parts reduced to a minimum. 

For example, in the original twine binder 
the knot tying device had about sixty pieces. 
This has been reduced to six, and the rela- 
tive cost of the two is obvious. Corrosive 
action of gases, electrolysis, etc., must be 
taken care of outside the legitimate wear 
of the machine. Machines must not be so 
large that box or flat cars cannot accommo- 
date them, and in some cases elevator ac- 
commodations have to be taken into account. 
Some rare cases have happened where ma- 
chine parts had to be transported by pack 
mule, single file, and the limits sometimes are 
confined to vest pockets or even whip handles. 
Textile machinery has to be made with “ oil- 
less’ bearings, notwithstanding that they 
run at a high rate of speed. Locality must 
not be lost sight of, a dynamo having an 
armature or a machine with a large flywheel 
could not be placed on board ships the gyro- 
statio ection would cripple it. 

The automobile is a good illustration of 
@ machine requiring an all around designer. 
Hie should know gas engines in all of their 
details, radiation which involves thermody- 
namics, chemistry to understand the com- 
bustion. Electrically he must know induo- 
tion colls, insulation, volt meters, and arma- 
tures, dry and storage batteries. Theory 
and practice of lubrication he must know and 
he should be an expert on gearing, linkage, 
and strength of materials, carriage body 
building and mounting, acoustics, and the- 
ory of sound, acetylene gas, pheumatics, and 
a hundred and one other things which prac- 
tice alone will teach him. 
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Every Machine Is a Compromise. 

Any machine is @ compromise at best, but in 
good design these compromises are 60 evenly 
balanced, proportioned, and harmonized or 
interwoven that the appearance and opera- 
tion are good and the “ piace where he 
crawled out” cannot be located. 

Sometimes a machine must be made “ fool 
proof,” again “ water proof,” and “ mouse 
proof” in the case of piano players, and in 
small electrical work “ bug proof.” It will 
be seen the designer has his troubles. 

The detailer who takes the assembly draw- 
ing or sketches frém the designer, drafts 
each piece, dimensions it, puts in finish 
marks, looks out for draft on castings so 
the patterns will come out of the sand in the 
foundry, and make any suggestions he sees 
fit to the designer for his consideration. 

He, too, should know shop and shop prac- 
tice. Some excellent detailers have come from 
the shop itself and by teking a course in 
drafting while wor have perfected them- 
selves for this work. . The tracer merely 
traces in the assembly and detail drawings 
on tracing cloth, from which the blue prints 
are made. Some shops have @ special man 
who letters and puts drawing numbers on 
their tracings. Good lettering can be learned 
easily and just as easily unlearned unless 
you have constant practice.

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Look Out for Short Weights; 


All Merchants Not Honest. 


O have and to hold the highest 
opinion of your fellow man, 
don't take the position of an in- 
spéctor im the weights and measures 

, department of the city government. 
Looking at so much of thé big graft that 
comes to public notice, the average reader of 
the newspapers loses sight of the petty graft 
which his grocer, market man, milkman, 
and iceman of years’ acquaintance are likely 
to be measuring and weighing up against 
him. 

The inspector of weights and measures has 
no regard for the location, size, and impor- 
tance of any grocery, market, or retail es- 
tablishment of any kind where values are 
measured to the patrons. He knows there 
@re houses where these petty grafts never 
have been found. But, on the other hand, 
he has found them in so many places where 
he hasn't expected them that in approaching 
any establishment of the kind he has the 
“show me” spirit of the Missourian. 

Perhaps the greatest inducement for the 
dealer to attempt these petty thefts through 
scales and measutes lies in the fact that 
the general public is so ignorant of both and 
£0 careless in Observation. The attitude of 
the public is about that of the old woman 
who announced with such decision and hon- 
est belief, “A pint’s a pound the world 
round,” 


* 
Cheat Their Customers Unwittingly. 


Some dealers are cheating their customers 
unwittingly, though this type is few in num- 
bers. Others have been found in retail busi- 
nesses who have been cheating themselves, 
but these are far, far fewer. The bureau of 
weights and measures was founded in the be- 
lief that most merchants will bear watching, 
and experience is adding to that belfef. 

Some mistakes have been made by a few 
“green” grocers in measuring in liquid 
quart measures a merchandise which should 
be sold only in the dry measure quart. But 
many another grocer has done this measur- 
ing when he knew better, yet trusting to the 
possibility that his customer would not know 
the difference. The difference between a 
bushel of beana, measured in the iquid meas- 
ure instead of the dry measure is about four 
quarts of dry measure. 

It is in the measure itself that most of the 
cheating is effected by the grocer and market 
man. When the city sealer has righted a 
scale the customer who looks at the dial 
before and after weighing hae a chance to 
take exceptions to what he sees. But in the 
ary measuring of many things the difference 
between the rules of measuring one thing 
and another thing may mean gross swindling 
of the customer. 


Peck Measure Should Be Heaped, 


For example, when a peck measure has 
been inspected and stamped on the bottom 
as correct, the grocer in the next five minutes 
may ewindle his patron. Take the item of 
potatoes, or dry onions, or apples, or tur- 
nips. Im this correct peck measure the rule 
of measuring calls for heaping the vegetables 
into a cone on top. When beans, or cramber- 
ries, or shelled grain of any kind is measured 
the level “ struck ” measure is allright. But 
to the uminitiated and careless the grocer 
may measure potatoes according to the 
bean meagure, and as the measure has the 
stamp of the department on it there isno way 
in which to reach the rascal. 

But the stamp on the bottom of the peck, 
half bushel, and bushel measures may be no 
assurance to the customer that he is getting 
all that he is paying for, even if he watches 
the measuring according to the city hall 
Hoyle. The time was when the department 
only had to watch the bottoms of the doubt- 
ful measures. Once the trick was to leave 
the original bottom, with the inspector's 
stamp showing on it, and then to insert a 
false bottom anywhere from one inch thick 
to the limit of risk. 

The latest trick is to remove the nails hold- 
ing the stamped bottom in place and take the 
bottom out. Then the nails holding the over~ 
lapping bent rim of the measure are removed 
and the bent sheet of wood further lapped 
over until the diameter of the half bushel 
measure is decreased by two inches at least. 
Then the wood bottom is cut downall around 
until it fits closely in natural manner. The 
height of the measure hag not been affected

at all, and the @ifference in diameter is not since he hae

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Two Quarts Shy in Half Bushel. 

Yet in such a half bushe) measure the dif- 
ference between the 9 9-16 inches diameter 
of the correct measure and the limit of 7% 
inches which has come to department ‘notice 
ie neanly two dry quarts. This decreasing 
the diameter of the measure is the easicst 
and most effective of all the swindling 
echemes for the reason that with the least 
noticeable change in the appearance of the 
measure the crooked) merchant gets the 
greatest possible rakeoff from his patron. 

There are two kinds of scale in use in the 
markets. One is the old dial scale, over 
which a steel pointer swings like the exag- 
gerated hand of aciock. The other scale of 
newer design shows the weight of an article 
through a glass covered slit in the drum. 
These scales are regulated by set screws 
which take up the gradual weakening of the 
epring. Still another scale in use in some 
businesses is a hanging bar, notched after 
the manner of the platform scale and regu- 
lated by a metal poise behind the central 
hanger. 
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Tea Man Gave Overweight, 
One of the oddest of experiences which ever 


came to me was that involving a tea met-: 


chant who made a specialty of fine teas in a 
good neighborhood. These teas were sold 
from one of those hanging scale of the stee)- 
yards type. The merchant had discovered 
that the scales were out of order, and in- 
stead of notifying *the bureau of the fact 
he decided to fix them himeelif. 

He discovered that the scales were out of 
balance. To get them into balance again he 
saw that he needed to do something to the 
poise weight. When he had added some lead 
to satisfy bimselZ he went on weighing out 
teas at 40 cents to$4a pound . 

One day I went into the store and discov- 
ered that gomé one had been tampering with 
the poise. I asked the dealer about it, and 
he told me frankly that several weeks be- 
fore he haé discovered the scales out of bai- 
ance and had tried to right them. 

“You did a good job for your customers,” 
I said, laughing at him. 

He had been surly when I went in, but 
when I began to laugh at him he was all at- 
tention ima minute. Ll showed him that for 
every pound he had weighed out to customers 
according to the scale, a full . seventeen 
ounces had gone out of the shop. And the 
condition of the poise was that the more he 


weighed out at once, the greater 
the proportion of overweight. He 
almost died at the thought, and ever 
an inspecor has 


walked into his shop. . 
e 
Epstein Also Was Pinched. 

Perhaps the funniest experience connected 
with the office occurred some time ago when 
@ man wae arrested for having a two-ounce 
nut fastened to each of two spring scales. He 
wanted. to be taken to the station from Mor 
gan street by the alley route, but we led him 
out at the front. When he wes looked up 
downstairs he pleaded for us to notify a 
friend of his owning a grocery and market 
just a few doors from his store Epstein 
would bail him out if he knew, he said. 

As we went back toward the elevated sta- 
tion we stopped in at Epetein’s, and while 
one of us told Epstein of Waller’s troubles 
the others took a look at Epstein’s two 
scales. One of these was set up two ounces 
short and the other went ft one ounce bet- 
ter. Epstein was removing his apron to go 
to the rescue of Waller, friend though busi- 
ness competitor, when we tackled him as «@ 
cellmate for his friend. Waller was over- 
joyed when he saw Epstein coming down the 
cell corridors, but broke down when told that 
his friend was arrested on the same charge, 
going him one ounce betternon one of the 
scales. They were fined $25 each the next 
morning. 
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Milk Bottles Are Peculiar. 

In times past gross abuses have been un- 
covered in the use of bottles that were far 
short of a quart. For several years this 
abuse was more or less possible by the tricky 
milkman. Under the new ordinances, how- 
ever, there is a direct and easy way to pun- 
ishment for the man selling short measures 
of milk. As these bottles are blown there 
is a slight range over and under measure 
that must be tolerated. But no bottle must 
be short more than one gill unless the milk 
dealer ts ready for a defense in court. 

Perhaps the greatest of all offenders 
against weight and measures are the Greek 
peddlers that are in every néighborhood. It 
almost is a certainty that the average ped- 
dler, and especially the Greek hawker, has 
short measures and light scales. The de- 
partment has been told that among the 
Greeks is an organization for protection of 
those caught. Under this order when an 
individual is caught and fined the organiza- 
tion ie said to pay out of a general fund the 
amount of the individual’s fine and costs. 
In this way the chances of light scales and 
slim measures might be taken with impunity, 
almost. The story has not been confirmed, 
but the department is trying to have heavier 
penalties attaching to the offense hereafter. 
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Great Men 


RE never has been a great man who 
has not chosen an ideal for his inspira- 
tion to greatness. No great accom- 
plishment can be gained without in- 
epiration any more than a beautiful pic- 

ture or handsome piece of statuary can be 
created without a worthy model. 

if we study the lives of successful men we 
find this statement to be true. Two great 
men—Marshall Field and William Rainey 
Harper—recently have passed away, but their 
influence will be felt for a long time because 
their work was built up through lofty inspi- 
rations. It may seem a great stride from an 
apprentice boy in a Conway dry goods shop 
to the owner of the world’s greatest dry 
goods store; still Marshall Field accomplish- 
ed this in less than a quarter of a century, 
because he selected the golden rule as the 
foundation: “ Do unto others as you would 
that they should do unto you.” He trans- 
lated this in business terms to give honest 
representation of goods, to offer the best 
goods for the least money, and because of 
this he found that in his business oncea pa- 
tron always a patron. 

Though William Rainey Harper’s life work 
lay along.a different line hie undertakings 
were no less strenuous and his accomplish- 
ments no less wonderful and more to be ad- 
mired, for in less than fifteen years President 
Harper raised more than $20,000,000 and he 
reared from the marshes of the western me 
tropolis a menument to education never to 
Gecay. Better still, he organized a student 
body of 1,400, he sacrificed his health and life 
to accomplish this end—to organize a uni- 
versity for the west. 
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Followed an Ideal from the First. 

He accomplished this not alone by strug- 
gle and work, but by an ideal which inspired 
him from the start. The chart found in one 
of the rooms of Haskell museum telis the 
whole story of his ambition. It shows what 
the university should be in its completion, 
and, though this idea grew and had to be 
changed, it was impelled by the idea} Presi- 
dent Harper held. He explained repeatedly 
to the student body and to strangers visit- 
ing the institution that his idea of a uni- 
versity waa not far from Ezra Cornell's say- 
ing: “I would found an institution to which 
any one may come and learn anything.” 

A man wae visiting Wanamaker’s store in 
Philadelphia the other day, and after finish- 
ing he went to Mr. Wanamakerandsaid: “I 
now understand why you are such a success- 
ful merchant. I have been noticing you as 
you visited some of the departments, and 
you showed the same enthbusiagm in your 
work that a young college boy does in wit- 
nessing an exciting football game. Your face 
was alert and your expression intense as you 
suggested to one clerk and approved ofa cem 
tain line of work to another,” 

Mr. Wanamaker was sil¢nt fore few min- 
utes and then answered; “I can’t imagine 
@ man anything but enthusiastic in his work 
any more than I can imagine a musician 
giving a concert without being wrought up 
to his best. You see that motto 
over my desk? I make a point of réading it 
et least once a day, sometimes oftener. 
Nothing else is as contagious as enthusiasm, 
It is the real allegory of the lute of Orpheus, 
it moves stones, it charms brutes. EXnthusi- 
eam is the gentus of sincerity, and truth ac- 
complishes no-victory without it.”

TIME honored business has passed. 
It is that of the saddler and the har- 
ness maker. It has been swallowed 
by the hardware men, from bridle to 
breeching. 

It used to be that farmers and teamsters 
had their harness made to order; a harness 
was fitted to the horse just as a man is meas- 
ured for a suit of/clothes. The business and 
the trade of a saddier was a lucrative one. 
Almost every small town had a harness 
making shop, but hundreds have passed out 
of existence. 

There are fewer saddles than formerly; 
but what are being used are made in the big 
factories. A saddler seldom if ever is called 
upon to make one. The most that a harness 
maker works at his trade is to mend old har- 
ness; if he handles a stock he buys it from 
the manufacturer ready made. 

But in late years the hardware dealers have 
taken te handling harness, and in hundreds 
of instances the saddier has been crowded

ce caren 


out entirely. Some of the saddlers refused 
to surrender to the hardware men. They 
threatened to get back at the store men by 
selling buggies, which also is a part of the 
trade of the hardware men. The result was 
that there was a sort of agreement in many 
towns that if the hardware sellers would let 
harness and saddles alone, the well estab- 
lished saddilers would not sell buggies. _Hun- 
dreds of agreements of this’ kind today are 
being kept, for all that the saddiler has left 
is the handling of the goods that factories 
in the larger cities make. Some of these 
manufacturers refuse to sell their goods to 
hardware merchants. 

The department and mail order houses of 
Chicago also handle harness, which has 
helped to put the man who served an appren- 
ticeship learning the trade out of the busi- 
ness. In some of the larger country towns 
the saddler and harness maker is using ma- 
chinery in an effort to hold on to his 
trade.

The furnace 
stoker, in a temperature of 125 degrees of 
artificial heat three levels below the side- 
walk, may have a snap when his condition 
is compared with that of the summer resort 
man in a temperature of 04, wrestling with 
a stubborn tle and a wilting choker collar. 

No matter what the condition of summer 
weather in the streets the great steam boiler 
piante In the downtown skyscrapers must 
be kept going. There must be water for the 
building’s tenants, perhaps to the top of the 
reservoir on the roof of the twenty-four 
story building. Also the elevators must be 
run steadily, probably by water pressure. 
Hydraulic lifts may need to be operated in 
the handling of materials inside the building: 
The same steam plant indeed may run the 
dynamo which supplies a private system of 
lighting for the building. 
*Because of these needs it becomes neces- 
sary for the furnace stoker to line up at the 
furnace doors, twenty to thirty feet below 
the city sidewalk, and there, in a blazing 
temperature of perhaps 140 degrees, shovel 
and stoke and sveat in a heat that only the 
initiated can stand for more than a few 
minutes.

gestive of overshoes than of Rubber Made 
Christmas kisses. Prof.War- from the 
burg points out that while istletoe 
the fruits of plants now used M 
as sources of rubber contain either no caout- 
chouc or a quantity so emall as not to be 
worth extracting, the case is different with 
certain parasitic plants, the caoutchouc mis- 
tletoes, which were discovered in Venezuela 
three years ago. ‘The fruite of these plants 
contain caoutchouc as a milky juice nut in 
the form of a cohering solid envelope which 
surrounds the seeds. In some of the species 
the caoutchouc amounts to one-fifth of the 
weight of the dried fruit. The layer of 
eaoutchouc is similar to the layer of viscin 
which surrounds the seed of the common 
mistietoe, and is produced by local chem- 
jeoal changes in. the cell... There are three 
groups of species of the Venezuelan caout- 
chouc mistletoe, distinguished by the size of 
their fruits. Probably the large fruited 
species will be found most valuable, because 
of the facility with which the caoutchouc 
layer may be removed. The caoutchouc, 
however, can be obtained by drying fruit, 
pounding it, or grinding it and mixing it with 
Water. The unripe fruit by simple pressure 
yields an impure but by no means worthiess 
rubber, which can be transported cheaply in 
the form of cakes.

Expensive to Study in Paris; 


Board and Tuition Are High. 
By E. C. Allen. | 


OFTEN wonder if the girl who goes to 

Paris to study painting or music has any 

idea of the amount it will cost her to 

live. She generally cap find out before- 

hand that her music teacher will ask her 
$4, $6, or $10 a week, according to his reputa- 
tion and the number of lessons. She knows, 
perhaps, that the expenses in the studios 
may range from $8 to $30amonth. But most 
students expect that the cost of board and 
lodging will be little. 

Now, the truth is that Paris is an ex- 
pensive place in which tolive. The luxuries 
of life, cabs, flowers, gloves, are cheap; but 
board, washing, living in general cost about 
as much as they do in the larger American 
cities. A student can get fair room and board 
for $25 to $30. a month. She ean get it for 
something less and run the chance of being 
with foreigners of all nationalities, whose 
manners, to say the least, are abhorrent to 
the average American girl, and whose com- 
pany does not make up for the insufficient 
table. If she takes a room and eats at some 
of the pleasant little cafés she finds her ex- 
penses mounting up to almost the same sum 
—and her homesickness also.

May Do Light Houseleeping. 

She may find a furnished room for from 
$5 a month upwards and prepare her own 
breakfast of coffee and rollx She cannot 
rrovide even this simple breakfast at less 
than $1.50 a month. Fifteen cents is a low 
average for luncheon and 25 cents for dinner 
at the cheaper cafés. Students do live on 
much less for awhile. ~I heard of one who 
made her luncheon on 2 cents’ worth of vege- 
tables, which she cooked herself, or ona few 
cents’ worth of bread and chocolate, but no 
cne can stand that sortof living long and do 
much work. As many boarding houses charge 
extra for heat and bedroom lights, the stu- 
dent may like to know that coal ranges 


around $10 a ton; kerosene oil is 10 cents a° 


litre, @ measure of less than two pints: but, 
on the other hand, wood alcoho] for a chafing 
Gish or tea kettle is cheap, about 8 cents a 
pint.

Live and Wort in Studios. 


Some giris live as well as work in their 
studios. If the rent of a studfo is less than 
$100 a year thére are no taxes to pay, or were 
not several years ago, unless the landlord 
decides to put in some improvements, in 
which case he possibly may divide the ex- 
pense among the tenants. But there is the 
concierge, who has a stated sum when the 
studio is rented (from $1.50 to $5) and another 
at New Year's. There also is the expense of 
furnishing and of hiring models. 

For other expenses washing is about a 
penny apiece for small things, 8 to 10 for 
larger articles. Street car fares are 3 cents 
on the top of the car—quite damp in winter; 
6 cents inside, with a free transfer to another 
line. If the student knows no French she 
will feel at once like taking lessons—in spite 
of the fact that her friends at home have told 
her that she always can find English spoken 
in Paris—for she wif wish to understand her 
teachers’ criticisms, and to know whether 
the servant tes her that a lady is waiting 
in the parlor, or if she merely has observed 
that mademoigselle wears such a pretty gown!

Tips Are Small but Constant. 

Then there always are the tips, smell but 
constant. The concierge 10 or 15 cents, oc- 
casionally; omit this and your letters and 
parcels are likely to be mislaid. The wakt- 
ress at the restaurant, the boy who brings a 
package, the man who delivers coal and 
wood, the cab driver who will take his cab 
full for about 30 cents—all these people have 
to receive:a pourboire—onby 2, 3, or 5 cents 
apiece to be sure, but even these small sums 
mount up. 
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T was to do the outside talking and he .ae 
inside. S80 we got to work and bought up 
all the good photographs we could find, pic- 
tures of battles, of Aguinaldo’s troops, of 
churches, citiés, schools, and farms— 
everything that would depict native life as 
it was and be interesting to the people of the 
United States.

We went against the sedan chair game 
strong, and it beats the rickshaw as a means 
of going. The money changers got us good 
and hard. They handed out $12.65 in Chinese 
money for $5 American gold—and we dis- 
covered later that about $4.50 of it was coun- 
terfeit. We went back to kick, but the bank 
had moved before we got a block away anda 
new one had been established. The counter- 
feits didn’t hurt us much. We passed it 
in Japan. The system of robbery is a fine 
one. An American goes into a store and 
wants to buy something. He cannot speak 
Chinese and the Chink cannot speak English. 
I hit on a system to come as near beating 
them as any one can hope to do. I picked 
up an article, laid it down, and held out a 
handful of money. The Chinaman would 
take a lot of it. Then I would grab it all, 
throw down the dfticle, and start for the door. 
He would head me off and motion for me to 
make an offer, whereupon I would hold out 
about a fifth of what he wanted—and he 
would accept. He probably was being doubly 
paid even then, but I saved money.

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How Brush Made Arc Light; 
Inventor Tells Own Story. 


By James B. Morrow. 


HEN Franklin drew the lightning 
from the clouds he was 46 years 
old. Morse was 41 when sound, at 
his bidding, vanquished distance 
with a slender wire. Both had 

crossed the frontier of middle age and lived 
and wrought when electricity. was lean, sul- 
len, and mystarious. Edison at the age of 
25 gave the world his duplex telegraph and 
his machine for printing stock quotations. 
Bell. a Scotchman in blood and alert effi- 
clency, was 29 when he called doubting man- 
kind to try his telephone. Tesla, the Austro- 
Hungarian, at 30 or less, uncovered the se- 
cret of the rotating magnetic field. Brush, 
with his dynamo, began to light all creation 
when he was 27. 

You have read much of all these men save 
Charles Francis Brush. His eminence almost 
wholly is technical, but it is In every 
written lenguage and is known in class 
rooms the world erotnd. If you were 
to say that he te a wizard he would 
laugh in your face. If you should go 
to him for a seneationel prophecy he 
would rebuke your vulgarity. Yet his gray 
eyes shine with kindness and his voice in- 
vites you to his confidence and bide you to 
be comfortable. He was a millionaire soon 
after he was a boy, but money bas not tough- 
ened his heart nor has the admiration of the 
world of ecience: made him arrogant. “ Office 
hours.” reads a notice on the glass in his 
door. “11:30. to 12 o'clock.” He was there 
on the dot.

Sign on Door Causes Amusement. 

“Often on Mordhiy,” he said, “ I don’t come 
at all. Once I read that in Paris there were 
more suicides on Monday than on any other 
day of the week. Persons, you know, then 
have had time to make plans for the mor- 
row and to estimate themselves. They come 
to me, for instance, with demands for money. 
It may be harsh, but occasionally I dodge. 
However, I always am here on Tuesday, and 
my ‘office hours” are long enough, even if 
the sign on the @dor is the cause of consid- 
erable amusement to my friends.” 

“My father was a farmer,” he sai@® “ He 
had been a woolen manufacturerin Orange 
county. N. Y., but when he removed to Ohio, 
settling a few miles from Cleveland, he 
bought land, and thereafter agriculture was 
his only pursuit. I took the caws to pasture 
and attended district school until I was il 
years old. My elementary education was 
completed in the Cleveland high school. I 
was graduated from the University of Mich- 
igan, a mining engineer, at the age of 20. I 
got my G@-gree in two years. 

*“*}) read all the scientific literature I could 
find. and took eepecial delight in studying 
chemistry, astronomy, and physics. I made 
rough apparatus, such as telescopes, micro- 
scopes, and voltaic batteries.. I did some- 
thing, too, in the way of photography, manu- 
facturing my own contrivances. Soon after 
I had learned to walk I whittled out boats 


and water wheels, and at 11 had produced.a,. 


strong and durable velocipede, on which I 
could keep up with a horse and buggy. Every 
time the family doctor came to the house he 
would ask: ‘ Well, Charlie, what are you 
making now? My first electrical work, 
however, was with a static battery. I made 
it of an old bottle, boring a hole in the flat 
side, after infinite labor, arid attaching a 
rude crank. I got sparks an inch long. 

“TI returned to Cleveland after I left col- 
lege, an@ became a public chemist. I re- 
mained for three years im the work and made 
@ living, but that was all.

Money in Commission Business. 

“In 1873 I formed.a.partnership with a 
young man whom I had known as a boy and 
engaged in ine ‘Dbusinees of selling Lake Su- 
perior ore and charcoal! iron. Marcus A: 
Hanna had an office next to ours and was 
in the same bueiness. Aithough banks were 
breaking in all directions and the country 
wes paralyzed by a financial. panic, my part- 
ner and I made $16,000 in one year. At the 
end of four years I withdrew and gave my 
whoke mind to the dynamo electric machine, 
on which I had been working for some time. 
The electric arch, or ‘arc,’ had been discov- 
ered by Sir Humphry Davy, chiéf of the 
Royal institution of Great Britain, who had 
control of the largest voltaic or cell battery 
in the werld. He attached two carbon rods, 
made of burned charcoal, to copper wires 
and connected the wires with his battery. 
The ends of the rode having been brought 
into contact to estableh the electric cur 
rent and them separated, am arch, or ‘ aro,’ 
of flame was produced, the current, in the 
form of a bow, leaping from one carbon.to 
the other. 

“The experiment ended there, however, 
and nothing more was done in this branch 
of electricity for thirty or forty years. It 
was found, whem other men finally took up 
the work, that a shorter ere and a larger 
current made a stronger light. The carbon 

‘ rods, burning away at the ends, were kept 
the right distance apart by a clockwork 
mechanism, magnetically controlled, which 
pushed them forward aes fast as they were 
vaporized by the heat. Science had gone so 
far, but up to 1870, and even later, the elec- 
tric light only could be geen ip laboratories 
of technical colleges. 

. s~ 
Made Woerting Model of Dynamo. 

“ Experiments in France had renewed my 
interest in the general subject of electricity, 
but more especially in Davy’s early experi- 
ments. While engaged in selling ore and iron 
I designed a dynamo and made a working 
model, that I might give my conceptions a 
practical test. The machine proved to be new 
in principle and has since been known as the 
“open coil’ type. It produced a high tension 
current, such as is necessary for commercial 
purposes. The capacity of the first French 
machines was but one Nght apiece. They 
never could have been used successfully, ex- 
cept in a limited way. With the current of 
my dynamo, however, I could light two and 
then four and then sixteen lamps. Today 
dynamos are manufactured which light 125 
lamps. Thus, what we call series arc Mghting 
was made practicable and a-whole city could 
be illuminated from a central station. 

“* During the summer of 1876 I took my first 
éynamo to my father’s farm andthere, where 
no One could see me, gave it a thorough trial. 
Two horses from the plow supplied me with 
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‘cinating short stories of 
love, science and ro- 


power. So far as I’ could judge the machine 
was a distinct success. That autumn a com- 
pany in Cleveland began to manufacture it 
for electro-plating purposes. At that time 
the use of electricity was limited to tele- 
graphing a single message on a single wire— 
to doorbelis, annunciators in hotels, burglar 
alarms, and piating. 

Late in 1876 I ran a wire from our little fac- 
tory to the roof of a building on the public 
square in this city. I set up a lamp, and dur- 
ing @ parade of soldiers in the evening threw 
my light into.the street below and the eyes 
of the men and their horses. That was the 
first public exhibition of the arc light. The 
men in the parade were confused, and there 
was some trouble with their horses. The 
police scrambled to the roof and, in more 
roughness than I thought to be necessary, 
stopped me. Dr. Longworth of Cincinnatl, a4 
relative ef President Roosevelt's son-in-law, 
was our first customer. He bought a dynamo 
and lamp—I also had invented a lamp—and 
I set them up. In 1878 I made it possible to 


operate a machine at a central station and 


to light lamps in a series and long distances 
apart. The first series plant, a six ight ma- 
chine, was sold in December to a clothing 
dealer in Boston. Twelve arc lamps were 
hung in the public square of Cleveland in 
April, 1879; and thus was inaugurated the 
era of street lighting by electricity. Sixteep 
light machines followed, and in 1880 we were 
making dynamos of forty light capacity. We 
sent a sixteen lamp outfit to London in 1880, 
and the Anglo-American Brush Electric com- 
pany was organized, the capital of which was 
$4,000,000. In 1882 we exhibited our light in 
the main street of Tokio, Japan. ;

Big Royalties from Carboa. 

“ The first carbons caused the light to sput- 
ter because of their high percentage of ash. 
I spent much time in experimenting with 
different materials to discover, finally, that 
petroleum coke, ground, molded, and baked, 
and covered with copper, was what was 
wanted. The copper coating, however, had 
to be thick enough to give the carbon con- 
ductivity and retard the burning and just 
thin. enough to be vaporized easily or dis- 
posed of by the heat. I.worked long and 
hard over this problem, but got $150,000 In 
carboMroyalties from first to last, and was 
well paid for my labor. In those days car- 
bons sold for $240 a thousand; now they are 
$10. \ 

“I took my pay in royaities. I got‘one- 
fifth of every dollar that was received 
through sales of dynamos, lamps, and car- 
bons. I saw to it that the inventor in this 
instance, at least, was not absorbed. The 
royalty was reasonabie, however. Present- 
ly, when competition brought about a sweep- 
ing reduction in prices, I surrendered my roy- 
alty rights and took stock. Later, the manu-

CHAPTER 1. 


Scene of the Drama. 

Hit murderers of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga, who on that grewsome dawn 
of the 1lith of June, 1903, made themselves 
masters of Belgrade and consequently of 
—— Servia, have taken care that many of the 
Cay details of their terrible deed shall not be 
~ o> wu made public. But those few details which 
could not be hidden were of such a revolt- 
ing and horrible nature that the whole civilized world 
stood aghast; indeed, the conscience of the civilized 
nations not yet has *ecovered from the shock it then 
received. 

But the assassination of King Alexander and 
Queen Draga was more terrible, and the drama of 
King Alexander’s destiny more tragical, than generally 
is knowh. It has seemed to me in the interest of his- 
tory and justice that the world should learn the whole 
truth. 

In presenting a historical sketch of the last years 
and sad end of the Obrenovitch dynasty I have no po- 
litical object in view. An inscrutable Providence has 
enacted on the volcanic platform of a small Balkan 
state a tragedy of which the extraordinary sadness 
must arouse in the hearts of noble and generous men 
and women the deepest pity and sympathy. I intend 
to describe that tragedy. I wish to relate impartially 
all that can be justly and truthfully said for and 
against Kine Alexander and Queen Draga, all that can ex- 
plain that horrible deed, and all that can be said in justi- 
fication—or at least in extenuation—of that crime. My 
desire is to tell the whole truth, and by truth to move 
my readers to pity the victims as well as the principal 
actors of this, the greatest tragedy of the last hundred 
years. 

I may be permitted to say something about my 
own qualification to write this history. 

I have been connected with the Obrenovitch dy- 
nasty more than thirty years. I have been for a short 
time private secretary to King Milan, many times cab- 
inet minister in several of his governments, and once 
the minister in one of King Alexander's cabinet (1894) 
and have had the honor of representing them at several 
courts. including four times at the court of St. James. 
For my political career I have to thank principally 
King Milan, in much smaller measure, King Alexander. 
King Milan not only was my king, but my friend, and 
I was to him not only a loyal subject, but a devoted 
friend. To King Alexander I was a loyal subject, but 
I never was in full sympathy with him, nor he with 
me, although I liked him while he was a delightful lit- 
tle boy, and I can say that “little Sasha” had so much 
liking for me that King Milan contemplated for some 
time intrusting me with the education of the young 
prince. 

But my devotion to King Milan and my loyalty to 
King Alexander never made me blind to the short- 
comings, mistakes, and insecurity of their moral bal- 
ance. “It was perhaps my outspokenness and my readi- 
ness always .to tell them the truth which secured for 
me their confidence. My intimate connection with them 
coupled with my predilections as a historian—that is 
to say, my insistence to discover the truth and without 
fear to proclaim it, and my permanent desire to be 
impartial and fair to every one—has encouraged me to 
undertake to write this true story of a great tragedy. 

I wish to write a truthful and impartial history of 
a young king, who was born under extraordinary cir- 
cumstances. whose childhood was filled with sad events, 
whose early youth was darkened by a crown, and who, 
still a young and inexperienced, although a self-willed 
man. most cruelly was murdered by the men in whom 
he placed his trust, and who by a solemn oath were 
pledged before God and man to serve him faithfully 
and die in defense of his life and his honor. 

In-the spring of the year 1875 the cabinet of Da- 
nilo Stefanovitch, after repeated fruitiess efforts to 
work with the skupshtina; decided to dissolve it, and 
have a general election. I was a member of that cab- 
inet, and it fell to my lot to read in the full house the 
decree of dissolution. 

Although the constitution clearly reserved the 
right to the crown to dissolve the skupshtina, until that 
day the dissolution never took place. It was no won- 
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King Alexander of Servia. 


A young man in his twenty-seventh year, intelligent, pa- 
triotic in his ‘own way, self-willed, with exaggerated ideas of 
his kingship, blind toward the light of morality. Born under 
exciling circumstances, in the critical years of tender childhood 
he saw his parents hate each other and create a world scandal 
by fighting over the possession of his person, all the time pro- 
fessing love for him, but practically billing his love for them. 
In his thirteenth year he was made king of one of the most dif- 
ficult countries in the world, abandoned by both his parents, de- 
livered into the hands of cynical men withoul proper moral 
education, taughi to distrust every one, or rather to hate every 
one. Later he fell in love with and came under the inflence 
of a handsome widow some nine years older than himself, made 
her his queen in the face of every opposition, and remained 
faithful to her to his death. This, the only love his heart deep- 
ly felt, gave the pretext to the old and permanent enemies of 
his dynasty to organize a conspiracy and to assassinate him. 


Queen Draga of Servia. 


A fascinating widow of a small Servian official. By her 
loveliness, beauty, and talents, backed by descent from Panta 
Lunyevitza, an intimale friend of the founder of the dynasty 
of Obrenoviich, she moved the pity of Queen Nathalie to com- 
plete her education and to take her as one of her court ladies. 
Ai the villa of the queen in Biarritz she became the object of 
King Alexander's love proposals, which she resisted for some 
lime; but ultimately she became his mistress, and, having ob- 
tained an absolute control over his will, made him marry her 
and make her his queen. She loved him with an entire de- 
votion and hoped by good deeds to reconcile the people io her. 


King Milan. 

Father of King Alexander, who voluntarily abdicated in 
favor of his son (1889) whom he loved and adored; he 
worked to obtain the hand of a German princess for him and 
had every prospect of succeeding when his son unexpectedly 
married the widow, Draga Mashin, closed the frontier of Servia 
against him, and behaved toward him with cruelty. King Milan 
shorily afierward died of a broken heart in Vienna. 


Queen Nathalie. 


Mother of King Alexander, a beautiful, intelligent, self- 
willed and imperious woman, with a strange mixture of the Rou- 
manian, Russian, and Levantine blood ‘in her veins; from the 


middle class of the Bessarabian nobility; raised by King Milan

to the station of a queen, for which station she lacked proper 
qualities. She made, not without provocation, her husband's 
and her own life bitter and unhappy and finished by hating 
every one and everything she once loved—her husband, her 
son, Russia, Servia, the church in which she had been born. 
To paralyze King Milan's influence with his son she allowed 
her court lady, Draga Mashin, to flirt with the young king; 
bui, once awakened to the real facts, bravely tried to save 
him from his mistress, when, unfortunately, it was too late. 


Russia. 


The great orthodox and Slavonic power exercised an 
overwhelming influence over the simple and naive Slavonic and 
orthodox people of Servia, hating with implacable hatred King 
Milan for his refusal to continue to be a tool in her hands 
and for his seeking, for his own and his country's interest, pro- 
fection with Austria. To separate King Alexander from his 
father, and to close the doors of Servia forever to the latter 
Russia facilitated, if not invented, the program of the marriage 
of King Alexander with the widow, Draga Mashin, and helped 


materially its execution. 


Partisans of the Dynasty Kara- 
georgevitch. 


Who spread and deepened the dissatisfaction with Alex- 
ander, the childless and only representative of the dynasty Ob- 
renovitch, and organized conspiracies for his overthrow and for 
placing the pretender, Prince Peter Karageorgeviich, on the 
throne of Servia. . 


A Group of Servian Officers. 


Some as partisans of Karageorgevitch, others as single 
minded patriots, others again from sordid motives, decided to 
assassinate King Alexander, and the more important of his 
ministers and courtiers, as well as Queen Draga and her two 
brothers. Al the head of the conspiracy was the brother-in-law 
of Draga, Col. Alexander Mashin. 


The Final Scene.

der that the reading of an unexpected decree made a 
deep impression on the members of the skupshtina. 
Many of the supporters of the government came to 
shake hands with me. The last of them was my friend 
Mr. Alexa Popovitch, a solicitor by profession and 
member for the town of Ujitza, the principal town of 
the southwestern and most mountainous part of Servia. 

“Do you see,” he asked me, “ how every year brings 
fresh confirmation of the prophecy of Mata of Kremna? 
He clearly said that we shall have dissolutions of 
skupshtinas!” 

I told my friend that I did not understand his 
statement at all. He on his part was surprised that a 
politician of my position never should have heard any- 
thing of the famous political prophecies of the clair- 
voyant peasant Mata of Krenmina. He asked me if 
Prince Milan knew anything about them. adding that 
if the prince did not he should, as they contain many 
statements which concern him personally and his dy- 
nasty. Altogether my friend was not so much impressed 
by the dissolution of the skupshtina as by the strange 
fact that a poor and ignorant peasant should have been 
able to foretell it some seven years before. 


CHAPTER Il. 
The Peasant’s Prophecy. 


HAT evening I dined in the: palace with 
Prince Milan, and after dinner I took an 
opportunity to tell him what I heard from 
Mr. Popovitch. As the prince was curious, 
eager, and energetic, he at once called the 
equerry on duty and ordered him to dis- 
patch a letter to Mr. Popovitch informing 
him! that he was expected at the palace 
early next morning. The prince told me to come to- 
morrow at 10 a. m. as he intended receiving the late 
deputy for Ujitza in my presence. 

Next morning before 10 o'clock we both were at the 
palace. Mr. Popovitch, one of the most eloquent men in 
Servia, told the prince the story of the clairvoyant peas- 
ant in a most graphic, almost picturesque manner. The 
story made a deep impression on the young prince. Nor 


was I less moved. I will give here only the most es- 
sential features of the story. 
On the 29th of May, old style, (10th of June, new 


style), 1868, about noon, a well known peasant, by name 
Mata (Mathers), came in great haste from the neigh- 
boring village of Kremna to the town of Ujitza, and, 
running through the streets, cried out loudly and in 
great alarm: 

“©, brethren, rise up to help! Save him, save 
him! They are murdering our prince! They are cruelly 
murdering him! Help, help!” 

The police knew Mata to be strange in his manner, 
fut as he talked on that occasion of the murder of the 
prince, and as the spreading of false alarming news was 
punishable, they, after fruitless endeavors to prevent 
his shouting, put him under arrest. 

Late in the evening of the same day an official tele- 
gram from Belgrade announced that Prince Michael 
Obrenovitch IIL., while walking with his cousin, Mme. 
Anka Constantinovitch, and her daughter, Mile. Kath- 
arina, in the woods of Koshootnyak (Deer park). was as- 
sassinated. .The prefect of Ujitza, who suspected that 
Mata of Kremna must have known something about the 
conspiracy, commenced immediately an interrogatory 
examination of the poor man. The result of this was 
that there was no possible connection between the 
peasant of Kremna and conspirators in Belgrade, but 
that Mata from time to time had visions of events 
which are happening at a great distance, or which will 
happen some day in the near or more distant future. 


That once established, the prefect invited Mata of 
Kremna.to say what he saw concerning the future, and 
ordered one of the secretaries to put in writing Mata's 
statements. According to those “minutes” the clair- 


voyant of Kremna said: 


“Servia will now have a boy for her prince, but 
practically the country will be governed by a com- 


mission of three persons. 


| “A few years hence the young boy will be ruler in 
reality. He is intelligent, but restless, and will have all 
The country during his reign 
never will have rest and repose. He will marry umhap- 
pily, will have only one son, will have much trouble with 
his wife, and at last will divorce her. He will lead sev- 


sorts of difficulties. 


eral wars, will enlarge the country, will advance in his 
own station and become a king, but after several years 
of trouble he will abdicate, go abroad, and die there, 
comparatively: young. His son will succeed him, have 
a still more tunbulent and restless reign, will marry a 
woman from the people, and in his 27th or 28th year 
will cease to be king, his dynasty perishing with ‘him. 
He will be replaced on the throne by Peter Karageorge- 
vitch, who will reign about three years, and then also 
disappear. A foreign army will enter the country, and 
the people will suffer much. At last a man will arise 
from the midst of the people, will drive away the 


foreigners, unite all the Servian people under his reign, 


and inaugurate a happy era of national history-” 

I, myself, have not read those minutes, and men- 
tion here the essential points such as I heard them for 
the first time in the palace of Belgrade in the presence 
of Prince Milan from a man, who had seen and read the 
prophecies of Mata of Kremna, written by a secretary in 
the presence of the prefect of Ujitza. 

On Feb. 19, old style, (March 3, new style), 1889, 
King Milan communicated to the president of his cab- 
inet, Mr. Nicholas Chrotitch, that he had resolved to 
abdicate on Feb. 22, the Servian national festival. All 
the ministers went together to the palace to try to per- 
suade the king to abandon such an unworthy and fatal 
intention. We spent nearly two hours in trying to open 
his eyes to the inevitable and the mischievous conse- 
quences Of such a step. At last King Milan said to us: 

“Gentlemen, you certainly have done your duty; 
you have brought before me all the possible arguments 
against my abdication, most of which arguments I can- 
not dispute. You are right, but in spite of all that, and 
everything else, I cannot do otherwise. Nething can 
shake me in my determination. Let me add, that I do 
not wonder at your insistence, but I do wonder that 
Mijatovich excites himself into a rage against my abdi- 
cation, when he knows well that it must take place!” 

The moment we left Queen Nathalie’s boudoir (where 
our interview with King Milan took place) our presi- 

~dent begged us all to come to his office to a sort of in- 

formal cabinet meeting. Hardly had we taken our 
chairs around him, when the old gentleman in his earn- 
est, quiet, and dignified manner addressed us: 

“Gentlemen, you all heard the king say that our 
colleague, Mr. Mijatovich, knew well that the abdication 
must take place. As none of us knew anything about it, 
I think we have the right to *ask our colleague for an 
explanation; why, knowing that the abdication would 
take place, he never tof us.” 

I assured the president and my colleagues that I 
absolutely was ignorant of the king’s intention of ab- 
dicating now, that only a few days ago, in answer to a 
confidential question put to me by the British minister, 
I had assured his excellency that his German colleague, 
Count Bray. was quite wrong when he told him that the 
king was going to abdicate in a few days, for the king 
certainly had no intention to abdicate now, although that 
may be the case in four years, when his son comes of 
age. 

This assurance was well received by my colleagues, 
but the president did not let me. escape. 

“But then how do you explain his majesty’s words?” 
he asked me again. 

“Simply,” I answered. “Many years ago the king 
and I heard at the same time, and for the first time, the 
details of (he prophecy of Mata of Kremna, where it 
was mentioned that he would abdicate and leave the 
country.” ‘(And I told them then all I knew about Mata’s 
prophecy. 4 

Some of my colleagues protested that I was joking 
in such a crisis, others laughed at the stupidity of an 
explanation apparently invented at random. 

But the old “Uncle Nicholas”—‘“Chicha Nikola,” 
as we lovingly called our highly respected president— 
came to my assistance. 

“Gentlemen,” he began, “our colleague's. explana- 
tion may seem to you strange. But I, for my part, have 
not the slightest déubt that it is true. You remember 
that I had the misfortune to be the home minister at the 
time of Prince Michael's assassination. I recollect that 
the prefect of Ujitza reported to me on the remarkable 
statements of the. clairvoyant peasant. I gave orders 
that the original document, on which -his statements 
were written, should be sent to me, I have read it 
myself and I think it could be found now among the 
secret papers of the year of 1868 in this building.”

I might give to my readers 
a few interesting details from 
that remarkable political 
prophecy of a poor and igno- 
rant Servian peasant. But I 
refrain, because in a later 
chapter I will, at Queen 
Draga’s interview with a loyal 
friend, only a few days before 
her assassination, report their 
conversation on the prophecy. 
I will say here only that all 
the principal events of Ser- 
vian history during the last 
thirty years (since I knew 
something about Mata’s prog- 
nostication) hawe agreed with 
what he told the prefect of 
Ujitga and his secretary in 
the year 1868 


CHAPTER III. 

‘King Milan's Courtship. 

N THE month of May, 1874, Prince Milan 
Obrenovitch IV. of Servia surprised his 
government and his people by announcing 
to them in an open telegram from Vienna 
that he had become engaged to Mlle. 
Nathalie Kechko. This came as an unwel- 
come surprise to the ministers, who had 
been planning to obtain for him the hand 

of one of several young Russian princesses; in fact, the 

presfdent of his ca.inet, Yovan.Marinevitch, at that time 
one of the favorites of the Russian government, already 
had made confidential advances in that direction in St. 

Petersburg. At the same time, héwever, unknown to 

the government, Milan's mother, Princess Helene Obreno- 

vitch, née Catargi, had selectedyga bride for her son. By 
her arrangements Princess Mourousi, the aunt and the 
guardian of the young children of her deceased sister, 

Mme. Kechko, brought her niece, Nathalie, to Vienna. 

Milan was invited to Vienna to see the young lady. The 

moment. he saw her he fell passionately in love with her. 

She then was hardly 18, and pretty. Her large, dark, 


and expressive eyes, together with her «brilliant com- | 


plexion and somewhat Armenian, if not Georgian, cast 
of countenance, gave her the stamp of oriental beauty. 
Nosone could come into her presence without feeling that 
she was the type of superior woman. Struck from the 
first moment by her beauty, Prince Milan was fascinated 
by her spiritual qualities. In his first conversation with 
her he found that. this oriental*beauty had the culture 
of an occidental woman and more especially that she had 
the brilliant esprit of a Frenchwoman. 

I saw King Milan on his return from the interview. 
with his bride in Vienna. I also saw him frequently 
during the first and ~econd year of his wedded life, and 
I do not hesitate to say that he deeply, sincerely, and 
honestly was in love with his wife. ' 

The Servians at that time were devoted to their 
young sovereign and, because of that devotion, they 
were disappointed that he did not marry a Russian prin- 
cess, Besides, every one asked: “Who are the 
Kechkos?” All that could be said in reply was that 
Nathalie’s parents belonged to the old Moldavian nobil- 
ity, that they had lange estates in Bessarabia, and that 
her father died colonel of one of the Russian cavalry 
regiments. Rumors soon were current that people who 
knew well the Kechko family rather doubted that King 
Milan had made a happy choice. The disappointment 
spread and deepened, nor could it be lessened by the ex- 
aggerated stories of the Kechko’s great wealth. But 
when, at the request of Prince Milan, Prince and Prin? 
cess Mourousi and their niece, Nathalie, on their return 
from Vienna to Moldavia, traveling by steamer down the 
Danube, stopped at Belgrade and the afflanced young 
couple drove in an open carriage through the thronged 
streets of the capital of Servia, Nathalie at once won the 
hearts of all by her beauty, modesty, and childlike sim- 
plicity. 

The wedding took place in Belgrade cathedral on Oct. 
9 under somewh t difficult circumstances. Just before 
the arrival of the bride in Belgrade for the ceremony a 
cabinet crisis took place, and Prince Milan had great 
difficulty in forming a new one. Indeed, the wedding had 
to be postponed for a few days until the prince succeeded 
in doing so. It then took place amidst great rejoicings 
and the genuine enthusiasm of the people. The joyfulness 
of the occasion was increased by the czar having con- 
sented to act, through a special envoy, as the “koom” 
to the ybung couple. The “koom” at a Servian wedding 
is the principal witness, the best man, and, something 
more than that, he is in a sense the protector of the 
couple, their trustee, their best and most respected 
friend through life. The Servians, who are Russophile 
and worshipers of the czar, felt much flattered that the 
ruler of the mighty and invincible Russia -should be- 
eome the “koomf of:their young prince and princess. 

After the ceremony in the cathedral, and when the 
newly wedded. couple had taken their places in the 
open carriage to return to the palace, the horses at first 
refused to move from the spot. Urged on by the grooms 
and watchmen they began to-rear, and for a few mo- 
ments there was danger that the carriage with the bride 
and bridegroom would be overturned. 

Another incident which the people considered of evil 
portent was that hardly had the young. prince and his 
bride. with their suite, reached the palace when a brief 
hut violent storm burst over the town. I remember 
distinctly that in the great hall of the palace, where 
the state dignitaries and their wives were assembled to 
congratulate the bride and bridegroom, and just when 
the young couple entered the hall, the thick clouds of the 
storm caused such a darkness that we hardly could see 
one another, as that- time there neither was gas nor 
electric light in the palace. A high dignitary, a friend 
of mine and a devoted friend of the dynasty, who was 
standing near me, after a suppressed involuntary ex- 
clamation whispered to me: “ Dost.thou not notice the 
remarkable resemblance between the head of the princess 
and the head of a tigress?” It was then that I uftered 
a suppressed exclamation of painful surprise. 

In later years, or rather“in the sad and dark years 
of the divorce, King Milan on several occasions said to 
me: “™ You all. who know Nathalie from a distance, have 
nothing but adoration for her, but I know how cruel 
she can be.”

Werk manage to guide the overturned boat into an eddy 
4 hundred fee: above the brink of the falls and escape. 

In the. escape they lost everything they, had except 
the landing net and two bass flies. 

. There, in the trout paradise they had discovered, 
Little 4nd Dr. Riggs were alome with five Indians, one 
line 4nd pole, and two bass flies. 

Besides that adventure, which cost them their outfit, 
here are some of the stories Mr. Little brought back with 


him, and which he dared tell because he had the proof 
With him: 


He caught seven, eight, ten, and twelve pound 
speckled trout. 

He caught 120 pounds of trout in three hours. 

(He threw away trout under two pounds. 

He was forced to use big bait ta keep the “small” 
two pound trout off his hook. 

When ‘he wanted a mess of small trout for break- 
fdst he broke bread crumbs on the water and scooped 
the trout up with a dip net.

Found Real Fishing in the Nipigon. 


Mr. Little is a Chicago man, living at 953 Cli¢ton 
Park avenue when he isn’t fishing. He is an expert 
electrical engineer, but for sixteen yars he has fished 
and hunted and let electricity progress without him as 
long as he could experience the electrical shock of a trout 
or bass on the other end of the line. He has hunted 
in Texas, Montana, British Columbia, and Maine. He 
has fished for trout from Maine to Mexico, and from 
Hudson’s bay south to the gulf. For over fifteen years 
he fished, and then he discovered the Nipigon and discov- 
ered what fishing is. 

He had fished and hunted in Canada many times 
hafore he started on his three months’ trip early in May, 
and two years ago he was the hero of an adventure which 
came near, according to him, ending even more seriously 
than the upset at the head of Island Portage faHs—on 
that occasion he came near getting married. That ad- 
venture was in the upper peninsula of Michigan, when 
the cooking of Miss Viola Tesky won his heart. 

He met Miss Tesky in a homesteader's cabin, far 
back in the big woods, and she set before ‘him sucha 
faast that he vowed to woo and wed the girl who could 
cook so well. 

Miss Tesky Cooked a Way Into His Heart. 


After that dinner of roast bear meat, stewed ruta- 
bagas, home made bread and butter, and apple butter, 
the ‘bear hunting became a scondary matter with Mr. 
Little and he-ate at the Tesky home every day. He 
ate his way into Miss Tesky’s heart even as she had 
cooked her way into his, and when he returned to Chi- 
eago it was announced that he would wed her. Mr. Little 
eonfesses that his love for Miss Tesky’s cooking broke 
wp another romance and cost him his best girl, who was 
jealous because Miss Tesky could cook thetter than she 
could, 7 

But in spite of the romance, Mr, Little never mar- 
ried. It is declared by same that he feared a wife would 
divorce him from trout fishing, and by others that he 
went back to the upper peninsula and* discovered to his 
horror that, although Miss Tesky could cook everything 
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else, she knew nothing of the art of breading brook trout 
with cracker crumbs and eggs and frying them in butter, 
80 broke off the match. 

After fifteen years, even trout fishing will grow a bit 
commonplace unless there is something doing, and last 
fall Mr. Little seriously contemplated limiting himself 
to five months’ fishing and three months’ hunting per 
year and devoting the rest of his time to work. However, 
during the winter he heard of the Nipigon, which, al- 
though not far from civilfgatiop, sekiom is fished, being 
in the Nipigon Indian reset tion and strictly protected 
by the Canadian government.

From Lake Superior to Hudson's Bay. 

He knew the Nipigon ran from Nipigon lake down 
to Lake Superior at Port Arthur, and that after leaving 
Lake Nipigon its course was northward through beau- 
tiful country, over the watershed, ind that, by a slight 
portage,’ the canoes could be dropped down into the 
Albany river and go into Hudson's bay. 

Dr. Riggs, formerly an American, now of Toronto, 
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and Mr. Little, formerly a Canadian, now of Chicago, 
planned the trip. 

And they took it. They took a great outfit, and 
pressed through northward—but ‘ found little beyond 
Lake Nipigon worthy their hooks. 

It was in the Forty Mile river—the Big Nipigon— 
that they caught the fish. 

Many white people have fished the Nipigon and 
caught many fish, but it is alleged by the Indians that 
no one ever caught so many fish, or so big fish, as this 
party caught. 

They knew how to fish, they knew when to fish, 
and where to fish, and every condition was right. 

Before three days passed Mr. Little realized he 
would have to prove his stories before any one believed 
them, so he got his camera and his mounting boards into 
action. ‘

Record Breaking Catches of Speckled Trout. 


He brought back to Chicago the skins of four speck- 
led trout. When men call him a liar, instead of exerting 
his natural rights and knocking them down, he simply 
gets his birch bark boards and an apology ensues. One 
of those fish weighed 11% pounds and was 28 Inches 
long, another weighed 10 1-3 pounds, another 9 pounds. 
another 7 4-6. 

Mr. Little is off fishing again, Dut he admits that. 
after Nipigon, he will settle down and work until the 
chance to go to Nipigon again. 

For the Indians call him a name which means “ man 
who feeds trout to Indians.” 

One of the saddest adventures of the entire trip 
was after Little’s escape from the Island Portage falls. 
The entire fishing outfit went over the falls. 

Stranded in that paradise of trout with only two 
bass hooks they suddenly discovered that a wealthy 
Canadian railway man was camping a few miles up the 
river. He had a dozen guides for the three members of 
his party ‘and a wonderful fishing outfit. 

So Little and the doctor went up to buy, beg, bor- 
row, or steal some flies. 

And the millionaire offered them one bass hook 
and no files. 

They fished thereafter with a lve fly, and on the 
first day they caught 115 pounds of speckled trout, 
which they fed to the Indians of the railway man, who 
had caught scarcely anything that day.

keep in mind all the things that the provision 
man briskly calls off. Even if he should 
not miss many littie things that one might 
choose for the sake of economy and vari- 
ety, it would be almost impossible to re- 
member them all when giving the order. 
In the market, however, the articles are 
spread out before you and one thing suggests 
another. Here the prices can be kept is 
mind when selecting the food, and should 
the thing that you have decided upon be too 
expensive, something else that you find to 
be nearly or equally as good may be sub- 
stituted. 

Before going to market one should look 
through her supplies and then make a list 
of things for use with them. A list of meals 
that are to be arranged, and such purchases 
as must be made for these meais is next in 
order. She may find it best to make radical) 
changes in her plans when she gets to mar- 
ket; still, the list will be a great aid as a 
guide. With it one ig not likely to buy too 
much or too little. In some places it is a 
great pleasure to go through the markets, es- 
pecially on the regular market days. 

A woman who has to provide for a large 
family can plan and buy with greater econ- 
omy than if her family consisted of only 
two or three. Thisis especially the case with 
meats and some kinds of fish. In buying 
meats, if the family be small -it is wiser to 
get only the parts actually wanted than bo 
buy large pieces simply because they are 
cheaper by the pound. When planning to 
cook a large piece of meat or fish, its adapta- 
bility to being made over into various little 
dishes should be considered. Pork is the 
least desirable of the fresh meats for such | 
purposes.

LOBSTER SALAD.—Put a large lobster 
over the fire in boiling watee slightly salted; 
boil rapidly for about twenty minutes; when 
done it will be of a bright red color and 
should be removed, as, if boiled’ too long, it 
will be tough; when cold, crack the claws 
after first disjointing, twist off the head, 
which is used in garnishing; split the body 
in two lengthwise; pick out the meat in bits 
not too fine, saving the coral separate; cut 
up a large head of lettuce slightly and place 
on a dish, over which lay the lobster, putting 
the coral around the outside. For dressing 
take the yolks of three eggs, beat well, add 
four tablespoons salad oi!l, dropping it in 
slowly, beating all the time; then add a lit- 
tle salt, cayenne pepper, half teaspoon mixed

Before the vaudeville business became sys- 
tematized the player would have to make his 
arrangements withthe individual theaters 
himself or through an agent. This agent, 
no matter how influential or skillful he 
might be, never could offer booking as unin- 
terrupted as that offered by a big circuit 
itself. One of the circuits, acts for which 
are booked in Chicago, has theaters as far 
west as the Pacific coast, as far south as 
New Orleans and as far north as Minneapo- 
lis. 

That Chicago is the vaudeville power- 
house is proved further by the institution in 
Chicago of offices of the New York agents. 
These agents make arrangements for their 
clients, the performers, to play at vaudeville 
theaters. There is one active agent in New 
York who has so many theaters on his staff 
that he has provided an act with twelve 
weeks’ time in New York without a repeat— 
that is, without playing the same theater 
twice, 

> 

The ten-cent theaters and the dime mu- 
seums also find Chicago the best ground in 
which to pick talent. The central location of 
the city makes it accessible from the theaters 
on all sides, and the railroad Jumps through 
this territory are much better than they are 
farther west. 

The Orpheum vaudeville circuit, Kohl & 
Castle, the Poli circuit, Keith's, Proctor’s, 
Percy Williams’ circuit, and others have 
lines coming into Chicago, and over these 
lines performers travel out of Chicago and 
back. 

One reason that Chicago is such a good 
town for the vaudeville artist to summer in 
is that there are 50 many summer parks 
hereabout. There are more towns within 
a radius of two hundred miles of Chicago 
in which there is vaudeville all the year 
round than there -are within an equal dis- 
tance of any other city in the country.

New York.—[Special Correspondence. )— 
Two cases of murder with pistol and blade 
have been presented to theatrical audiences 
this week. In each a verdict of justification 
has been rendered without the jurors quit- 
ting their seats: In a court of lawful justice 
the criminals might not get off unpunished. 
But dramatists are less restricted than law- 
yers in working up sympathy for their sen- 
timental culprits, and In these instances of 
“The Kreutger Sonata " and “*‘ The Point of 
the Sword,’ Jacob Gordin and Murray Car- 
son appealed effectually each to the hearts 
of a thousand unsworn and unreasoning jur- 
ors, who acquitted the murderers, and the law 
be blowed. 

In ‘‘ The Point of the Sword ” are the points 
of two swords and two daggers, for a fact; 
but more noteworthy Is the presence of Mur- 
ray Carson and Esme Beranger. Never heard 
of them? Perhaps you saw “ Rosemary,” 
the last comedy in which Maude Adams and 
John Drew were coupled. Carson was the 
author of that. In London he is an actor 
and playwright of renown, Esme Beranger 
fs a daughter of Oscar Beranger, a composer, 
and Mrs. Beranger is a novelist. The Ber- 
angers belong to the artistic life of the Brit- 
ish capital. Therefore, when a short drama, 
written by Murray Carson and acted by him 
and Esme Beranger, was announced for 
Keith-Proctor vaudeville, theatrically know- 
ing New Yorkers stirred themselves with in- 
terest. . Yet 90 per cent of those who were 
at the Carson-Beranger début wouldn't have 
guessed that the personalities were of any 
consequence if their names hadn't been print- 
ed ten times as big in the bill as the title 
of the play. To the 10 per cent of informed 
persons, however, the occasion was eventful 
in the progress of once despised varieties to 
highly respected vaudeville. 

As an experiment, to test the value of 
tragedy in ‘vaudeville, too, “ The Point of 
the Sword ” was interesting, although hard- 
ly determinate, It was timed in the sixteenth 
century and placed in some country—was it 
Spain, or Italy?—where duels were fought 
with a sword in one hand and a dagger in 
the other. Carson and Miss Beranger gave 
us such a combat to the death. They wore 
doublet and hose—for the actress personated 
a young man; their encounter was in a som- 
ber room of a medieval castle, they spoke in 
metrical grandiloquence, and the whole af 
fair was like the final act of one of those 
good old thrust and slash plays that the late 
Lawrence Barrett was fond of producing, 
with the last curtain closing on heroes and 
villains just turned into corpses. 

But it may be as well to tell what Savarto 
and Geoffrey fought about. Savario was a 
libertine who expected a surreptitious visit 
from Geoffrey's sister. Geoffrey got there 
before her and challenged Savario to a mor- 
tal combat, ostensibly as a test of superior- 
ity in swordsmanship, but really to avenge 
the girl. The audience was instantly alert 
to the oddity of the duel when the foes armed 
themselves with a long rapier in the right 
hand and a short poniard in the left. The 
tactics seemed to call for slashes with the 
big blade and thrusts with the little one. The 
swords were crossed much of the time, the 
wielders pushing with all their might to 
break down the guard. It looked to me as 
though many chances to puncture a heart 
with a dagger were thrown away. But per 
haps there was a rule of the game, forbid- 
ding that until one or the other was van- 
quished, for when Savario was finally beaten 
prostrate Geoffrey finished him with the 
small sticker. Such) a duel in a crude melo- 
drama or the lower grade of variety show 
would incite an uproar, including derision. 
But this was in a first class vaudeville thea- 
ter, and there was none but respectful at- 
tention. 

It was Miss Beranger who held up this 
tragic breyity safely above the level of ridi- 
cule. Carson was no more than a tolerable 
actor and his method was modern, but the 
woman was a mistress of romantic demeanor 
and declamation, with hardly, a suggestion 
of femininity in voice or bearing. The ducl 
was accompanied by dialogue, her share of 
which she rolled and tossed with the skill 
of an accomplished elocutionist, When she 
had mortally wounded the scoundrel and 
compelled him with his dying breath to swear 
to the maiden’s innocence the people ap- 
plauded violently, for the expected girl was 
to be killed, too, if this were not her first 
rendezvous. We wanted to get sight of the 
creature who had been fought over, yet 
didn’t want to see her slain, and it struck me 
that the slight expense of a pretty damsel 
to merely enter for the climax tableau, in- 
stead of indicating her arrival by the agreed 
signal raps on the door, would be worth while. 

Blanche Walsh as Hattie Friedlander in 
“The Kreutzer Sonata’”’ kills her husband 
and ‘sisters more furiously in New York 
than she did in Chicago, I am told by a man 
who saw both murders. Anyway, Ican recol- 
lect no more frenzied crime in mimicry 


‘ than the present one. Miss Walsh has earned 


her fame with resolute heroines. She was 
quite as fierce as Sarah Bernhardt or Fanny 
Davenpom in applying poison, dagger, and 
ax to three of Sardou’s miscreants. So when 
Jacob Gordin lets Hattie’s devil husbandand 
fiend sister torture her beyond endurance, 
Miss Walsh is qualified to slaughter them in 
a most unladylike manner. New York had 
seen her seize, choke, and violently fling 
down Dorothy Dorr tin “ The Woman In the 
Case.” So the audience, when she got at 
Helen Ware in the new drama, were 
prepared forturbulence. She throws thecar- 
bolic acid. with a woman’s invariably bad 
aim, missing the face that she desires to dis- 
figure. That failure seems to be the immedi- 
ate incitement to kill with the pistol that 
lies handy on thetable. Perhaps it is reason- 
able that a woman, whom nature has some 
way disqualified to throw things accurate- 
ly, still may be as able as a man at sharp- 
shooting. And, then, there are seven bullets 
in the pistol, which gives her a wide mar- 
gin for bad shots. The weapon sounds like 
a gatiing gun with its rapid explosions, and 
the curtain falls with no doubt possible 
that the wicked couple will not pass through 
the hands of a surgeon before those of an un- 
dertaker.

“"'The Kreutzer Sonata.” The reason for 
giving such caloric matter in torrid weather 
is the row over the ownership. Not often 
does a business fight itn theatrical art itnter- 
est the public.

Jacob Gordin is said to have written seventy 
dramas for the Yiddish theaters of New York 
within fifteen years.

LONDON. — [Special Correspondence,}— 
With the possible exception of Theodore 
Hook, J. L. Toole, the veteran comedian who 
Gied this week, must have been ahcout the 
Most persistent and succeseful practical 
Joker that this country ever produced. «It 
would not be eurprising, in fact, if the famous 
interpre‘er of Paul Pry and Caleb Plummer 
were remembered longer for the fun he made 
outside the theater than that which he pro- 
duced in it. and sincé Toole’s death stories 
without number have been told about his 
pranks. 

One of the best of these comes from Bram 
Stoker, who describes a laughable joke which 
Toole and hia iffe long chum, Henry Irving, 
once played in the salad days befcre either 
the comedian or the tragedian had become 
world. renowned. The scene was an old inn 
eat Wavertree, where the two actors hac 
gone to dine one Sunday. ‘“ Late in the 
evening,’ says Sir Henry's late manager, 
“having been eltting long after dinner, they 
gent the waiter for the bill. While he was 
gone they took the silver—of which they had 
@ plentiful supply at Wavertree,and of which 
they always had a liberal amount on the 
table—and-hid it in the garden upon which 
the room opened. Then they blew out the 
Candles and got under the table.- The waiter 
came back and was thunderstruck to find 
the room dark and the docr cpen, and to 
mote, by what moonlight there was, that the 
silver had gone. He rushed away at once, 
rousing the house by the wild ery ~ of 
*Thieves! Thieves! " 

‘“ The Instant he had gone Irving and Toole 
emerged from their hiding place, cloeed the 
door, brought back’ the silver, and relit the 
candies. When presentiy there came into 
the room a wild rush of the landlord and his 
gervants, and the guests of the house, half 
Glad, they found the two men sitting at table 
Sipping their wine, and Irving smoking his 
cigar with his usual placidity. One can see 
his calm, benign face es he quietly asked the 
landiord: ‘Do you always come in l'ke this 
when gentlemen are dining?’ ”’

Toole literally never missed an opportunity 
to play a joke. Going along Oxford street 
one day he noticed a handsome closed car- 
riage drawn up outside a certain well known 
establishment. The coachmen and footman 
were on the box, looking stolidly ahead. Mr. 
Toole shut the door with a bang, tock off his 
hat to some imaginatfy occupants, and told 
the coachman to “drive home.’ The equi- 
page was driven smartly away just as its 
rightful owners came out of the shop, while, 
in a safe coign of vantage, Toole hugely en- 
joyed his juke.

The actor also liked making himself cuta 
perfect simpleton, and never was happier 
than when a policeman or some official had 
informed him, pityingly, In answer to some 
ingenuous inquiry of his, that he must just 
have come up from the country. He in- 
wented, too; the héax of Cemanding food and 
drink in businé@ss offices. One night he and 
Lal Brough were going down Fleet street 
early in the evening, when Toole, noticing the 
great arc lamps over the Dajly Telegraph 
office, nudged Brough to follow, and entered. 
He went over to the advertisement counter 
and, loiling on one elbow, said in an offhand 
way to the clerk who attended, ** Bring me 
two brandy and sodas."’ Then he went on 
talking to his friend. The clerk tried to ex- 
plain, but he would not attend to his words. 
He and Brough were talking with too much 
animation to attend to any one. The situa- 
ticn was only relieved when the young clerk 
brought one of the managers of the depart- 
ment, who at once recognized the twoactors 
and understood the joke.

Another etory cf Toole has been told the 
world over, though it often is fathered on 
local characters. Duting one holiday season 
he and another player, who was quite game 
for the little adventure, attired themselves 
fn the shabbiest of clothes, the most vener- 
able of headgear, and the most down at heel 
boots they could find. Thus disguised they 
wen: for a walk in the west end, and went up 
to the entrance of a smart looking house, 
then occupied by a portly parvenu. Ringing 
viclently at the bell, the docr was swung 
open by a pompots flunky, who, astonished 
at the spectacle which met his gaze, angrily 
demanded what the two disreputable looking 
characiers wanted. Nothing daunted, Toole 
asked the man if his master was at home. 
To which he in the silk stockings promptly 
replied. “‘ No,” and told the comedian and 
his companion to, go about their business. 
With delNcious coolness ana cheek, Toole said 
ft was a pity the owner was out, fortwo of 
his brothers from the workhouse bad called 
to see him.

A still more elaborate hoa® was that which 
he perpetrated at the expense of some Amert- 
@eans who bad ventured to speak disrespect- 
fully of the British climate, and who, when 
they visited the famous actor at his house in 
St. John's Wood, were astonished by the 
wealth of fruit of al) descriptions which ap- 
peared to be flourishing with more than 
tropical luxuriance on the various trees in 
his garden. Needless to say, the grapes, 
melons, strawberries, and other produce had 
all been fastened On by the agency’of invis- 
ible wire, though it is said Mr. Toole’s @cting 
never was more excruciatingly funny than 
when he went casually plucking a grape 
here and a strawberry. there, and inviting 
fils astonished visitors to do the like. 

One of Toole’s jokes on Sir Henry Irving 
was to send.him a live kangaroo as a Christ- 
mas present during one Yuletide which the 
famous comedian was epending in Australia. 
For some time this beast was moze of a 
“white elephant” than a Kangaroo to Irv- 
ing. but finally he gave it to the London Zoo, 
where it still was living a while ago. The 
tragedian andthe funmaker were close chums 
up to the time of the formers death, and as 
often as Irving could spend the time he took 
himeelf off to Brighton, where Toole spent 
the long years of pitiful breakdown that pre- 
ceded his end.

Toole’s life story, ef course, is too well 
known to need any repetition. Beginning as 
a wine merchant's clerk, it was his amazing 
powers of mimicry which finally led him to go 
en the stage. Encouraged by Charles Dick- 
ers, who wrote enthusiastically of his work, 
he went from success to success until his 
name became a househcid word. One of his 
jeatest, and greatest, successes was made in 
J. M. Barrie's maiden farce, “ Walker Lon- 
don," and he aleo made a great hit in the 
same writer's burlesque, ** Ibsen's Ghost; or, 
Toole Up to Date,” which was ptt on at 
Toole’s theater in 1801, and in which he ap- 
peared as Peter, and then changed toa clever 
impersonation of Ibsen himee'tf.

Vaster projects than this have beén im- 
agined, dreamed of, perhaps, in days gone 
by, but none greater was ever conceived and 
brought into being by the minds of practi- 
eal, hard headed men of affairs. 

To builé a railroad from Chicago to New 
York and thence to Boston by the most direct 
and straightest practicable route, and so to 
enable men to traneact business in person in 
all three cities within 24 hours, is the Titanic 
task that modern business men have set for 
theme@elves. 

Such a project, considered possible but not 
practical ten years ago, is today the rational 
undertaking of reasonable men, based upon 
undeniable data, backed by the experience of 
years of railroad engineering and made prac- 
tical by the conquering supremacy of electric- 
ity over steam as a motive power. 

The lightning speed of the limited mall 
trains of today ig to be but a snail's pace com- 
pared to the swift flight of electrically driven 
trains over this route of almost nocurves and 
absence of heavy grades. 

The per railroad is planned at last. 

Planned? Yes, even better than planned— 
it is under way—begun. Quietly and without 
ostemation there has been organized in the 
three great centers of finance and trade of 
the United States the invincible combination 
of brains, capital and experience whicl» shall 
give to the United States the world’s first per- 
fect railroad. 

Under plans now contemplated Chicago its 
to become the eenter of a vast network of 
electrically operated railroads, radiating in 
every direction to the most distant parts of 
the continent. 

The first of these plans to crystallize and 
take the form of an actual reality is that for 
the construction of an electric railroad from 
Chicago to Boston by way of New York city. 

The New York, Boston and Chicago Elec- 
tric Railway Company has been organized 
for the construction, equipment and opera- 
tion of an electric railroad from Chicago by 
way of La Porte, South Bend, La Grange 
and Steuben, Ind.; Toledo, Sandusky, Elyria 
and Cleveland, Ohio; Meadville, Cochranton, 


Williamsport and Stroudsburg, Pa.; Pater- 
son and Hackensack, N. J., to New York 


city, and thence by way of Waterbury, Hart- 
ford and Worcester to Boston. 

This is to be a railroad in which all the 
economics of construction and of operation 
that have beef suggested by a century of 
engineering experience shall be combined; a 
railroad wherein dangers of accident shall 
be reduced to a minimum, while efficiency 
and speed of transportation will be increased 
to a maximum. Such a line has been the 
cherished dream of practical railroad men for 
generations. At last the dream is to be real- 
ized. 

Within a very short time a man may break- 
fast in Boston at eight in the morning, lunch 
in New York at twelve and dine in Chicago 
at his club before midnight, having had 
luncheon én route and having had two hours 
for business in each city. 

How is this wonderful revolution in rail- 
road practice to be accomplished? Simply, 
easily and rationally. 


No Grade Crossings. 


An ideal roadbed is to be constructed over 
the shortest practicable route between the 
three cities. This roadbed will be solidly 
constructed with rock ballast and rails of 
heaviest steel, practically without curves or 
grade crossings and with eych gradual grades 
and curves as to present none of the usual 
obstacles to rapid travel. 

Though such a roadbed to be permanent, 
must necessarily be expensive as to first 
cost, it is, as all railroad men agree, the most 
economical in the long run. With its solid 
stone abutments, its elevated tracks through 
cities, towns and villages and over roadways 
and the tracks of other railway lines it 
crosses, it means millions of dollars invested 
before its trains are in operation. lt means, 
likewise, the abolition of accidents, the re- 
duction of repairs and maintenanoe charges 
to a minimum, the conservation of power, 
the increase of speed, the saving of Wear and 
tear on equipment and a vast increase of 
traffic. These latter items will more than 
offeet the added original cost. 

Aimost a billion of. dollars has been ex- 
pended within the past decade in the attempt 
to redeem the errors of early railroad con- 
struction in the United States. It would 
have been better had many railroads entirely 
abandoned their old rights of way and laid

Recently the B. &.0. Railroad hase expended 
40 millions In the reconstruction of ite road- 
bed, and the Pennsylvania and New York 
Central have expended hundreds of millions 
in the effort to improve on old construction 
methods. 

The projectors of the New York, Boston 
and Chicago Electric Railway are not Oil 
men nor coal men—they are electrical men 
—rairoad men who see the future trefid 
toward electricity; men interested in making 
a market for electrical machinery and motive 
appliances; men engaged in the manufacture 
of steel, étc.; hence the road is to be a better 
road than the Standard Oil's Tidewater Rall- 
way or the B. & O. or the others. The same 
general principles of construction are to be 
employed. It is to be the most direct route, 
regardiess of traffic considerations, except 
in so far as ite termini are concerned. It is 
to be bullt regardless of cost, with an eye only 
to permanency and safety. 


One Hundred and 
Twenty-five Miles and 
Hour. 


Details of this wonderful undertaking are 
lacking. The projectors decline to talk freely 
of their plans, saying that such plans are 
FOR STOCKHOLDERS ONLY, that the 
general public is entitled to Know only the 
merest outlines, and that to tell all to the 
public would be to invite the antagonism of 
rivals and tend to delay the operations of the 
company.

The 
motors of each car will operate simultane- 
ously with the motors of each other oar, 
There will be no drag at starting—every car 
will feel the starting impulse at the same 
moment and will receive the propulsive power 
simultaneously at the will of the driver.

Importance of the Project. 


The project is one of the utmost import- 
ance to thé American people, since it prom- 
isés to revolutionize the carrying trade of 
the entire continent and build up an entire 
and new group of transportation magnates 
and create a new class of miflionaires. 

Great fortunes will unquestionably result 
from investments in the stock of this great 
enterprise. Men now relatively obscure in 
the world of finance will leap to the front as 
the mekers of new wealth; merchants, labor- 
ers, farmers and professional men who put 
their money into this enterpNse will become 
the dominant element in the financial world 
within the next decade.

Just as horse railways and cable railways 
were compelled to withdraw from competi- 
tion with electric street and interurban rail- 
ways, just as canals were compelled to with- 
draw from the advance of steam railroads, 
so will the steam locomotive be relegated to 
the past within a very short time. 


Steam Railroads 
Doomed. 


Within eoonty years the use of steam as a 
motive power for the operation of railway 
trains will have become oid fashioned. With- 
in forty years it will have become obsolete, 
and within fifty years merely a memory, ex- 
cept, aé in the case of the horse car, in a few 
isolated instances for special reasons. 

This prediction is based: upon an exact 
knowledge of the conditions governing the 
application of electricity as the motive force 
in the operation of ratlroads. 

The conservation of energy made possible 
by the use of electricity is so great that rail- 
roads not employing it will be unable to com- 
pete with those that do. The chief advan- 
tages to be derived from the use of electricity 
may be briefly summarized as follows :— 

1—Economy of operation; about 20 per cent 
saved undér identical conditions. 

2—Increase of speed, and consequent in- 
creage of earning power, from 15 to 50 per 


oent, 
| 8—Increase of comfort !n travel, absence of 
smoke and grime, ahd consequent increase 
in passenger traffic. 


Economies of Operation. 


First, give consideration to the 
movement of the train with steam. 
For hotirs before the train is putin 
motion, the locomotive is under 
steam, consuming coal, attended by 
engineer and fireman. Finally it's 
attached to the train and the signal 
given to start. There is a prelimi- 
nary toot, a jerk, a struggle and the 
first car moves, then the second car 
begins to move and the third, and 
finally after much puffing and 
whirring of wheels and hissing of 
steam the train is in motion.

Compare it with the electric train. Each 
car is a motor car, coupled ih series in such 
& way that the control of all i@ at the com- 
mand of one man in the first cat. No power 
ia beng consumed while the -rain is standing 
still—no fuel wasted as smoke and steam, no 
preliminary puffings and tootings and whees- 
es. When the signal is given to start a lever 
is turned; instantaneously the power is ap- 
plied to every motor on the train andthere is 
a motor on every axle. Immediately, there 
fore, every Wheel begins to turn, and while 
the steam train is puffing and blowing about 
what it is GOING to do, off runs the electric 
train under a full headway of power. 

On the steam train there are the engineer 
and the fireman to control the motive power; 
on the electrical, only the engineer or motor- 
man, as you may please to call him. 

For the benefit of the locomotive there are 
stations all along the route where the coal 
supply may be renewed and where water may 
be had, and these all require attendants and 
att ntion, adding to the cost of operation. 

The electric railway has no need for water 
tanks or coal supply stations. 

The manufacture of power at a central sta- 
tion permits of the use of the refuge of coal 
mines as fuel, whereas locomotives requite 
the best and highest priced coal that is pos- 
sible to obtain. Power is produced only in 
sufficient quantities to meet the requirements 
of the moment. For excess requirements ad- 
ditional power may be generated at will. 

When no wheels are turning no power is 
wasting. The current passes into accumu- 
lators where it is stored 
until required, There is 
no waste energy, no 
falee motion. Nat- 
ural sources of power 
may be employed in con- 
junction with manufac- 
tured power. Ocentral 
stations, located at wa- 
terfalis, turn their waste 
energies into power and 
transmit it to the point 


of use at no app able 
cost.

Increase of Earning Power. 


Tt ie not « matter that admits of 
question that increase of speed is 
attended with increase of earning 
power. If we can doin one hour that 
which formerly required two hours 
It follows as a consequence that we 
can do twice as much as formerty in 
the same length of time. Thies applies 
with particular force to the operation 
wf railways The interest on the in- 
veatment im equipment is distrib- 
ated as an element of cost, if the 
computation of rates to the number 
of tons of freight hauled in a given 
length of time. 

Manifestly if electricity: can double 
the number of tons hauled within 
that time it will reduce the interest 
charge one-half. 

Again the same rule applieg to the invest-
